QUERIES OBJECTED TO BY 
INOCORPUORA TORS, 

BUT A LIST OF WORLD'S FAIR COMMIT- 

TEEMEN sHOWS 45 REPUBLICANS, 43 

DEMOCRATS, AND 13 INDEPENDENTS. 


Several of the one hundred ani three proposed 
incorporators of the Worki’s Fair visited the 
headquarters of the organization yesterday anc 
protested against a letter which had been sent 
out to about twenty-five of those gentlemen, in- 
quiring ot each as to what his politics was. 

This letter was the result of the star-chamber 
proceedings held by the Executive Comwmitiee 
of the World’s Fair on Saturday. It contained 
the explanation that several erroneous state- 
ments as to the political affiliations of the mem- 
bers of the World’s Fair Cou mittee of One Hun- 
dred had been published anu had been made 
the ground of charges that the committee was 
partisan in character. While the Executive 
Committee considered tbat the character 





and standing of the wembers of the 
Committees of One Hundred were such 
that their political views could have 


no bearing whatever upon the discharge of the 
important duties which it was prep>sed to im- 
pose upon them, the Executive Committee nev- 
ertheless believed that in the interest of the 
undertaking it was wise to refute the charge of 
partisanship, and, for that purpose, to obtain 
as far as possible a correct classification. 
Therefore, if it was entirely agreeable to the 
gentioman addressed, he could facilitate the 
work of the committee by himself advising the 
Secretary of the Execuiive Committee as to 


whether he was to be classified as a Repub- 
lican, a Democrat, or an Independent. ‘The 
letter concluded with the statement that very 
early iniormation on the subject Was bnportant. 

Lhe reeipionts of this unique COmmunication 
were surprised, aud many of them were wholly 
GQisgusted. They generally beld that the Excc- 
uiive Committee Was impertinent in making 
Such an lnquiry, and that it was none of the 
committee’s business what their individual 
polities was. They tad been chosen by their 
respevtive trades aud professions, without re- 
xard or thought of politics, and they could see 
no good reason why such uaz inguisiuen should 
now be instituted, no matter What misstate- 
ments Might be made by politicians interested 
ju making the Worla’s Fair organization a polit- 
ical machine, 

Amopg the protesting callers at the World’s 
Fair headquarters yesterday was Mr, John H. 
Graham, Who was appointed amemoer of the 
Committee of One Huudred as the chosen rep- 
resentative of the hardware trauve, Mr. Gra- 
ham said that he was not ashamed of his poll- 
tics. He beionged to a political organization 
nod always gave expression to his views by 
voting. but he was a member of the Committee 
of Oue Hundred as the representative of the 
hardware trade, which was made up of men 
hoiding all kinds and shades of political opin- 
jon, He was on the committee simply as a 
hardware wan, and he could not see wnat dift- 
ference it made whether he was a Republican, 
a Democrat, or an Independent. 

Notwithstanding these protests, however, 
andtbe farcical character of tbe etar-chamber 
Spine a classification as to politics has 
doen arrived at by admissions from all the 
luembers except two—Mr. Timothy C. Eastman 
and Mr. Edgar M. Crawford, representiug re- 
spectively the cattle and» tubavco interests— 
Woe Lave as yet given no expression ae to their 
political affiliavons. ‘his classification shows 
tuat tuere are among the originally proposed 
incorpoxators 45 Republicans, 43 Democrats, 
13 Indepeadents, and 2 doubtful.

CALLED AT ALBANY. 





TO WAIT FOR TO-DAY’S MEETING OF 
THE FAIR COMMITTEE. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—The Senate remained in 
session till 10:15 o'clock this evening, the Re- 
publican Senators hoping that Gov. Hill would 
send in his ante-mortem World’s Fair message. 
which he inflicted on the Assembiyon Friday. 
Senators Vedder, Fassett, and Erwin all had 
clubs of a very large size in their desks which 
they intended to work upon the message, and 
Senator Saxton hadan argument showing that 
the Governor had overreached himself, anc. had 


infring upon the legislative prerogiitive. 
Bui tne Governor had been warned, and with 
rare discretion kept his message witbin the pur- 
lieus of ths Executive Chamber. 

Ail the members of the Conference Commit- 
tee were on haud at 5 o'clock. They met in 
Clerk Kenyon’s room. A number of Senators 
apd AsstmbDiymen awaited the result of the 
deliberations. The committees was in session 
haif au hour. It did not touch the amendment 
which covers the twenty incvorporators’ names. 
All the other amendments were discussed and 
uuanimously agreed to. The deliberations of 
the committec, however, were suspended, and 
au adjournment taken tll Wednesday morning, 
by the reading of the following dgspatches, of 
which copies had been received ty Senators 
Vedder and Fa:seti ana Gen. Husted:

THE IOWA DEAD-LOCK PLEASES RAIL- 
ROAD MEN AND PROHBIBITIONISTS. 


DrEs Mornes, Iowa, Feb. 10.—After carrying 
the proposition of the Republican conference 
committee in his pocket till noon to-day, Chair 
man Blythe finally produced it and presented 
it tothe Democratic committee. It was then 
too late to consider 1t before the session; hence 
there was nothing eclee for the House to do but 
to convene and after taking a couple of tie Dal- 
lots for Speaker to adjourn until to-morrow 
afternoon. This was accordingly done, and 
the Repuplican proposition was examined. 

It was first found to be practically the same 
as was indicated in these dispatches Saturday 
night. The Republicans wanted the Speaker, 
about one-third the minor offices, and the choice 
of one committee, the Democrats to take the 
remaining offices, choose two committees, and 
the remaining committee to be equally divided. 
The Democratic committee considered this 
proposition this afternoon, but did not take 
action upon it. They will present it to the 
caucus to-morrow morning, with another prop- 
Osition which contemplates an equal dtvision 
of the minor offices and committees and the dits- 
position of thq Speakership by lot, and will 
urge that one of these two methods be adopted. 

There is nothing in the work accomplished to- 
aay to indicate progress toward the solution 
of the dead-lock. Both sides, while thoroughly 
disgusted with the present situation, are equal- 
ly determined to maintain their position. Two 
elements, quite strong in themselves, are work- 
ing against a compromise. One of them is the 
railroad interest, represented by Mr. Blythe, 
the other 18 the Prohibition interest, repre- 
sented by Mr. Dobson. These comprisé & large 
element of the Republican side. Theip view is 
that no legislation is needed, that, if the 
organization of the House can be _ put 
off until the Spring is fairly open, 
nothing will be attempted buat the 
passage of the appropriation bills, and that this 
can be done in # comparatively short time. 
Mr. Blythe is reported to hava said to-day that 
he desired to put off erganization fully two 
weeks yet, and as he is Chairman of the Repub- 
lican conference committes be isina positton 
to oarry out his desires, unless some Republic- 
anrises in his wrath, kicks outof the caucus 
traces, and votes with the Democrats. Mr. 
brown of Ringgold bas signified his intention of 
doing this in a modified form if an agreement is 
not reached in a few days. : 

The Republicans are summoning in their 
forces with the evident intention of voting for 
United States Senator Wednesday. Smith of 
Mitchell, who has been ill at home for over two 
weeks, returned to-day and was sworn in, 

here were twenty-four absentees on pairs In 
the House to-day, but none were kept away on 
account of illness. Senator McCoy is the only 
Republican Senator unable te be present, but 
his absence, with Hanchett’a detection, still 
leaves the Republicans with 765 votes, or just 
enough to elect. If their men are all here on 
Wednesday, it is quite probable the Republican 
mombers of the House will fileover tothe Senate 
and go through the form of electing a Senator. 





CARNEGIE’S NOBLE GIT. 





A MILLION DOLLARS TO PROVIDE LIBRA- 
RIES FOR PITTSBURG. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Feb. 10.—Thoe munificent 
offer of Audrew Carnegie to expend not leas 
than $1,000,000 in public libraries for Pitts- 
burg was presented to the City Council this 
afternoon and accepted. The selection o7 the 
several sites, adoption of plans for the build- 
ings, ami the work of erection will be pro- 
ceeded with forthwith. 

Mr. Carnegio’s offer came in the shape of a 
letter, in which, among other things, he said: 


“TI think that Pittsburg requires a central build- 
ing, containing a reference aud circulating libra- 
Ty; also suitable accommodations for works of 
art, which I[ believe ita citizens would soon pro- 
vide; that there should also be added rooms for the 
meetings of the various learned societies of the 
city. The experience of New-York, Baltimore, and 
other large cities has proved that a central library 
should be supplemented by Dranch libraries. such 
brauches, I think, should be established in the va- 
rious districts of the city, probably one in Birming- 
ham, anotherin Temperanceville, anotber in Kast 
Liberty, a fourth in Lawrenceville, perhaps a fifth 
in the older part of the city. All of these should be 
thoroughly fire-proof, monumental in character, and 
creditable to the city. 

“ To provide these buildings, &c., I offer to expend 
not less than $1,000,000. L propose that their lo- 
cation, erection, and management shall be in- 
trusted toa Loard of Trustees composed ex oflicio 
of the Mayo, the Presidents of select aud Common 
Councils, the President of the Central Boara of 
Education, and a Library Committee of Five, ap- 
pointed py the Councils; to these i should add the 
names of twelve woil-Known citizens of Allegheny 
County, the libraries to be formally handed over to 
the city upon their completion, free irom lien, ia 
trust tor the purposes specified. 

**The city of Baltimore pays $50,000 per annum 
for the support of its public libraries established 
by Mr. Enoch Pratt, who gave $1,000,000 for the 
purpose; but I believe that $40,000 per annum 
would be suflicient to maintain those of Pittsburg, 
and not less than this sum per annum I require the 
city of Pittsburg to agree to placo at the disposal of 
the Library Trustees, to be expended by them. I 
am Clearly of the opinion that itis only by the city 
maintaining its public libraries as it maintains its 
public schools that every citizen can be made to 
feel that he is a joint preprieter of them, and that 
the public library is for the public as a whole, and 
notior any portion thereof; and I am sexually clear 
that unless a community is willing to maintain 
public libraries at the public cost very little good 
can be obtained from them.” 

An ordinances based upon the provisions of 
Mr. Carnegie’s letter was introduced and re- 
ferred, and & resolution passed accepting the 
gift and thanking the donor, assuring him ** that 
during all time he shall be held in grateful re- 
membrance by the city of Pittsburg.” Mr, Car- 
negie’s Trustees are: James J. Scott, the Rev. , 
W. J. Holland, H. O. Frick, George A. Macbeth, 
Ruben Miller, J. F. Hudson, Dawid McCaree, 
Ww. N. Frew, D. K. Porter, E. L. Ferguson, Kob- 
ert Pitcairn, and J. B. Jackson. 





CHAPMAN HARRIS DEAD. 
AN ORGANIZER OF THE ‘‘ UNDERGROUND 
RAILWAY” IN SLAVERY DAYS. 


MADISON, Ind,, Feb. 10.—The Rev. Chapman 
Harris, colored, who died here to-day, was born 
in Virginia of a free mother in 1802. When 
thirty-seven yeals ola he came to Madison. 
Here he ina short time won tne confidence of 
the people, white and black, by his honesty, so- 
briety, and firmness of principles. At this time 
slaves were in the habit of running away from 
Kentucky, and Harris, with a brave company 
of whites and biacks, organized an ‘under. 
ground railroad,” starting from a headquarters 
established near this city, with stations all 
along the line even as far as Canada. 

For years Harris was the chief conductor on 
this line, and often with his sons had to fight 
the pursuers who followed over into Indiana 
He was aman of wonderful strength, being of 
heavy build, weighing over 200 pounds, and 
standing over six feet high. He was a Baptist 
preacher, and often in emergencies took an im- 
portant part in politica, being a forceful 
and logical advocate. Although naturally an 
ardent Republican, the old man efideavored 
never to be offensive, yet always firm in his 
integrity in defensing and executing what he 
thought was right. 

He died at the age of eighty-eight, leaving five 
daughters and two sons. Conspicuous on tho 
walls of Mr. Harris’s humble home hang the 
portraits of John Brown and Abrabam Lincoln, 








COWHIDED HER HUSBAND. 

St. Louis, Feb. 10.—Mrsa. Agnes O’Brien, a 
pretty little woman, wearing very fine clothes, 
and with an air of refinement, was in the orim- 
inal court to-day to auswer a charge of im- 
proper conduct preferred by her husband, a 
rich boilermaker. The case was tho culmina- 
tion of along series of domestic troubles that 
have been aired in court, and the Judge dis- 
Thissed it. 

The husband and wife met at the court room 
door and she pulled a cowhide and struck him 
squarely across the face, making the blood 
spurt. She struck him again and again, and be- 
fore she could be seized had given him fully 
twenty blows. Finally the Chief of Polite and 
a small army of court officials overpowered her 
and her husband fled. She was tined $50 for 
contempt and sent to jail, bat after a couple of 
sara’ the fine was remitted and she was re- 
eased. 





YOUNG PERRINE GOERS TO JAIL, 
ASBURY Pari, N. J., Feb. 10.—Samuel E. Per- 
rine, Jr, a young man living near Asbury 
Park, who had pleaded guilty to charges of 
having forged the name of his uncle, Samuel 
Perrine, a wealthy resident of Jamesburg, to 


notes, was arraigned before Judge Walling to- 
day at Freehold tor sentences. The notes had 
been discounted by the First National Bank of 
Asbury Park, and the i038 to the bank had been 
made good by the young mauv’s relatives. Judea 
Walling fined him $250 and the costes of the 
case.

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INVADING SIOUX LANDS 


THK RESERVATION OPENED 
BY THH PRESIDENT. 
THE FORMALITIES AT WASHINGTON AN- 
NOUNCED BY CANNON AND FOL- 
LOWED BY A GENERAL SCRAMBLE, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The President to-day 
signed the proclamation opering the Sioux Res- 
ervation in South Dakota. He has also issued 


an order establishing land offices at Pierre and 
Chamberlain. 

Indian Inspector Armstrong will leave Wash- 
ington to-night for the Sioux Reservation. It 
will be his special duty to see that none of the 
settlers who enter the reservation under the 
President’s proolamation intrude upon the 
diminished Indian reservation lands. The Gen- 
eral Land Office officials are also making prep- 
arations to send to the reservation a number ot 
experienced clerks and two special agents to 
assist the looal lend officers when they shall 
nave been appointed. 

The report of the Sioux Commission, which 
was transmitted to Congress to-day, is along 
one, and gives in detail every step taken in the 
negotiations, with a verbatim report of all 
speeches made by the Indians, as well as those 
of the Commisstoners, The deed, which ac- 


companies the report, shows that it was signed 
by 4,463 male Indians over eighteen years of 
axe, this being in excess of the required num- 
ber. The commission recommends jegislation 
appropriating sufficient funds to enable the de- 
partment to furnish the Indians at once with 
live stock and agricultural implements, and 
says that theinterest on the permanent fand 
snould immediately be made available. The 
amount of land secured to the Government 
under the agreement is estimated at 9,000,000 
acres. ‘ 

‘fhe bill prepared by Secretary Noble to carry 
into effect the recommendations of the commis- 
8100 recites that satisfactery proof has been 
presented that the consent of the Sioux Indians 
to the act bas been obtained, and provides for 
the following appropriations to carry ont its 
terms: For 10,00U cows and 400 bulls, $400,000; 
for Indians taking allotments, $380,000; for 
day schools, teachers, and furniture, (with a 
porn for compulsory attendance of chil- 

ren,) $150,000; for thirty school buildings, 
(us Ae ged by Article XX of the® act 
of March, 1889,) $30,000; for one year’s inter- 
est on the sum of $3,000,000, $150,000; to pay 
for ponies taken by the military, $200.000; 
to pay the Crow Creek Indians for the de- 
ficiencies in the allotments, $187,039; for 
extra beef rations, $100,000; to purchase land 
for the Sante Sioux, $32,000. Aaditional sec- 
tions require the purchase of Indian produce 
at fair prices for supplies for adjacent military 
posts, and prescribes how the Secretary of the 
Treasury sball credit the Indian funds. 


St. PAUL, Minn., Fed. 10.—A Pioncer Press 
special from Chamberlain, 8. D., says: ‘ The 
loud report of @ cannon this afternoon startled 


the crowd of people camped here awaiting an 
Opportunity to get upon the Sioux Reservation 
lands, which turned out to be the signal for a 
crowd of townsite boomers, who were secreted 
in the heavy timberin American Island, to get 
upon the coveted bottom on the west side of 
the river. 

Immediately representatives of the various 
combinations sent hers for the purpose of se- 
curing this tract were in motion, and teams 
with loads of lumber were at once started on a 
dead run across the river, but it was evident 
plainly that the local town site beomers had 
secured an important advantage by reason of 
their closer proximity to the lands. 

The Indian police, to the number of nearly 
one hundred, had been placed as a guard to 
prevent any premature invasion, but they 
stood dazed and helpless as they viewed the 
great and irresistible rush for the reservation. 
A most novel sight was the moving of alarge 
building, under which had been placed heavy 
timbers and wheels. ‘iis, like the many 
Wagons, was pulled across the river by gallop- 
ing horses. It took but a tew minutes for the 
several sections on the valuable bottom to be 
literally covered with claimants, and it will 
take a score of Philadelphia lawyers to solvo 
the problem as to who are the rightful owners. 

While this rush and conflict was going on for 
the bottom lands many other intending settlers 
rushed promptly into the uplands and beyan at 
once the ereetion of houses, and these are pre- 
pared to defend their rights as against later 
settlers. 

United States Marshal Fry and Indtan Agent 
Anderson, assisted by deputies and Indian 
police, were soon at work vigorously attempt- 
ing to eject the invaders. However, the forces 
at their disposal were entirely inadequate to 
the requirements of the occasion, and while 
many were notified and escorted to the river, 
there was not a large enough force to keep 
thein there, and they quickly returned to their 
claims, After a time the elforts to eject became 
cecidediy feeble, as 1t was Impossible to ac- 
complish anything material. To-night the set- 
tlers will eacamp on their claims. 

The new Land Office will be organized at once 
and bein running order by the time the lands 
are surveyed, when filings will be tendered by 
settlers. The land is as yet unsurveyed, and 
settiers will for the present have to secure 
squatters’ rights, 

‘be city 18 in @ great uproar to-night. Bells 
ringing, whistles blowing, cannons booming, 
shouting of excited men, and the rusbing of 
teams make a veritable bedlam. The lumber 
yards will be rushed to their utmost capacity 
all night, By morning the appearance et the 
reservations for many miles in every direction 
will have undergone a great transformation. 
Setilers who have lumber on the ground are 
erecting houses by the light of lanterns. 

A Pioneer Press special from Pierre, 8. D., 
says that immediately aiter the news reachea 
there there was a grand stampede and rush for 
the reservation lands. Immediately across the 
river from Pierre is the famous * mile-square,” 
on which is situated the city of Fort Pierre. 
It was this that the settlers first rushed for, 
but, as the military headquarters was sta- 
tioned there aud as no orders had been received 
from beadquvarters to allow the settlers to cross 
the river, they were met by the military and 
were obliged to return to Pierre. 

The situation down the river Was more eeri- 
ous. About a mile east of the city was situated 
another boomers’ camp. Just at the time the 
news was received the guards along the river 
were changed, and the fresh guards did not 
leave the oo at Fort Pierre until a few 
minutes after the new shift had come into the 
town. As a consequence the East Pierre crowd 
were in the reserve before they were notieed, 
and had already commenced to settle. The reg- 
ulars were soon in hot pursuit and succeede 
in capturing all but a few of the boomers.

LORD STANLEY DENOUNCED. 





FOR EXCLUDING LEGISLATORS 
OTHERS FROM HIS RECEPTIONS. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb; 10.—Lord Stanley, 
Governor General, has raised a storm of indig- 
nation among members of Parliament which 
threatens to make him one of the most unpop- 
ular Governor Generals Canada has ever had. 
The charge is boldly made by members of Par- 
liament that the representatives of the coun- 
try assembled at the capital have been iguored 
socially by Lord Stanloy. .- 

It has been the custom for many years for 
the Queen’s representatives in Canada to give a 
state ball at the Government House during the 
session of the Federal Parliament. This session 
there will be no state ball, nominally because 
Lady Stanley is said to be indisposed, butin 
reality because his Excellency and the vice 
regal household are averse to having the vulgar 
crowd of common people invade the privileged 
precincts of the vice regal residence. 

AS & COMpromiss between his duty and his 
highly aristocratic propensities, Lord Stanley 
bas issued cards for dances to take place at 
Rideau Hall on Tuesday and Friday of this 
week. When this diversion from the usual cus- 
tom was announced it caused considerable dis- 
satisfaction, but when the invitations were all 
out the storm ofindignation knew no bounds 
when it was found that scores of members of 
Parliament, senators, and the élite of society 
at the capital were to be excluded from the so- 
Clal gayeties at the vice regal residence, 

Tnis feeling was still further intensified to- 
day when it boecamo known that scarcely a sin- 
gle person eugaged in trade had been invited, 
and that in mavy instances Government em- 
ployes working on low salaries, but who couid 
boast of high English ancestry, were honored, 
while members or Parliament, wealthy citi- 
zens, aud merchant princes were utterly ig- 
nored. 

A prominent member of the Commons from 
British Columbia, speaking to THE TIMES’s cor- 
respondent, characterized the action of Lord 
Stanley as English aristocratic snobbiahness 
which called for some notice by the Parliament 
of the country. ,1t was outrageous, he said, that 
representatives of the publio people in the Pa- 
ciile Provinces stould with one exception ba 
ignored by the Queen’s representative, while a 
young Englishman, who at one time was private 
secretary to Lieut. Gov. Trutch, and who was 
discharged for fast habits, should receive invi- 
tations to Rideau Hall because his father was 
Chief Justice in England. 

Expressions equally strong came from all 
sides, and Lord btanley has his position tu-day 
exceedingly warm aud uncomfortable.

DISCUSSING REVISION. 





THE GREAT QUESTION THAT IS AGI- 
TATING THE PRESBYTERIES. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Feb, 10.—The committes 
of eight appointed by the Presbytery of Roch- 
ester to prepare a report touching the revision 
of the Westminster Confession of Faith ghas 
completed its work. Of the eight membera 
six submit a report favoring’ certain changes, 
while a minority reportis submitted by the re- 
maining two, who propose to uwait the action 
of the General Assembly. The two reports 
have been submitted to the pastors and eiders 
of the Rochester Presbytery, and will come up 
for debate before the Presbytery which meeta 
in April. Speaking of the majority report one 
of the committee said: 

“Wo think 16 willcompare most favorably 
with reports submitted in other Presbyteries, 
not even excepting that of New-York City, 
which has been submitted since our report was 
completed. We have reason to believe that the 
Presbytery will adopt the report as prepared, 
for a largo majority have already expressed 
themeelves, either privately or in public, in 
favor of a revision.” 

The minority report, while admitting taata 
few changesin the phraseology of the Contes- 
sion may be expedient, demands that the doc- 
trines there expressed be leftintact. The senti- 
meptin favor of revision is strong in this city. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 10.—Tho Philadelphia 
Presbytery at an adjourned meeting held to-day 
refused to agree to a revision of the Confession 
of Faith by a vote of 23 yeas to 42 nays. The 
vote stood as follows: For revision, 14 minis- 
ters and 9 Elders; against revision, 28 ministers 
and 14 Elders. 

San Francisco, Feb. 10.—The voto on the 
question of revision o? the Confession of Faith 
which was taken by the Presbytery of San 
Francisco last October, and which resulted 
against the revision, was reconsidered by the 
Presbytery to-day at the request of a number 
of members who thought they had uot had sut- 
ficient opportunity to discuss the subject. The 
ballot agai resulted against the revision, the 
vote being 27 to 22. All the members of the 
Presbytery who are professors in the Theo- 
logical Seminary voted against the revision.

ARRANGEMENTS BEING MADE TO FOUND 
IT IN WASHINGTON. 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 10.—The announcement by 
Bishop John F. Hurst of Washington that pre- 
liminary arrangements are making toward the 
founding of a great Methodist National Univer- 
sity at Washington has created an onthusiastio 
comment among the Methodists of Baltimore. 
The general idea is that the university is to be 
one where a broad, liberal education may be 
had without regard to dsnominatienal beliefs, 
the theological Gepartment peing separate, as 
in the case of Princeton College, 

The fact that Bishop Hurst, whose reputation 
as an educator is national, is at the head of the 
enterprise, that he has enough coniidence in it 
to select the site, and to pay $1,000 for an op- 
tion upon the property, is regarded as sufficient 
evidence that the project will be carried 
through. 

It is ramored that Leland Standford, the Cal- 
ifornia millionaire, is largely interested in it, 
through Bishop John P. Newman. It is also 
said that the wife of Bishop W. F. Mallalieu of 
New-Orleans, who is wealthy, will be very lib- 
eral in her contribution. Aid and encourage- 
ment are expected from other Protestant 
churches, alihough the university will be dis- 
tinctively a Methodist Episcopal enterprise. 

The Rev. Dr, John Lanahan regards tbe place 
selected, ninety acres of land on the Tenally- 
town road, near Oakview, ex-President Cleve- 
land’s Summer home, admirably suited for the 
purpose. He thinks at least $2,000,000 will be 
necessary to Carry out the Bighop’s ideas. 

The Rev. D. b, Winstead, pastor of Chester- 
Street Church, thinks the establishment of the 
Cathoiie University of Washington is one of the 
causes Which stimulates the founding of the 
Methodist University. in speaking on_ this 
subject ths Rey. W. T. D. Clemm said: ** Wash- 
ington is the national capital, and we cannot 
afford to give up that great field to the Catho- 
livs.’’,

A ROUT FOR THE MORMONS 


SALT LAKE O11Y IN. CON- 
IROL OF THE GENTILES. 
SCENES AND INCIDENTS OF THE MOST 
EXCITING ELECTION EVER HELD 

IN THE TERRITORY OF UTAH. 


SaLtT Lake City, Feb, 10.—About midnight 
last night the rain began to pour down in tor- 
rents, at 3 o'clock this morning it turned into 
snow, and at 9 o’clock, when this ceased falling, 
fully two inches was on the ground. The sun 
then came out brilliantly, and in less than two 
hours not a vestige of snow could be seen and 
the streets were a veritable sea of mud, 

It has been a beautiful day overhead, and the 
streets are crowded with people of both parties. 
The saloons having all agreed to keep vlosed 
till midnight, not a drop of liquor can be had in 
the city. All the saloon men have kept their 
agreements strictly, and there is no drunken- 
ness or boisterous conduct on any of the 
thoroughfares. It is one of the most peace- 
able elections the city has ever seen. There 
is much enthusiasm around the Liberal head- 
quarters as the hourly bulletins are posted, but 
no fights have occurred, and no mobs have as- 
sembled. Both parties are well prepared to 
Suppress any riots, and this fact being general- 
ly known has had an excellent effect and a 
tendeucy to maintain the peace of the city, 

Up to 3 o’elock this afternoon there were but 
ten arrests, mostly for illegal voting, and all 
wero promptly bailed out. A numberof amus- 
ing incidents growing out of the polygamy 
question occurred at the various polis. 
One man, an ex-Mormon named Futz, 
who was ready to vote the Liberal 
ticket, came up to yote in the Fourth 
Precinct. He had been a poiygamist, but his 
first wife was dead and he was living with the 
second. Hehad an intimation from Mormon 
sources that, under the ruling of the courts, he 
would not be permitted to vote. A Liberal 
worker took Lutz out of the line before he 
attempted to vote, and went to the County 
Court House and procured a marriage license. 
Taking a carriage, Lutz drove hastily to his 


home, took his second wile before a United 
States Commissioner, and returning to the polls 
he cast his vote, much to the chagrin of the 
Mormons, 

Another incident occurred in the First Pre- 
cinct. A polygamist who had served a term in 
the penitentiary, ana who had been out just 
two days, offered to vote. He was allowed to 
cast his vote, and was immediately arrested for 
illegal voting, the registers baving decided that 
bo Man who Wasa polygamist, unless he had 
received: amnesty from the President, could 
vote, This man, namea Frederick Petersen, 
had not only not been pardoned, but he was 
stlilin actual polygamy. 

In the Filth Presiuct a young man offered to 
vote, When he was challenged by a Mormon 
Bishop. The young man intended voting tne 
Mormon ticket, but being challenged by one of 
his own party, he tore up the ticket in the face 
of the HKishop, and procuring a Liberal vote, 
placed it in the box. 

In the Second Precinct one man was arrested 
for bribery. He was working in tne interest of 
the Mormons, and had approached no less than 
twenty-five men with offers to pay money. He 
was allowed to go on giving $500 bonds. The 
Mormons attempted some sharp practices 
this morning, but were quickly foiled. <A 
commercial Grummer named Jackson voted 
the Liberal ticket, and was arrested for illegal 
voiing onthe ground that he was @ non-resi- 
dent. He was taken over to the City Hall and 
putin jail. Oneofthe Liberal leaders went to 
bail bim out, but was told by the 
City Marshal, who is @ Mormon, that 
there was 10 Justice of the Peace 
present. He refused to accept bail, but 
said he would take Jackson before Justice 
EBurtou, @ Mormon official, when Burton could 
bea found. The United States Marshal wantea 
Jackson taken before a United States Comunis- 
sioner at ones, but the City Marshal refused. 
Finally, the City Marshal aud his force were 
threatened with arrest unless they gave up 
Jackson, and they yielded. Jackson is now out 
on bail. 

Vetective Bonfield of Chicago Anarchist fame 
admitted last night that he had been in Cam- 
paigns in New-Yerk, Chicago, and other large 
cities in the country, but he said he had never 
seen 80 compicte, sO Compact, and so pertect 
an organization as Judge Powers had formed 
here for the Liberals. It was practically im- 
pregnable, and Bontield goes Exst to-morrow 
with the mouey he has earned from the Mor- 
mons who employed him, and with a lottier 
opinion of the loyal Americans who have so 
mantully made the fight here against the twin 
relic of barbarism. The shrewdest and ablest 
politicians from Michigan, Indiana, New-York, 
lilinoisa, and Colorado are on the side of 
the Gentiles, and the Mormons, who never 
before saw a political campaign, have had 
these astute men to deal with, Everything the 
Gentiles did was imitated by tho Mormons, but 
they were caucht with their lences down, and 
all their work was of no avail. 

At both headquarters to-day there were large 
crowds, but the number of people at the Libera 
headquarters was the greater. Every hour 
bulletins were posted in the windows of the 
Walker House, aud when they were read by the 
peonle the shouts that went up were deafening, 

‘our of the precincts sont the returns in by tele- 
phone, while the fifth employed couriers. 
‘he leading Judges, lawyers, baukers, mer- 
chants, and mining Men assembied at Liberal 
headquarters all day and watebed the returns 
eagerly. Chief Justice Seaney, who has done so 
much to blot out polygamy, was one of the 
most interested. The United States Deputy 
Marshals, and regular and special polices, aud 
Deputy Sherifis, who had been sworn in for duty, 
were numerous at all the polls. A reserve force 
of Deputy Marshals waa at Liberal headquar- 
ters and at the Federal Court House, but their 
services were not required. 

The Mormons began xathering at the polls. as 
early as 3 o'clock this morning, und stood in 
the rain and the snow waiting the opening of 
the polls. At 7 o’clock these men were soon 
followea by Liberals, and together they 
formed a good-natured crowd. There was 
considerable bantering, but if was ali 
in good part, and both sides behaved 
admirably. At9o’clock 25 per cent. of the to- 
tal registered vote of the city, which is nearly 
8,000, was polled. At noon the Mormons were 
only 98 votes ahead of the Liverals, and after 
that hour the Gentiles forged steadily abead, 
aud after 1 o’clock they began piling up tieir 
majority. By 2 o’cluck the Mormons had 
polled nearly their entire strength, all of them 
having been instructed to vote. At 4 o’clock 
6,200 votes had been cast, and the 
balance of registered voters being Gentiles, 
bets were freely made that the Liberals would 
carry the city by anywhere from 500 to 1,500 
majority. Atdo’clock the Liberal tally keep- 
ers at the polis made @ report showing a ma- 
jority of 600 for tbe Liberals, and when the 
news was posted the yells and shrieks increased 
in volume, 

About 6 o’clock in the afternoon news came 
from Provo that the Liberals had oarried that 
city. Provois a town forty-two miles south of 
here, and is generally looked on as the hotbed 
of polygamy. Noone in the Liberal ranks ex- 
pected to oarry this town, and when the hows 
reached here there were unusual demonstra- 
tions ot joy. 

Tbe town to-night in the Gentile quarter 
is ablaze with red lights and boufires. Be- 


tore the polls closed Main-street was alive 
with men shouting for *“Seott.”” The Lib- 
eral Drum Corps started out at 5:30 


«clock with drummers snd fifors. 
known positively that this city was Liberal by 
at least 500 majority. One of the transparen- 
cies earried by the drummers bore this inscrip- 
tion: “The People’s Party Wins Second 
Money,” and “ Distanced at the Quarter Pole.” 
Prominent business men marched along 
the streets with stuifed roosters perched 
on their hate, and brooms wers plen- 
tiful The scenes around the Lib- 
eral headquarters beggar description. 
Every few seconds cheers’ go up for Judge 
Powers, the gentioman who has so ably man- 
aged the campaign. These cheers are inter-

spersed with shouts for Scott and other 
candidates. Liberal ticket men meet one 
another and shake hands heartily, and 


everybody is congratulating everybody else. 
‘he Walker House is jammed with enthusiastic 
Liberals, who are awaiting tho offictal figures. 
As they are received by precincts, and the re- 
suite show big Gentile wajorities, the howling 
and shouting become more pronounced and 
vigorous. 

The Mormons are sick at heart at the loss of 
their citadel. As usual, however, they concede 
nothing, as their play will be to contest the 
election and fight the result inen by inch in the 
courts. They never yet have accepted defeat 
gracefully, and this will prove no exception to 
the ruie. 

The noise is deafening at Liberal headquar- 
ters as the final figures are coming in. Sky 
rockets are being sent up by the hundreds, 
bombs are being exploded with tremendous 
noise, Men and boys are blowing horns, others 
are shrieking, yelling, shouting, and oreating a 
veritable pandemonium. The total vote cast iu 
the city tu-day is 6,354, which is over 2,200 
more than has ever been cast before.

THE JOHNSTON LINE OF STEAMERS PRE- 
PARING TO ENGAGE IN IT, 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 10.—Refrigerator apparatus 
and cold-storazge apartments are being placed 
In the Queensmore of the Johnston Line of 
steamships to London and Liverpool. She will 
engage regularly in the carrying cf dreseed 
beef to Eurepe. The Queeusmore is a vessel of 
5,500 tons, and she will carry 800 carcasses on 
ber first trip. The Rossmore of the same line, 
but of 500 more tons capacity, will be simi- 
larly fitted up, and will engage regularly in 
dressed-beef transportation. 

The Johnston Line to Liverpool comprises 
four other steamships—the Barrowmore, the 
Yorksbira, the Nessmore, and the Baltimorc—of 
from 4,000 to 5,500 tons capacity, and its line 
to London comprises four steamships of from 
3,000 to 4,000 tons capacity. 

The intention of the Johuston Line is to de- 
velop this trade, and if the Rossmore and 
Queensmore are successful other steamers will 
be similarly adapted. It has good ecnnections 
with the Baltimore and Ohlo Railroad, and as 
Baltimore is considerably uearer Chicago than 
New-York, the expectation is that a large share 
of the export business will be diverted to this 
port. 

Heretofore the line has carried live cattle. 
The Yorkshire, a new ship, has just carried 324 
bead of cattle to Liverpool in addition to a gen- 
eral cargo.

DEFAULTS. 





THE LINCOLN NATIONAL BANK OF 
LINCOLN, PENN., THE LOSER. 


LANCASTER, Penn., Feb. 10.—Ellis Bard, cash- 
jer oftne Lincoln National Bank at Lincoln, 
this county, is a Gefaulter to the extent of 
$25,000. The peculations have extended over 
a considerable period, and the money was used 
to assist an Ephratah firm. 

Bard, whois a young man, has no means of 
his own, but his bondsmen are liable for $25,900, 
which amount wet pene cever the deficit. 
The defaulter is not believed to have profited 
by the ropbery, the whole amount haviny been 
swallowed up in the business of the Epbratah 
firm, where large sums were lost. 

The Directors of the bank claim to have been 
deceivea by Bard, who fixed the books and ad- 
vanced lerge sums without their knowledge. 

Bard has resignedjnis position, but no criminal 
steps have yet been taken against him. The 
bank is doing business as usua!, and President 
Nissley says it can meet all demands. 








A LAWY2@R TRIED AND ACQUITTED,

REPUBLICANS AFRAID TO DIS- 
OBEY HIM. 

A TAME DEBATE ON THE NEW RULES— 

PROBABILITY THAT THEY WILL BE 


PASSED ON WEDNESDAY. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Having constrained 
the members of the Committee on Rules, and 
several members of the House who aro not on 
that committee, to abandon their persona) 
opinions of what the rules should be, and in- 
duced the Republican caucus to adopt the 
changes that he had suggested, the Speaker is 
now impatient that the debate on the rules 
shall be short and the report of the committee 
at once stamped with the approval of the ma 
jority. 

The ery of Mr. Reed’s friends now is that this 
isto be ashort session, and that in order ta 
make it so it will not be possible todevote more 
than a day or two to the discussion of the rules 
that are to regulate the business of a short ses- 
sion. Asif his appetite for rule were growing 
by what it feeds on, he is impatient at tbe 
Democratic suggestion that three or four days 
are not too much to devote to discussion of the 
rules. Indeed, he to-day declared that they 
ought to be disposed of at one sitting. 

The Speaker’s most intimate friends and ad- 
visers, among whom Mr. Lodge is one, have 
given Mr. Reed a good deal of information 
about the unanimity with which the country is 
sapporting his disregard of the silent minority, 
and it has made Mr. Reed so cortident of his 
entire rectitude that he apparently is of the 
opinion that he is in all respects admirable as a 
presiding officer. This is assumed from the re- 
mark, repeated as having been made by him, 
that the eountry did not oare for his methods; 
it was looking behind the method for the object. 

There is some speculation as to whether there 
will be any opposition on the floor from the 
Republican side to the adoption of the rules ar 


reported. While there are several Republican! 
who are known to be opposed to some of the 
radical changes, itis not lixely that the votes 
of any of them will be missing when the sode is 
on its tinal passuge. {t would be too expensive 
for any member to dare oppose the Speaker at 
this early stage of the session. 

Unconvincecd members may indulge, as they 
are doing, in private criticism of the proposi- 
tion to allow the Speaker to judge whether a 
memberis making a motion ont of mere wan- 
tonness or for sound reasons of policy. They 
may question the soundness of the ruie to ul- 
low a quorum to be fixed at any number less 
than a majority of all the members elected to 
the House. Butthey will not say anything im 
tue House or through the newspapers toat 

hey will permit their Lames to be connected 
with. 

Mr. Payson of Illinois can tell a atory,if he 
will, that will illustrate the fate of the Repub- 
lican who ventures, at this time, to express 
opinions that may embarrass the Speaker. The 
Speaker cannot scold the Democrats, and they 
do not expect to escape punishment from him 
when he has opportunity to administer it, but 
be Can SUMMON en of his own side and, with 
a freedom of language that he has restrained 
with admirable success in the chair, let inem 
kuow that there is but one Speaker and that he 
must be obeyed. 

The discussion to-day was not lively. Mr. 
Cannon, Who opened it, met with his usual ditt- 
culty in stating his position clearly and forci- 
bly, and he wasted a great deal of energy 
in pounding his desk and flinging his arms. He 
had found a copy of THr TIMEs of about a year 
ago, in which the absurdity of filibustering was 
discussed reasonably and calmly. He com- 
mended Thr TIMES as an enterprising paper, 
but he only read afew lines at tie end of the 
editorial to support what he had to say bimselt. 

If he had read 1% through, he could have in- 
formed the House that it Was neariy all ccosurs 
ot Mr. Payson of Lilinois, who was at the time, 
in company with four other mombers of the 
House, resorting to ail the parliamettary ex- 
pedients possible to prevent the consideration 
of the Pacific Kailrvuad Funaing bill, and the 
International Copyright bill thatwus expect- 
ed to follow the Pacitic Katlroad meas- 
ure. Yet Mr. Payson, under discipline, is now 
one of the most obedient supporters of the 
Speaker in his effort to abolish the rules that 
tuen enabled him to prevent the House for sev- 
eral days from dvuing anything whatever. 

Tbe wost interesting speech cf ihe cay waa 
that of Mr. Mills, and the most finportant pout 
in his speccn was that in which he showel 
that, in a large number of the States, tho Con- 
stitutions required that, in passing a bill, it 
must have a majority of wil the members oivct- 
ed to the House castin favor of ihe bill. It is 
possible that the rules, in some shape, will be 
adopted Wednesday. 

Then tbe appropriation bills will pour inte 
the House. Among the firstto appear and be 
passed will be the Pension bili, whicn will 
take $98,000,000. That will be apretzy large 
beginning, but sabsidies, public vniicdiags, irri- 
gation, refund of taxes, and the increase of the 
navy will help the Congress to reduce the sur- 
pilus and to get away by June 30, which is the 
date suggested by some of the Republicans as 
that of the adjournment. 





SINGULAK PATAL ACOIDENT. 


JOHN M’GOLDRICK FALLS ON A KNIFE 
AND BLEEDS TO DEATH. 


Rone, N, Y., Feb. 10.—A large crowd of peo 
ple was horrified at the New-York Central sta- 
tion in this city to-day at the sight of a terrible 
death. 

Just as the 9:39 train for the East was leay- 
ing the station, John McGoldrick, a farmer 
from the village of Taberg, ten and a half miieg 
north ef here, while endeavoring to catch the 
train, slipped and fell upon the icy tracks. 
Those who saw him fall thought he had a fit 
and ran to his assistance, but when tiey picked 
him up they were sickened at the sight of a 
large butcher knife which had penetrated his 
right side. He was pieked up by Baggagemaster 
Northrup ana carried into the baggaxe recom, 
where he died in less than half an bour. 

McGoldriok arrived here from Taberg about 
9:30 o’clock on the Rome, Watertown and 
Ogdensburg train. He was on bis way to Fou 
da, N. Y., where he had accepted a position ina 
tannery. Having a few spare minutes before 
the arrival of his train for the east he went 
across the tracks to the “Little Stanwix” 
Hotel, where he got a glass of hot whisky. He 
heard the train ceming and hurriedly paid for 
the liquor and ran toward the station. He car 
ried a bundle and a large butcher’s knife, about 
eichteen inches long, used in the tannery busi- 
ness, under his arm. The walks were very 
slippery and he fell in front of the 
hotel, but picked himself up and ran toward 
the station and bought his ticket. He was ruu- 
ping for the train when he slipped and fel) 
upon the large knife he was carrying. He was 
speechless when picked up and did not say 3 
word to the time of his death. Upon examina 
tion it was found that the knife entered the 
man’s right side between the first and second 
ribs, penetrating two inches and piercing the 
lung, causing internal hemorrhbace. He wai 
about forty-five years old and leaves a family.

BLAME FOR THE DUKE 

OF ORLEANS’S VISIT. 

AS LOYALTY FORBIDS SCOLDING THE 
YOUNG MAN, THEY SEEK A &CAPE- 
GOAT—ASKING THE LAW’S REPEAL. 


PaRIs, Feb, 10,.—In the Chamber of Daput'es 
to-day, M. Pradene moved the repsal of the law 
banishing pretenders to ihe French throne from 
the country. The law, he declared, Was an ex- 
ceptional measure, It wounded the patrioiic 
sentiment of the people and prevented the de- 
scendants of an illustrious and warliko race 
from serving their country. He demanded ur- 
gency for bis motion. 

M. Ghevenet, Minister of Justice, opposed the 

‘motion, holding thatit would be unjust to ab- 
rogate the law, particularly now that certain 
alliances had been formed. 

MM. de Lamarzelle and Mitchell spoke in 
support of M, Pradene’s motion, hutit was re- 
jected by a vote of 328 to 171. 

The Legitimist Party has been greatly both- 
pred over the little dilemma presented to it by 
the serape into which the Duke of Orleans has 
precipitated himself, and is unhappy at the 


ridiculous spectacle of a Prince who has pro- 
voked a foolish agitation at @ moment when 
there Was no good reason for any agitation 
whatever, and nothing to be gained by making 
one. Yet, while it feels thus, 1t is restrained 
from giving vent to any such sentiment by the 
thought thatit would be /ése majesié for it to 
arumit that the heir of all the Bourbons is not 
the wisest of men. 

In this frame of mind the Legitimists have 
been sadly in need of somebody to blame for 
the Prince’s adventure aud are now inclined to 
come out strongly, as they have found at least 
two persons upon whom they can lay the fault. 
These persons are the Duchesse a’Uzes and the 
Due de Luynes. The Due de Luynes is the 
comrade of 4’Orleans, and the Duchesse a’ Uzes 
1s the mother-in-law of the Duc de Luynes. 
It is admitted that a foolish ambition to figure 
as an orgauizer of events !nspired the Duchesse, 
and that. working upon the younger pretender 
through de Luynos, she set him on to this folly. 
The moral that the Republicans draw from this 
1s to point to the troublesome times when more 
famous Bourbon Princes were puppets at‘ached 
to strings pulled by some intriguing and am- 
bitious woman, and to reflect that the Bour- 
bons of to-day are the same as those of other 
days, 

It is admitted to-night that M. de Pradene’s 
motion in the Deputies waa a foolish step, be- 
cause it has made the imprisonment of the 
young Duke a party question. If the ease had 
been left to the general good nature of the peo- 
ple, there would hardly have been a harsh 
thought aboutit. Opinion had already shaped 
itself so readily that, even if a plot had been 
shown to exist, it would have been laughed at 
like the plot of acomic opera, and the Goyern- 
ment felt itseif absolved of responsibility for 
anything more than a formal conviction, to be 
followed by a pardon. 

But the motion and vote in the Deputies has 
changed ail that. It presants the Duke as the 
thin edge of a movement for the reneal of alaw 
that the nation desires to sve Maintained. Con- 
saquentiy the Government will not, it is he- 
lieved, pardon the Duke immadiately after sen- 
tence. He must undergo at least part of the 
imprisonment assigned by the law, and may 
Pe ig be amnestied, with other offenders, 

aly 14. 

The Countess of Paris, mother of the impris- 
oned young Duke of Orleans, has arrived in 
this city. It is announced that the Connt of 
Paris has abandoned his proposed tour of Amer- 
iea and will return to Dugland. 

It is reported this evening that the Govern- 
ment has decided that the Duke of Orleans 
shall be sentenced Wednesday to two years’ 
imprisonment, whereupon President Carnot 
will immediately pardon him and he will be 
escorted to the frontierand shown out of the 
country.

The death of the Hon. Oharies E, Whitin of 
Nortbridgo, Mass., at the Park-Avenue Hotel, 
this city, Saturday night, was unexpectedly 
sudden.

The 
physicians wished to make an autopay in tho’ 
interest of science, but the family demurred 
and took the body to Worcester Sunday even- 
ing. From that point it was earried to North- 
bridge on a speoial train. 

Mr. Whitin was the eldest son of the late 
Paul Whitin, who founded the Paul Whitin 
Manufacturing Company of Northbridge, The 
Whiten family is one of the oldest and best 
known in Southern Worcester County, and 
Whitensville was probably better known than 
Northbridge. Mr. Whitin was born thore Sept. 
13, 1823. He succeeded his father as the Presi- 
dent of the manufacturing company. and was 
notanly active in business but in politics.

At 
the age of twenty-four years he came to Amer- 
ica and settled in this city, where he had 
lived for forty-five years at the time of his 
death. For a long time ho was ongaged as a 
professor of the anish language at the Cal- 
lege of the City of New-York and elsewhere, 
but he finally abandoned scholastic work for 
mercantile activity, aud wentinto the whale- 
sale export grain trade as a broker for the tirm 
of Vatable Brothers. ‘ 

Some seven years ago, at a time when th 
New- York Club was notinthe most prosperous 
condition, Mr. Barceld was chosen manager, 
and held that position for five years. A promi- 
nent meimber of the club said yesterday that tt 
was largely owing to the business capacity and 
sterling integrity of the deceased that the or- 
ganization was restored to complete prosperity 
during his term of office. When he died Mr, 
Barcelé held the position of Librarian at the 
club. He leaves two daughters, one of whom 1s 
married. The funeral will take place at 9 A. M. 
to-day at St. Leo’s Church, on Twenty-eighth- 
street.

THE REV. ROBERT DUNCAN. 

The death of the Rey. Robert Duncan at 
home in Brooklyn on Friday jast ended the 
career of a man whose entire life had been de- 
voted to the furtherance of the cause of the 
Methedist Churohin the Canadian Provinces, 
and whose loss will be severely felt in the cir- 
cles of that denomination, Dr. Duncan was 
born at St. John, N. B., Feb. 22, 1833. At an 
early age he entered the Mount Allison Uni- 
versity at Sackville, N. B., where be remained 
until his admissien into the Methodist ministry 
in 1852. His first charge was at Woodstock, N 
B., where he remained, In accordance with the 
customs of his Church, for three years, and was 
then sent to the Bermudas, where, In 1857, he 
married Miss Maria C. Higgs | daughter of the 
Hon. Richard Higgs, one of the first members of 
the West Indian Parliament—who survives him. 

While in the Bermudas Dr. Duncan was made 
post Chaplain of the British forces stationed 
there. Returning from the Bermudas he pre- 
sided over from time to time all the important 
churches in the Cavadian Provinces, and in 
1875 was made President of the New-Bruns- 
wick and Princes Edward Islana Conference, 
whioh ofli¢a corresponds to thatof Bishop in 
the United States. This office he held for sev- 
era! terms, and was then appointed to the Sec- 
retaryship and later as Treasurer of all the 
missionary societies tn the Provinces. 

Dr. Duncan’s health becomivg impaired about 
five years ago, ha left the active ministry for a 
seuson of rest. Three years ago he moved to 
Broeklyn sv as to be negr his children, whe 
resided there, since which time he had leda 
retired life. About Christmas he contracted a 
severe cold, which soon developed into pleuro- 
pneumonia, and although the disease was suc- 
cessfully combated his enfeebied constitution 
was unable to rally from the shock. He leaves 
a widow and five children.

NEW-JHRSEY’S LEGISLATURE. 
MUCH BUSINESS TRANSACTED 1N BOTH 
HOUSES YESTERDAY. 


N. J., Feb. 10.—The House this 
passed the bill which is aimed at the 
Pinkerton and other detective agencies which 
do police duty in this State during labor dis- 
turbances. It provides that no person shall be 
appointed a special officer unless he is a citizen 
of the State and aresidentof the county in 
which heistoserve. The penalty for a viola- 
tion of thelawis one year’s imprisonment in 
the State prison, a fine of $500, or both. 

The bill allowing divorees to be granted upon 
a two years’ desertion instead of three, as at 
present, was also passed. Mr. Marsh intro- 
duced a bill in the House providing for the cre- 
ation of a board of five dentists, residents of 
the State, who willexamine all persons desir- 
ous of practicing dentistry in the State. No 
one shall be permitted to practice who has not 
received a certificate from said board. 

In both houses acknowledgment wasread from 
Secretary Tracy of the resolutions of condo- 
lence with him in his recent affliction passed by 
the Legislature. The Senate passed the bill ap- 
propriating $3,000 for the Home for Disabled 
Soldiers with which to purchase additional 
cemetery plots, also the pill giying the 
Treasurer of Paterson a salary of $2,500 
and fixing his term of office §§ at 
three years. The bill ceding certain 
land in the Delaware River to the United States 
for the improvement of the Philadelphia 
Harbor and that providing for the incorporat- 
ing of industrial schools passed to a third 
reading in the Senate.’ A bill was introduced 
into the Senate providing fon societies for the 
prevention of cruelty to children, also a meas- 
ure permitting cities to acquire additional 
water privileges to the amount of $1,000,000. 
The measure must be submitted to the people 
at a special or general election. 

Mrs. Delia Stewart Parnell, mother of Charles 
8S. Parnell, called upon Gov. Abbett this even- 
ing and requested him to interest himself in the 
pooenes of the bill now before Congress to pay 

er a pension of $1,200 a year as the daughter 
of Commodore Stewart of the United States 
Navy. The Governor gave hera letter certify- 
ing to her identity and urging the passage of 
the bil. He also promised to do allin his power 
to secure her the pension.

MR. JAY’S SUGGESTIONS, 

Mr. John Jay, a member of the World’s Fair 
Committee, in a letter to Mayor Grant yester- 
day, suggests certain changes in the fair bill as 
it now stands which he thinks would allay op- 
position and cause the enterprise to command 
the confidence of the American people. The 
adoption of the suggestions, he thinks, would 
avoid all further delay which might result to 


the present bill from appeals to courts, opposi- 
tion in Congress, or the disapproval of the 
President. 

He suggests the insertion in the bill of a 
guarantee of the integrity of the Central Park, 
and advises that the powers of the Commission- 
ers be limited so as to avoid the objeétions 
raised by property owners. As the interna- 
tional character which it is intended to give to 
the fair can only be given by the National Gov- 
ernment in giving a national invitation, whicn 
will impose a national responsibility aa far as 
foreign nations and exhibitors are concerned, he 
suggests that the Law Committees come to 
an agreement on those points with committees 
of the Senate and of the Houses and with the 
President. He further proposes that the Chief 
Executive select a committee to act in refer- 
ence to foreign exhibitors, the allotment of 
places, the award of prizes, and the settlement 
of disputes. In conclusion he suggests that 
any bill which 1t is proposed to pass should be 
submitted to the National Government as a 
matter of courtesy before any attempt be made 
to secure its enactment.

1TS RESULT BECOMING APPARENT IN 
THK LEGISLATURE NOW. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—The refiex of Gov. Hill's 
policy of vetoing legitimate legislative bills 
last Spring, that he might go before the people 
as an economical Executive, and at the same 
time expose the “extravagance,” so called, of a 
Republican Legislature, is beginning to be felt 
now, and time willshow whether Gov. Hill really 
benefited the taxpayers of the State. The Sen- 
ate had under consideration to-night the bill of 
Thomas 0. Clark an@ Richard M. Upjobn, two 
experts who were summoned to Albany by a 
concurrent resolutionof the Legislature last 
Winter to inspect the Assemby ceiling witha 
view of determining whether it was construct- 
ed according to the plans and specifications. 
Senator Erwin wanted to know how it wa8 that 
these men had not been paid, to which Senator 
mer Chairman of the Finance Committee, re- 
plied: 

“Lhope it may notbe my lot to explain all 
the bills thas were vetoed by Goy. Hill last 
Winter. This is one of many just debts in- 
curred by the State, and the Governor’s course 
last Spring will compel the Legislature to pass 
many bills of the same kind. hese two gen- 
tlemen were commanded by the State to leave 
their duties, and, like good citizens, they came 
here. They sent ina dill. The amount was pu 
in the Supply bill Il never was more surprised 
than when [I found the Governor had vetoed 
this bill. The Legislature appears to-day as re- 
pudiating the just debts of this State. These 
gentlemen now ask of the Legislature the priv- 
ileze of going to the expense of suing tne State 
through the Court of Claims, to hire counsel, 
bring witnesses, engage experts, perbaps, and 
go to countless expense to recover the amount 
of this small bill.” 

The bill was ordered to # third reading. 

Senator Ives introduced a bill to-night to en- 
able the New-York and Northern Railroad to 
acquire more land at Fordham Heights. The 
principal sections of the bill read: 

**On the application in writing of owners of a ma- 
jority of the propersy lying between the lines here- 
nafter described, the Department of Public Parks 
or the city authorities may have power to alter the 
map of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards 
at Fordham Heights, lying between the boundary 
lines of jands of Nathaniel P. Bailey and lands of 
the late 8S.

York and Northern Railway on the west, 


and a line —— with the last-mentioned road on 
the east, ahd always twenty feet distant therefrom 
on the east, in order to give better approaches to 
the station grounds of the New-York and Northern 
Railway Company. After the making and accept- 
ance of such Conveyance, no proceedings to open 
the land so conveyed shall be taken or maintained; 
nor shall the lands fronting on that portion of the 
street or avenue 80 conveyed, and extending to the 
centre of the bleck on the other side of such portion 
of said street or avenue 30 conveyed, be chargeable 
with any portion of the expense for opening the 
residue of such street, except the due and fair pro- 
portion of the awards that may be made for build- 
ipgs taken by such opening.”

THH EXAMINATION OF PETER 
J. OLAASSEN, 

MR. LELAND AND MR. JORDAN GIVE 

INTERESTING INFORMATION ABOUT

It cost Mr. Charles H. Leland, President of 
the Sixth National Bank, $200,000 to recover 
possession of the stock that he delivered to the 
bank wreckers, and yesterday he paid that 
amount to his counsel, Mr. G. W. Wetmore, in 
whose hands he had placed bis affairs. 

He told about this yesterday afternoon when 
on the witness stand in the examination of 
Peter J. Claassen before United States Commis- 
sioner Shields, and he also submitted a list of 
the checks received from George H. Pell in pay- 
ment for hia 1,035%2 shares of stock. He also 
identified a long list of ths stocks and bonds 
that were in the vaults of the National Park 
Bank and which he delivered to Claassen when 
he assumed the duties of President of the Sixth 
National 

When Mr. Leland took the stand his cross- 
‘examination was continued by Gen. Foster, 
“whose first question was: 

“You testified you resigned on Jan. 22 as 
President of the bank and that you transferred 
the bonds to Claassen on the 23d. Why did you 
while no longer President retain the key of the 
beng J and the pussession of the bank’s securi- 

es? 

“YT had no partioular reason,” was the reply. 
“T was not asked to give them up.” 

Mr. Leland said that the stock he sold had not 
been retrausferred to him, but that he owns 
1,03519 shares in the Sixth National Bank.

Mr. Mitchell next handed the witness a re- 
ceipt for the July, 1890, cuupons of the list of 
securities of the Sixtn National Bank already 
in evidence, signed by Pell, Wallack & Co. He 
identified it and said he had been directed by 
President Claassen to send the July coupons on 
all bonds to Pell, Wallack & Co. 

“TI, Kenneth Watson came to the bank,” said 
Mr. Colson, “saying that he had been sent for 
them by Mr. Claassen, who was waiting for 
them in the office of Pall, Wallack & Co. I re- 
fused to give them to him, but sont a clerk back 
with him with instructions to hand them to Mr. 
Claassen in person. Claassen was not there, 
having returned to the bank, and the olerk 
waited at Pell, Wallack & Co.’s office until Mr. 
Claassen telephoned him to deliver the coupons 
as he [Claassen] had already a receipt for 
them.” 

“Did you receive any July coupons from 
Pell, Wallack & Co. since then?” asked Mr.

mercial usage; and 

Whereas, By the concurrent action of the Mayor 
and Chamberlain of New-York City the Western 
National und Sixth National Banks were stricken 
by the Bank Commission from the list of deposito- 
ries of moneys aud funds of the city, thus oes 
the city from dangor ayes the threatene inse- 
eurity of the banks; an¢ 

Whereas, An attempt is under way to rehabilitate 
the Lenox Hilland kquitable Banks, to make good 
their impairment of capital and deficiency of assets 
under the direction of the Western National Bank, 
and apparently by the unlawful use of ite resources 
and credit, and in pursuance of such plan a person 
appointed by the State Superintendent of Banking 
to make a special investigation of the Lenox Hill 
Bank has beeu appointed Cashier of that bank; 

Aesolved, That the Superintendent of Banking be 
reauested to make a strict examination into the 
affairs of the Lenox Hill and Equitable Banks from 
the dates of their incorporation, and make a report 
to the Assembly, stating in detail the transactions 
of the banks with the Weatern National or the Sixth 
National or the oflicers or Directors thereof. 

Resolved, That the Banking muperintendent rec- 
ommend legisjation to preventa repetition of such 
occurrences that may jeopardize the resources and 
reputation of banking institutions, 


The resolutions were laid over.

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FAMOUS DOGS AT THE SHOW | 


OOMING TO WIN PRIZES AT 
THE INSTITUTE. 
NEARLY ONE THOUSAND ANIMALS HAVE 
ARRIVED, AND MORE WILL BE THERE 
THIS MORNING. 


Men who like dogs and women who adore 
them will have a royal time to-day at the open- 
ing of the fourteenth annual Westminster Ken- 
nel Show. It ‘will bea notable sightin the Amer- 
can Institute Building, Sixty-third-street and 
Third-avenue, when the judging begins at 10 A. 
M., for thosé who are present will see the 
largest exhibition of the kind ever given in this 
city. 

The big dogs and the little ones from all parts 
of the United States and Canada began arriving 
to fill the 1,500 kennels and cages which had 
been prepared for them very early yesterday 
morning. They came with all sorts of records 
and pedigrees and came in all sorts of ineclos- 
ures, from a steamer trunk with air holes bored 
in the top, to satin-lined and down-padded 
hampers. They all brought their cries of 
protestation with them as well, and the echoing 
interior of the big shed was filled with a grow- 
ing intensity of sound as the evening came. 

Before the dogs were sent to the kennels 
which had been assigned to them they were 
passed in review by Dr. H. Clay Glover, who de- 
cided upon their condition and gave them per- 
mission, as chief health officer of the show, to 


take their places. The animals were received 
until midnight, and the reception of the belated 
ones will continue this morning until 9 o’clock. 

Tho arrangement of this year’s show is very 
attractive. Yhe big dogs have been, almost 
without exception, placed upon the main floor, 
while the little fellows have their cages ar- 
ranged about the slight elevation which ex- 
tends around the central broad space. There 
are five double lines of kennels extending tho 
length of the hall, divided in the middle by 
the judges’ pens, six in all, which will be oc- 
cupied to-day by the juages, considering six 
classes atatime. When nt py is ended— 
and it is believed that it will be finished, with 
the exception of a few special classes, .to- 
bight—the partitions between the pens will be 
lifted, the whole space being thrown open for 
exhibitions of trained dogs to be given at va- 
rious times during the day. 

Of the 1,450 dogs entered, nearly 1,000 ar- 
rived yesterday and were assigned to their 
keunels, and, a8 they came in, the decided im- 
provemeutin the breed or the animals entered 
for competition became manifest. There were 
scarcely any ill- bred dogs, and few which could 
not trace their pedigree to the fourth genera- 
tion. There was a notable decrease in the num- 
ber of mastiffs entered, those dogs apparently 
being succeeded in the eyes of fashion by their 
only rivals, the St. Bertards. There waa also 
indicated a decided revival of interest in the 
Gordon setters, the namber and the excellenee 
of the entries being remarkable. This may 
have been occasioned in part by the fact that 
the persons interested in this breed have of- 
fered @ larger amount of money in cash prizes 
— has been offered for any other class in the 
show. 

There were notable aristocrats in five magnifi- 
cent Russian boar bounds, two of which were 
bred by the Czar. They were the first group of 
these dogs, it was said, that has ever been exbib- 
ited in this country. Of the St. Bernards there 
were the famous Ben Lommond, and the latost 
importation, a big winner in Evgland, which 
aoswers the name of Hespus, while the cham- 
pion Plinlimmon junior is regarded as a rival 
of either. 

Of the bull dogs, the extraordinary bundle of 
Muscies and pluck which haa won s0 many 
prizes as Ragalas was present. There will be a 
large display of tox hounds from the hunts in 
the gg eh gg nan of the clty, the Meadow 
Brook Hunt furnishing the largest number. 
There are some fine fox terriers from the keu- 
nels of August Belmont, Jr., and the Messrs. 
Rutherford, and some of the finest-looking 
collies ever seen in the city are entered from 
the Chestnut Hill Kennels of Philadelphia and 
the pees Farm Kennels of Long Island, 
Among the champion pugs will be the veterans 
Kash ana Dude, Some fine deer hounds come 
from the kennels of Mr. Thayer of Boston. The 
famous pointer, Robert the Devil, is entered in 
his class. Among the toy dogs will be some 
particularly protty Yorkshire terriers and 
black and tan terriers. 

The judges of the various classes, who will 
begin work promptly at 10 A, M., are: St. 
Bernards and Pugs—Miss Anna Whitney; Eng- 
lish and Irish Setters and Fox and Deer Hounds 
—John Davidson; Pointers—Jobn 8. Wise of 
Virginia; Gordon Setvers—Dr, H. Clay Glover;

TALE TOLD BY ENTRIES IN YOUNG 
ABBOTY?’S DIARY. 


It was made clear yesterday that young 
Samuel Vandusen Abbott, who killed himself 
on Saturday afternoon at the home of his grand- 
father, Bamuel B. Vandusen, 61 West Thirty- 
alxth-street, Was a Monomaniao on the subject 
of saicide, The young man was freo from any 
of the vices common with boys of his age. He 
neither drank nor smoked, and all of his tastes 
were of the most domestic kind. He had never 
a trouble in the world, was rich, of good family, 
and extremely popujat among his associates. 

Atter his dead body was found on Saturday 
afternoon a search among bis effecta resulted 
in the discovery in his pocketbook of # scrap of 
paper on which bad been scribbled, evidently 
at various times, sentences which showed that 
on the subject of suicide at least bis mind was 
unbalanced. 

These are some of the sentencos: 

“ORAR FRIENDS: I fear I was born with a sui- 
cidal mania. 

“Forgive, forgive. 
not to worry. 

“Tf the temptation becomes unbearable I am 
sure I will kill myself.” 

Tho boy also left a diary filled with irrational 
lines like those given above. He had never, eo 
far as conld be learned, apoken to any of his 
friends or relatives about thts absorbing topic. 
Op Friday night he went to a party with his 
cousin, Leonard D. White, Jr.,and seemed to 
be in good spirita, as indeel he was half an 
hour before he tired the fatal shot, His parents, 
who are abroad, have been notified of his tragic 
death. No arrangements for the funeral have 
yet been made.

MORE TESTIMONY IN THE OHIO BALLOT- 
BOX INVESTIGATION, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The House committee 
on the Ohio ballot-box forgery resumed its ses- 
pions this morning and ealled Senator Stock- 
bridge of Michigan tothe stand. He was shown 
Exhibit A, (the forged paper,) and denied hav- 
ing signed it or knowing anything about a 
ballot-box bill or contract. He added that the 
forged signature of his name was not a good 
imitation of his true signature. 

Senator McPherson of New-Jersey, the next 
witness, said he knew nothing of the forged 
paper and declared his signature a bold forgery, 
and a base ene at that. The witness having re- 
ferred to the ballot-box matter as a conspiracy, 
Mr. Turner asked if he knew anything of a con- 
spiracy in that connection. He replied that 
when a gentleman had abundant opportunity 
to ascertain the falsity of sucha charge, but 
hastened instead to give it to the world, it 
might be regarded as a conspiracy. 

Gov. Foraker inquired if it would not depend 
on the circumstances under which the paper 
had been procured and the apparent provt to 
support its character. 

éhator MePherson replied that as the paper, 
if genuine, would degrade and ruin public men, 
and properly so, they should have been con- 
sulted when it was possible to do so by travel- 
ing four or five miles. His first impulse on 
reading the publication had been to have every 
man connected with it arrested within forty- 
eight hours. 

Gov. Foraker—Hadn’t yon better do that yet, 
Senator? The courts are still open. 

Senator MoPherson—I don’t know; Halstead 
fot down in the dirt and rolied over in his 

umiliation and attempted to remedy the,;wrong, 
which changed the situation somewhat. 

John L. Pfau of Cincinnati told of a conversa- 
tion he had with Wood after his release from 
prison. Wood had remarked that nobody whose 
name was on the paper had had him arrestea, 
and that he had@ to stand the brunt of the whole 
business. Wood said that he (Wood) had been 
made the innocent tool to trap Foraker. He did 
not say who had used him asa tool, but when 
Witness suggested John MoLean and TT.

Campbell, he acknowledged that he was not 
far off. In answer to further questioning on 
the point by Mr, Turner and Mr. Wilson, the 
witness said his understanding of the matter 
was that Wood had failed to get an original paper 
from Mr. McLean, and then had drawn up a 
forged copy from memory, which he had sup- 
plied to Gov. Foraker. Mr. McLean know this,

to expose the forgery. 

Lewis M. Hadden, recalled for cross-examina- 
e had not testified 
usto his visit to Mrs. Wood because Le had not 
been asked. Mr. Grosvenof cut him off when he 
tried to explain that be had no motive to con- 
ceal ae to Mrs. Wood. Referring to Mr. 
Halstead’s statement that he (Hadden) had 
said he knew nothing about the rorged paper, 
the witness said he dia not volunteer a state- 
mcut for the reason that he wanted to be gov- 
erned by the views of Gov. Foraker and the 
other gentlemen he had spoken with. It might 
have been wise to teli Mr. Halstead that 
he hag an important fact bearing on tho paper 
about Which he wished to consult Gov. Foraker. 
But he was dumfouvnded and upset through be- 
ing pulled out of bed at a late hour and being 
told that the paper was a forgery.

YALH CREW. 
ROBERT COOK ON THE MEN AND ON 
COLLEGIATE ATHLETICS, 


NEW-HAVEN, Feb. 10.—Robert J. Cook coached 
the Yale crew for an hour this morning before 
he started for Philadelphia, and when the 
work was ended he expressed his views as 
follows: 

“There is good material in the new candi- 
dates, but it is still in the rough, and needs 
polishing. The candidates are heavy men. 
Of course, that means a strong crew in the 
long run, but it takes a long time to get heavy 
men into such shape that they wil! pull well 
together. If they were all veterans it would 
be different, Capt. Allen’s mirror arrangement, 
by which the men can see themselves row, is

’ an excellent device for showing the men their 


individual faults, and with its aid the coaching 
will b6 less difficult. Itis strange that the idea 
was never suggested before. These new Yale 
men are Very ingenious in making improye- 
ments in athletics, I suppose the mirror, 1 ke 
the tank and other good schemes, will go to aid 
rival colleges as well.” 

Of the proposed race with the Atalantas of 
Passaic, Mr. Cook said: 

‘if they had such a hard race as that ahead 
of them, the Yale crew would get into their 
best working trim earlier in the season. It will 
be an excellent discipline for the men. It will 
teach the DOW members how to stand the ex- 
citement and strain of a good, hard race. With 
this in view we would want the race two or 
three weeks before the New-London regatta. 
The Passaic eightis probably the fastest crew 
in the country. There is a good chance of their 
beating Yale. They have the great advantage 
of having kept together the same cight for three 
or four years. They are powerful fellows and 
will probably average twenty-seven or twenty- 
eight years of age, but after all there ts nothing 
lost if they do beat us, and periaps a good 
deal gained. It will make the men realizo their 
weakness and work all the harder to prepare 
themselves for the great struggle with Harvard. 
Toe Yale-Harvard race 1s the one important 
event with the Yale crew, and all others are 
subordinate. Whether we win or lose with the 
Atalantas is of secondary importance. A de- 
feat will be no disgrace against such men, and 
the contest itself will not mix upin any future 
arrangements, 

“It is different in a race with Cornell or any 
of the other colleges but Harvard. The rivalry 
between Yale and Cornell or the University of 
Pennsylvania is an illegitimate, unhealthy 
rivalry. With Harvard it is a perfectly natural 
one. We gointotherace with the Cambridge 
eight on even terms, and if we are defeated we 
have only the natural teeling of disappoint- 
meut. If Cornell or aby of the smaller 
colleges defeated us it would be much more 
humiliating and injurious, Besides, if we should 
let Cornell in, it would be Gifticult, and perhaps 
impossible, to draw a line there, such as now 
separates Yale and Harvara from the other 
colleges. If we should admit Cornell who 
could we keep out} B hae: cannot give the time 
to row with everybody, for the university is 
not an athietio institution, The desired effect 
upon the genera] athletics of the college that 
is looked tor from intercollegiate contests 
is produced by the races with Harvard, ana it 
is well to stop with that. It is also a decided 
inoonvenience and an unwise crowding of the 
men to put any other contests in that week at 
New-]ondon.” 








THE OCOTTON OROP. 





THE GOVERNMENT’S REPORT OF 
MOVEMENT AND SEED RETURNS. 

WASHINGTON, Fob. 10.—The cotton returns of 
the Department of Agriculture for February 
give lecal estimates of the proportion of the 
crop which bas left the plantations. The con- 
solidation makes 90.4 per cent., leaving 9.6 per 
cent. still to go terward. About nine-tenths of 
the crop has therefore been reported in sight, 
oris in small stocks unreported, in hands ot 
country merchants or in transi‘ The State 
averages ure as follows: Virginia, 87; North 
Carolina, 89; South Carolina, 90; Georgia, 90; 
Florida, #3; Alabama, 90; Mississippi, 91; 
Louisiana, 39; Lexas, 92; Arkansas, 9V; Ten- 
nesses, 87. 

The average dato of close of picking ig about 
the same as last yearin Georgia, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, aud Vennessee; is earlier in the Cur- 
olinas, Florida, and Arkansas, and later in Ala- 
bama aud Texas, The averaxe of the county 
dates is Dec. 12, ranging from November to 
January. ‘ 

Yhe proportion of seed sold to oil mills 
has been found difficult to estimate, butit is 
apparently not much over 20 per cent. of the 
crop, possibly between 906,000 and 1,000,000 
tons. The largest proportion reported is in 
Louisiana, followed by Georgia, Arkansas, 
‘Texas, Mississippi, Alabama, and the Carolinas. 
The average State pricea as consolidated are: 
The Carolinas and Georgia, 18 cents per bushel; 
Tennessee, 17; Fiorida, 16; Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi, 15; Louisiana, 14; Texas and Arkan- 
gas, 13. 

The returns of quality are very high, except 
in Virginia and North Carolina, and in Tennes- 
see and Arkanegas. It is superior in ali the 
States of the Gulf coast. 

The percentage of lint from seed cotton is as 
foliows: Virginia, 30; North Carolina, 31.5; 
South Carolina, 32.7; Georgia, 32.2; Florida, 
$2.3; Alabama, 32.5; Mississippi, 32.3; Louisi- 
ana, 32.5; Texas, 32.4; Arkausas, 32.2; Ten- 
nessee, 32. 

The damage by insects was greatest in Arkan- 
gas and texas. In Florida, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee, and North Carolina it was 
general, but less severe. Georgia and South 
Carovna suffered less. The loss trom the boll 
worm was tn Georgia, Alabama, Lovteiana, and 
Texas greater than that from the caterpillar,

ITS MAKERS BKGIN THEIR BIENNIAL 
SESSION IN BUFFALO. 


BuFrFALO, Feb. 10.—The biennial congress of 
the National Trotting Association was opened 
here to-day, Col. P. P. Johnston of Kentuoky in 
charge.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, warmer weather. 








There istto boa meeting of the General 
World’s Fair Committee at the Chamber of 
Commerce this afternoon, and it is pre- 
sumed that it’ will endeavor to straighten 
out the tangleinto which legislation for 
the fair has been brought at Albany by the 
malign .interference of ‘* Boss” PLATT. At 
the request of Mr. DEPEW, WARNER MIL- 
Ler, and other eminent Republicans, the 
conference committee at Albany has sus- 
pended further action until to-morrow. It 
will be a difficult matter to repair the mis- 
chief that has*’been done. Apparently even 
the General Committee is to be forced to take 
cognizance of politics in connection with 
the great enterprise which it has under- 
taken, and that in itself is unfortunate. 
Still, any change‘in the composition of the 
proposed commission to which its assent 
may be given with anything like unanimity 
ought to be.accepted, for it would hardly be 
possible for politicians of either party to 
make any use of it. Democrats and Re- 
publicans alike on the commission, with 
very few exceptions, would certainly resist 
any attempt to complicate the management 
of the fair with politics, understanding full 
well the embarrassment and mischief that 
it would cause. 








Sommissioner Loomis of the Street-Clean- 
ing Department has decided to return to 
the contract system of having the streets 
cleaned, because he has reached the con- 
ciusion that, considering the work to be 
done and the means at command, the de- 
sired result could be accomplished under 
the present mothod. This is an -acknowl- 
edgment that the contract system is more 
effective and more economical, and this 
was also the opinion of Mr. CoLr- 
man. The latter. yielded his judgment 
on this point under political pressure 
from Tammany, and the change to which 
he consented for the purpose of obtaining 
favor 1n that quarter, if not through fear 
of losing his place, was the cause of his 
failure to keep up the standard of his do- 
partment. It was the direct cause of his 
losing his place, though some other might 
have produced the result if this had not 
existed. Mr. Loomis, being an appointee 
of the Tammany Mayor and coming into 
office after the demonstrated failure of 
the day’s work plan, may be sustained in 
@estoring the contract system, but the 
Juwer grade of Tammany politicians will

The real difficulty, aside from the 
fact that men who work for the city are 
made a favored class and have to be paidat 
least two dollars a day, no matter what 
they do, is that the Commissioner is not 
allowed to choose his men as freely as a 
contractor may do. In short, it isthe press- 
ure for petty spoils that makes it difficult, 
if not impossible, for him to get his work 
done well and economically. 
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Mr. Jomnn WANAMAKER’S commercial inter- 
ests continue to confuse the policy of the Ad- 
ministration. The latest instance of thiscon- 
flict is over the appointment of a Postmaster 
at Broadford, Penn. A properly recommend- 
ed Republican had been actually appointed 
to the place, when the appointment was re- 
voked by the Postmaster General, and it 
now appears that the appointment was re- 
voked upon the protest of one Mr. FRICK, 
who is nota Republican statesman in par- 
ticular, but who has many stores, and who 
isa large customer of Mr. WANAMAKER’S 
excellent firm. The ‘business man in pol- 
itics” is not likely to drive away a good 
customer by refusing to carry out his 
wishes abouta paltry Post Office. It was 
not by such acourse of conduct that the 
admirable WANAMAKER attained a posi- 
tion where he could draw checks for the 
Republican campaign fund large enough to 
buy a seat in the Cabinet. Meanwhile, the 
appointment having been revoked and no 
other made, the anti-Frick organ of the re- 
gion affected tearfully announces that ‘‘ the 
office is stillin the hands of a Democrat,” 
which is, of course, the very worst calamity 
that could possibly happen. 














The four-and-twenty drums which Em- 
peror WILLIAM is going to send as a gift to 
AnpuL HAMID will offset some of the pres- 
ents which have come to him from the 
Sultan’s treasury, although they may not 
fully balance the account, judging from the 
relative prices of drums, choice war horses, 
and diamond-hilted swords. The two 
dozen drums, also, although spirit-stirring, 
may not fully appeal to prevailing mar- 
tial tastes at Constantinople, since the dis- 
patch on the subject affords the additional 
information that ‘‘ hitherto drums have not 
been used inthe Ottoman Army.” A tra- 
dition is that they were introduced into 
Western Europe by Crusaders on their re- 
turn from doing battle with the Moham- 
medans, but the present ideas of the Turks 
may be like those of a French Minister 
of War, who a few years ago had drums 
abolished in the army as useless and cum- 
bersome. If the Sultan seeks some hidden 
meaning in the Kaiser’s gift he may fancy 
that what the latter commends to him 
in the way of military appliances is much 
sound which hurts nebody. But doubt- 
less he will be glad to get any token of re- 
membrance from the powerful ruler, what- 
ever the warlike inefficiency of numerous 
drums and drumsticks compared with one 
Krupp gun. * . 





THE SUBSIDY SCHEMES, 

Two bills are now ponding in Congress 
which are intended to make a beginning in 
the policy of subsidizing American-built 
and American-owned vessels engaged in 
foreign trade. In one of these bills, that 
introduced in the Senate by Mr. Frye of 
Maine, the subsidy is disguised under the 
form of contracts for carrying the United 
States mails. It contains a formal provision 
for letting contracts for a term of not less 
than five nor more that ten years to the 
“lowest responsible bidder,” with power 
on the part of the Postmaster General to 
reject bids in his discretion; but other pro- 
visions of the bill make it evident that this 
appearance of competition would be asham, 
and that the mail service is only a pretext 
to cover a system of subsidies. The com- 
pensation provided for has no relation 
to the cost or value of the service 
to be rendered. Vessels to be sub- 
sidized are divided into two classes, 
of which one would be iron or steel screw 
steamships of a registered tonnage of not 
less than 4,000 and of aspeed of at least 
eighteen nautical miles an hour, and the 
other iron or steel steamships of not less 
than 2,000 tons and fourteen miles speed. 
It is required that the vessels horeafter 
built for this service shall be constructed 
according to plans and specifications ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Navy, and 
shall be capable of carrying and operating 
four effective rifle cannon of a calibre of 
not less than six inches, and shall be spe- 
cially adapted to conversion for use as 
transports or cruisers. Those already built 
must be inspected by an officer detailed by 
the Secretary of the Navy, and reported 
suitable for the service required before 
being accepted. There are also provisions 
in regard to the employment of naval offi- 
cers on these vessels, and of American-born 
cadets or apprentices, and in case ot war 
the steamers may be seized by the Govern- 
ment for use as transports or cruisers on 
payment of their “fair actual value.” 

These latter provisions kave nothing to 
do with the actual purpose of the bill. The 
compensation to be paid to the owners of 
such vessels for ‘‘ocean mail service” shall 
not exceed “$6 a mile by the shortest 
practicable route” for those of the first- 
class, and $4 a mile “ for the actual num- 
ber of miles required to be traveled by the 
Post Office Department on each outward 
voyage for those of the second class.” 
This provision and that which requires 
the vessels to be American built, owned 
and offieered by American citizens, and 
manned by crews one-half of whom 
shall be American citizens, constitute the 
substance of the measure, and the pre- 
scribed campensation for ‘‘ mail service” is 
its sole object. There isa nominal limita- 
tion of the amount to be paid out under the 
contracts to $3,000,000 a year, but once the 
policy was begunit would be aneasy matter 
to raise the limit. Whatthis would amount 
to as a subsidy can be seen by a practical 
application. For a vessel sailing to Buenos 
Ayres, for iustance, a distance of 6,500 
miles, the compensation would te $39,000 
for each trip if the vessel should be of the 
first ciass, and $27,000 if of the second 
class. To Rio Janeiro the figures would be 
respectively $30,000 and $20,000 per trip 
for vessels of the two classes. Five or six 
trips a year could easily be made to Rio by 
each vessel in the service on that route, 





hardly be satisfied with the loss of patron- 


The money paid to the ship owners would 
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bo collected, not from those who employed 
the vessels for transportation or used the 
mail facilities afforded, but from the people 
ofthe United States. The process would 
be in effect taxing the people to make the 
business of a certain class of capitalists 
profitable, where otherwise it might or 
might not be. In the case of at least one 
existing line it would be a direct addition 
to profits already very largo. 

The other bill was introduced in the 
House by Mr. FARQUHAR of this State and 
is a subsidy bill pure and simple, without 
any pretense of mail service or availability 
for the naval service. It provides for pay- 
ments, without any aggregate iimit fixed, 
to all sorts of vessels—iron, steel, or wood, 
steam or sail—at the rate of 30 cents a ton 
for each thousand miles sailed outward or 
inward, and pro rata for lesg than one 
thousand miles. The conditions are that 
the vessels shall be constructed and wholly 
owned in the United States and engaged in 
foreign trade, ‘ plying between ports of the 
United States and foreign ports, or between 
foreign ports and other foreign ports,” and 
the officers and a certain proportion of the 
crews shall be American citizens, The 
Government will havethe right to purchase 
or charter the vessels ata price agreed upon 
or fixed by appraisement, This is an undis- 
guised scheme of subsidy, and one that is 
open to all the chances of abuse, jobbery, 
and extravagance. The rate of payment 
would enable a 3.000-ton wooden sailing 
vessel on a trip to Valparaiso to obtain 
$18,900 from the Government, with a cor- 
responding ‘‘ unvarned increment” for any 
distance it might go, say, to Japan, China, 
India, and soon. The amount that would 
be drawn from the Treasury by jobbery of 
this kind in the ten years covered by the 
30 cents a ton per 1,000 miles provision of 
the bill cannot be estimated. 

Of course, all this is intended to encour- 
age American shipbuilding and shipown- 
ing and foreign trade in American bottoms, 
It is a policy of encouragement riveted with 
gold belonging to the people upon a policy 
of discouragement. Shipbuilding is dis- 
couraged by burdens upon the materials 
used. Both shipbuilding and shipowning 
aro discouraged by the prohibition which 
prevents American citizens from purchas- 
ing ships built elsewhere. Shipbuilding, 
shipowning, and foreign trade are all dis- 
couraged by the burdens and restrictions 
put upon traffic with other countries by an 
oppressive system of taxation upon im- 
ports. While such a system prevails a pol- 
icy of subsidies can only be an additional 
burden upon the energies of the people, a 
further exaction from the producers of the 
country to sustain special interests for the 
profit of capitalists. The protectionists 
and subsidy seekers seem determined to see 
how much this country can stand. Before 
they find out they may discover how much 
the people will stand. 











THE CASE OF Mk. LELAND. 

The examination of Mr. LELAND before 
United States Commissioner SHIELDS yes- 
terday strongly reinforces the arguments 
we have felt it our duty to urge upon those 
concerned for an explicit and complete 
statement of the transactions connected 
with the closing and reopening of the 
Sixth National Bank. Mr. LELAND, it 
must be remembered, is now, as he was on 
the 22d of January, the President of that 
bank and the owner of a majority of its 
stock. He sold thatstock to a band of 
daring adventurers at $650 a share, and 
the result was the practical robbery of the 
bank of some $600,000 of securities, (face 
value.) It now appears from his own 
statement, under oath, before a Federal 
judicial officer, charged with the applica- 
tion of the national banking laws, that 
Mr. LELAND regained possession of this 
stock by the payment of $200,000, or less 
than one-third of what he received for it. 
It went, when he sold it, to men under 
whose management the bank was raided. 
Whence it came, when he got it again, he 
says that hedoes not know. All he does 
know is that it was secured through his 
lawyer, Mr. WETMORE, and his friend and 
adviser, Mr. KING. 

Mr. KinGisan able and reputable man, 
and so is Mr. WETMORE. Neither of them, 
as financier or lawyer, would be sus- 
pected of counseling or doing wrong. Yet 
on the face of it the situation in which Mr. 
LELAND has been placed is not one to in- 
spire confidence. It is made to appear by 
his own incomplete statement that he is 
nearly a half million ahead on this remark- 
able series of operations. That is doubtless 
misleading, because he is reported to have 
contributed largely to make up the money 
stolen from the bank. But then he has also 
been reported as having bought: back his 
stock for what he got for it, which is obvi- 
ously not the case. Nothing could be more 
injurious to his reputation than a plausible 
suspicion that he has made money by this 
business, or, indeed, that he has not really 
made serious sacrifices to retrieve the terri- 
ble folly of which he was guilty. Can any 
one say that he has relieved himself of such 
suspicion? Will any one say that he ought 
to be trusted asa bank President until he 
does so reliove himself ? 





DOWN BRAKES. 

The Republican leaders are getting a little 
frightened at the resultsof theirown pol- 
icy. They have been working hard to 
deprive the minority of all power to check 
the majority in anything, good or bad, that 
the latter may choose to undertake, and 
they are now nota little disturbed at the 
prospect of not being able to do the check- 
ing themselves. It was reported from 
Washington by two correspondents yester- 
day that the Appropriations Committee is 
now pressing forward to get the bills insuch 
shape that they can be brought up in rapid 
succession, engross the time of the House, 
and so choke off the raids on the Treasury 
which are foreseen. If they can bring up 
the appropriation bills, which always have 
the right of way, one after another, fast 
enough, the committee hope to be able to 
got through the heavy work of the session 
early in June. Thoy will have to allow 
the time for some discussion, if not for 
action, on the tariff if proposed by the 
Ways and Means Committee, but this is 
included in this programme. Undoubtedly 
this is a yery wise plan, but it is not exactly 
what was expected fronfthe promises made, 
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and the hopes excited during the campaign 
of 1888 and in the message of ‘President 
Harrison and the report of the Secretary 
of the Troasury. If only the ordinary 
needs of the Government are to be provided 
for by this Congress, however ' extrava- 
gantly, what isto become of that surplus 
on which so many eager eyes have been 
turned for so long? 

It is worth noting that this new policy of 
the Appropriations Committee follows im- 
mediately upon the formulation of the 
new code of rules, and upon the defeat in 
the caucus of Speaker REEFD’s attempt to 
secure arule that would permit all sorts of 
new legislation in appropriation bills, This 
is extremely significant, the more so that 
the defeat was brought about by the more 
or less open efforts of the leading members 
of the Appropriations Committee. It is 
plain that the soberer men of the party 
are afraid of the Speaker. He represents 
the dangerous greed that has been reck- 
lessly excited, and if he be not in direct 
sympathy with it, he would, under the 
change he was himself seeking, have had a 
great deal of power to aid in satisfying it. 
His fellow-leaders of the majority are not 
willing to trust him with that: power, They 
are apparontly resolved, if he must be 
made very nearly a dictator, to limit 
the scope of the action of the 
House as to which he can dictate. They 
began by rejecting his scheme forusing the 
appropriation bills to force schemes through 
the House, and now they appear to be try- 
ing to prevent the House doing much ex- 
cept pass the appropriation bills, Thiscon- 
firms the opinion we have had occasion to 
express that, when reflection had had 
time forits work, the subsidy lobby that 
has descended on Washington, and that has 
been curiously ardent in support of Mr. 
REED from the moment his name was pro- 
posed for the Speakership, would be disap- 
pointed in its hopes and plans, 

But though the Appropriations Commit- 
tee may be able to check the subsidy lobby, 
we fear that they wil! find themselves un- 
able to cope with the pension agents. 
These men, it will be remembered, secured 
the favors that Mr. RrED was unable to get 
for the subsidy people, against his opposi- 
tion at that. Pension bills have been made 
privileged by the new rules, and can be 
brought up for action at any time. 
Thereis atwofold danger in this class of 
raids on the Treasury. They are sustained 
by the strongest, most unscrupulous, and 
most skillful lobby ever known in Wash- 
ington, the active members of which, more- 
over, are not merely agents, paid to work 
for others, but are directly interested in 
the schemes they promote, This of itself 
isan immense advantage for them, and a 
corresponding disadvantage for their oppo- 
nents. ‘To this must be added the fact that 
there is a great political power behind this 
lobby, which affects both parties. Con- 
gressmen are afraid of the ‘soldier vote,” 
They know that it is strong, and do 
not know just how strong it is, nor 
do they know how far it is to be 
influenced by reason and patriotism, and 
how far by interest, by class preju- 
dice, or by mere sentiment. Itis from this 
source that the conservative Republican 
leaders have the most to fear, and we are 
inclined to think that it will seriously in- 
terfere with their plan for a relatively 
short session confined in the main to ordi- 
nary appropriations. 








THE IOWA REBATE CASE. 


A recent decision of the Supreme Court 
of Iowa recalls the abuses for the pre- 
vention of which the inter-State com- 
merce law was enacted, and also certain 
decisions that were made known a short 
time before the passage of that act. Sev- 
eral shippers in Jasper Ceunty, Iowa, dis- 
covered that while the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific Railroad Cempany had 
in the years from 1880 to 1884 required 
them to pay $60 per carload for the 
transportation of their goods to Chicago, 
and had allowed them no rebate, it had 
paid to certain other shippers who com- 
peted with them a rebate of $17 per car- 
load, the service having been the same. 
They brought suit against the company 
for $17 on each carload so shipped by 
them, alleging that the rate paid by the 
favored shippers was a reasonable rate, 
and that the additional sum of $17 per 
carload taken from them was illegally 
exacted and ought to be refunded. Tho 
claim was pressed under the common law, 
and it has been:sustained by the court, the 
sum involved being $48,722. 

Among the abuses that the supporters of 
the Inter-State Commerce bill sought to 
prevent none was more flagrant than un- 
just discrimination in the matter of-freight 
The discrimination notoriously prac- 
ticed by the trunk lines at the suggestion 
of the Standard Oil Trust for the oppression 
and ruin of independent refiners of oil 
called loudly for legislation, and the enact- 
ment ofthe law was due in great measure 
to the arguments continually and forcibly 
presented by this violation of all the prin- 
‘ciples of fair play and common justice. 

But it will be recalled that the passage of 
the bill was hastened by a decision of the 
Supreme Court of North Carolina with re- 
spect to a State law forbidding discrimina- 
tion, and a decision ef the Supreme Court 
of the United States in what was called the 
Wabash case. The court in North Caro- 
lina held that the statute in question was 
invalid, so far as it attempted to forbid dis- 
crimination with respect to shtpments from 
one State to another, thus showing that a 
Federal law was required. kn the Wabash 
case the Supreme Court reversed a decision 
obtained by a shipper under a statute of 
Illinois, on the ground that State laws for- 
bidding discrimination in inter-State trafiic 
interfered with tho freedom of commerce 
between the States, and that if such regu- 
lations were:to be made and enforced the 
work must be done through the agency of a 
Federal law of general application. 

Some of our contemporaries in the West 
are disposed to regard the recent Iowa de- 
cision as one of great importance and to 
predict that it will be sustained by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. Ono of 
them remarks that the decision “has in it 
the possibility of a drain upon railway ex- 
chequers which the most plethoric of them 
all conld not possibly stand,” assaming that 
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similar recoveries might be made in all cases 
where the granting of rebates in unjust dis- 
crimination could be clearly proved. But 
it appears that the case was one of inter- 
State commerce, the goods in question hav- 
ing been shipped from a place in Iowa to 
Chicago. Bearing that in mind, those who 
are interested in this decision should con- 
sult the decisions which we have men- 
tioned, and inquire whether it is not rea- 
sonable to expect that the Supreme Court 
of the United States will hold that traffic 
between the States must be regulated, if 
regulated at all, by the power and laws of 


the General Government.

THE POPE AND POLITICS. 

The encyclical of Lro XIII., which was 
discussed in several of the Roman Catholic 
churches on Sunday, is calculated to give 
rise to serious reflections among American 
citizens, especially among those who try to 
be both good citizens and good Catholics. 
Their endeavor, it will be seen in the light 
of this letter, is not without its difticulties. 
Many Americans who are not Catholics 
will be apt to regard the encyclical asa 
“campaign document” relating to American 
politics. This would be a blunder. The 
encyclical is framed with a view to meeting 
the political comtingencies of many coun- 
tries. For that purpose it must be couched 
in general terms, but these generalities 
have a particular application, though it 
would take an expert in the politics of all 
Christendom to determine in every case 
what this application is. Where we are 
endeavoring to find an allusion to our 
own affairs, the allusion may be in fact to 
the schemes of Prince BISMARCK or to the 
duty of the royalists in France. 

As a matter of fact, though the encyclical 
is necessarily addressed to all the Bishops 
of the Church, it is fair to assume that it 
refers mainly to the affairs of Italy. It is 
one of the drawbacks of being Catholic and 
infallible that when you promulgate any 
official document it must appear tobe rele- 
vant to the state of the whole Church, 
though it may in fact be inspired by noth- 
ing beyond your own personal situation. 
Tho talk in the encyclical about the con- 
flict of patriotic and religious duties, and 
the necessity of preferring the latter, pretty 
evidently concerns the struggle between 
Church and State in Italy. For the pur- 
pose of helping on the Pope’s side of this 
conflict, it is about as injudicious as any 
Papal document that has been promulgated 





since the union of Italy, and that 
is saying a great deal. For in fact 
nothing could well have been more 


unstatesmanlike and more injudicious than 
the Papal treatment of the-Italian question, 
as is shown by its effects. Speaking gener- 
ally, it may be said that it has alienated 
the Italian men from the Church, and left 
to itonly the women. And it.-has not left the 
men merely indifferent or inertly hostile, 


j but has brought upon the Papacy one ag- 


gression after another. This is neither 
ecclesiastical nor secular statesmanship. 
The present encyclical will simply embitter 
the feelings of the Italians against the 
Church and inorease their estrangement 
from it. It has been shown, over and over 
again, that the Papacy has no chance what- 
ever in a “stand-up fight” against the na- 
tional feeling of the country, and this 
latest deliverance is a wanton defiance of 
that feeling. The authors of it have again 
allowed their temper to get the better of 
their judgment. 

Although itis thus fair to assume that 
the relations between the Vatican and 
the Quirinal form the real subject-matter of 
the encyclical, an encyclical cannot be.is- 
sued without affecting more or less the 
opinions and the actions of all Catholics, 
It is impossible not to treat as important, 
in reference to ourselves, a letter: upon the 
relations of Church and State in general 
from a person whom several millions of 
Americans regard as infallible, and whose 
instructions they take as authoritative. 
When the Pope says that ‘‘in politics men 
ought always and in the first place to 
serve the interests of Catholicism,” he may 
be thinking of Italy alone, but he is speak- 
ing equally of the United States, and he is 
announcing a doctrine which American 
Catholics will find great difficulty in accept- 
ing, and which Americans who are not Cath- 
elics will resent as highly mischievous, {No 
Catholic candidate for office in this country 
would dare to take this announcement in 
his platform. It would bea fair question 
to ask of every such candidate whether he 
accepted or rejected the doctrine. If he 
accepted it, he would assuredly be defeated 
as an enemy to American institutions. If 
he rejected it, he would be liable to ecclesi- 
astical censure as a “‘bad Catholic.” 

It is quite notorious that the “‘ interests 
of Catholicism” are held by most of the 
dignitaries of the Church in this country 
to require a diversion of money raised by 
taxation to the support of Catholic schools, 
That is to say, these interests require the 
crippling, if not the destruction, of the 
common school system, which is one of the 
chief boasts of the country, and is by most 
of its citizons regarded as the most effect- 
ive safeguard of its institutions. Any 
“‘ good Catholic” elected to any Legislature 
would be bound to support a measure in- 
tended to effect such a division of the 
school fund. No sensible and _ patri- 
otic American, Catholic or not, would 
vote for such a_ candidate. The ex- 
cellent gentlemen who assembled at 
Baltimore not long ago in a congress of 
Catholic laymen, and, among other things, 
bewailed the political proscription of Cath- 
olicsin this country by Protestant preju- 
dice may find in this authoritative declara- 
tion of the head of the Church a sufficient 
justification of that ‘‘ prejudice,” in the 
form of a demonstration that it is not a 
prejudice at all, but a reasoned and ground- 
ed objection to putting a man in a place 
where his duties as a churchman and his 
duties as a citizen may be at variance. 











“The tariff has nothing to do with 
Trusts,’ wrote Gov. GEAR of the Ways and 
Means Committee a few days ago in reply 
to a Jong open letter from one of his con- 
stituents in Iowa. Since that time he ap- 
pears to have been enlightened with re- 
spect to this subject. Another constituent, 
the editor of the Washington (Iowa) Presa, 
addressed to him an open letter, in which 
he told him that the party was ‘‘ under 











pledge to revise the tariff in the interest of 
lower taxes,” and pointed out the action 
that, in his opinion, the committee ought 
to take. Said he: 

“ There is a Sugar Trust. We would like to see 
you knoek the tariff clean off in every case 
where there is a Trust. The ‘hogs’ are not 
content with protection; when they get that 
they pool and form syndicates and create odl- 
ous monopolies. Smash them, and the way 
to do it, one would think, is to knock their 
tariff higher’n Gilderoy’s kite.” 

To this bit of advice from an lowa pro- 
tectionist, Gov. GEAR replied: 

“T am in favor of largely reduoing the dif- 
ferential or discriminating duties which have 
existed ever since the foundation of our Gov- 
erament between raw and refined sugars. If 
we oan do this, we shall accomplish two things, 
first, it would give them [our people] sugar at 
75 per cent. lower than they get it now; second, 
it would break up the * Trust’ root and branch.” 

But if the tariff has nothing to do with 
Trusts, why attempt to break upa Trust 
by reducing the tariff duties affecting the 
price of its product? We hope Gov. GEAR 
is not trying to imitate the curious incon- 
sistency of JOHN SHERMAN, 








President HARRISON is to be congratu- 
lated for having induced so able a man 
and so earnest a Republican as Mr. CHARLES 
EMoryY SMITH to accept the cold and dis- 
tant post of Minister to Russia. But if 
something isn’t done for our esteemed con- 
temporary Mr. ELLiotT F. SHEPARD, and 
that with reasonable suddenness, the Muil 
and Express may be expected to take on a 
temperature toward this Administration 
that will make the Winter climate of St. 
Petersburg seem by comparison warm and 
genial. 











AMUSEMENTS. 


MISS MARLOWE AS JULIA. 

Miss Marlowe played Julla in “The Hunch- 
back” at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre last even- 
ing, and that rococo work of the eloquent Irish 
schoolmaster, actor, and preacher, Sheridan 
Knowles, will be kept in the bill there through- 
out this weok, the last of her engagement, 
except at the Satarday matinée, when she 
will take the part of Galatea in W. 8S. 
Gilbert’s familiar comedy. Miss Marlowe 
ig a comely and charming  representa- 
tive of the heroine in whom Knowles fondly 
believed he had typifiea all womanakind, and 
who, inspite of the pelantic pentameters in 
which she expresses her joys, hopes, ambition, 
love, and despair, has stood fairly well thus far 
the fight of time and the change of taste. Long 
after ‘The Hunchback” had ceased to be a 
popular stock play, Julia remained the fayr- 
orite test rdéle of the débutante, who, with 
the assurance of her species, never doubted 
that she could successfully depict rural sim- 
plicity and ingenuousness ia Act L, play the 
dashingsfine city lady and witty coquette in 
Act II., exhibit the full force of weunded pride 
and disappointed love in Act IIL, and run 


Saslly over the whele gamut of passion in the 
two remaining acts. Toere are few rdles in the 
whole rauge of English drama so ditticult to 
perform as this, yet there is not one, not even 
Shakespeare’s Juliet, that has been so boldly 
and generally appropriated by incompetent 
noviccs, 

Those persons who have survived a whole 
xeneration of feeble, inadequate Juiias will find 
much to admire, by sheer force ot comparison, 
In Miss Mariowe’s tasteful, simple, girlish ren- 
dering of the part, which 1s weakest, as might. 
be expected, in the scene of Julia’s friv- 
olous description of her prospective mar- 
ried life, (for this young actress does not 
well assume the moud of buoyant gayety,) and 
is never overstrong, but is pleasingly discreet 
and natural, nevertheless, ip certsin passages 
that are often overacted, suchas that which 








| involves the pictorial tapestry in the bridal 


chamber, and that famous encounter in which 
Julia realizes that the voice of the Earl's secre- 
tary is ** Clittord’s voice, if ever Clifford spoke.” 

Miss Marlowe lacks tbe physica! strength to 
produce the intended effect in some of the later 
scenes, and there is a deficiency of warmth of 
feeling in her utterance of many lines which 
noted actresses of the past have freizhted with 
moving passion. Her ‘ Helen, I hate you,” for 
instance, suggests merely girlish pique; thereis 
no depth of feeling init. Butin this very act 
she displays niece dramatic skill, notably in the 
signing of the singular marriage contract, and 
in the reception of Clifford’s letter; and her at- 
titude and expression as she stands gazing on 
the fragments of that ill-treated missive are 
both appropriate and touching. 

In the first aet Miss Marlowe’s portrayal of 
the all-too innocent heroine was entirely satis- 
factory, though the coy “business” with the 
posy might be dispensed with. The frenzied 
scene with Clifford,in Aet [V., which Master 
Walter interrupts, as this pompous old 
humbug is always interrupting everything 
in overy aot, she played with evident apprecia- 
tion andsympathy. There were some absolute 
blanks in her performance, and her gesticula- 
tion was eften, as usual, purely perfunctory 
and studied. When, as Julia was about to 
sign the preposterous contract, (without a wit- 
ness Or @& Dotary in sight) and the genial 
hunchback was goading her on by hint- 
ing that sbe still loved Clittord, her 
tace, as he spoke, was perfectly expressionless, 
aud not until she had thoroughly digested her 
**cue”’ and began to speak for herself did her 
countenance assume the appropriate expres- 
sion. A similar lapse was noted in the recent 
performance of ‘*[ngomar” in which Parthenia 
smiled sweetly on ber wreath while Ingomar 
spoke of his countrymen’s custom of buy- 
ing their wives, and tvok on the needtul 
look of amazement and borror only after she 
bad begun to speak her disapproval and dilate 
upon the better opportunities of ‘* Massilia’a 
free-born maidens.” These seeming lapses may 
be intentional. It may be Miss Marlowe's “ con- 
ception” of the parts of Parthenia and Julia 
that both are rather slow-witted young women. 
But they strike the close observer of her acting 
as serious blemishes. 

It is not an easy task to impart aufficient 
variety of tone to the reading of Knowles’s 
clever but dry imitation of Elizabethan verse 
to make the hearing of 1t altogether pleasing. 


Miss Marlowe never misses the mean- 
ing, but her voies has not yet been 
trained sufficiently to preserve all the 


meloty, which is likely, indeed, to go out 
of fashion altogether before it is thoroughly 
mastered again. Her Julia is a much better 
performance than her Rosalind, for the part, 
except in ActIL, suits her temperament better, 
and such style as she has acquired is usefulin 
giving it expression. She may growto be a 
great Julia, but we doubtif “The Hunchback” 
can wait for her. 

Mr. Mi!nes Levick plays Master Walter well, 
as he has played the part many times before, 


and Mr. Plympton bears the awful burden 
ot his part—Sir Thomas Clifford, a type 
of shaliew, empty, wordy priggishness 
—with splendid fortitude, and speaks 


his share of the text with fine resonanco and 
commendable skill. Heis always a coud actor, 
but his hasty exit after ‘Clifford, leave me!” 
was as grotesque as any other Clifford ever 
made it. Thelate Mr. Montague once played 
this part, and on the same stage, (to the Julia 
of Fanny Davenport,) and he made in that 
incident the comie hit of his artistic career. 
Miss Mary Shaw is a capable Helen; her speech 
is always grateful to the ear, (and Helen has a 
lot to say,) and she does not curry the coquetry 
of the part to the limit of extravagance, as 
Helens generally do. 





BIJOU THEATRE. 

A title without a play is the best description 
of “The City Directory,” which was presented 
at the Bijou Theatre last niznt for the first time 
in New-York. This profound work begins with 
a single idea, and without further intellectual 
development ends in a concerted song and 
dance. Several excellent vaudeville perforin- 
ers in the cast have built up an entertainment 
from their own varied resources for amuse- 
ment. 

The one lone idea alluded to is the assump- 
tion that a detective named John Smith 
comes from Chicago to New-York to arrest a 
wrong-doer also vamed John Smith In order 
to achieve this end he has recourse to the City 
Directory, aud is confrontid with a list of 
John Smiths that makes bis. head ache.

ENGLISH MONEY AT SPOKANE FALLS, 

SPOKANE FALLS, Washington, Feb. 10.—The 
sale of the Spokane Mill Compauy’s property to 
an English syndicate is being negotiated in 
New: York. ‘The property is one of the most 
valuable in the city, and controls one 
entire channel of the Spokane Kiver, furnish- 
ing an immense water power. There are 
four milis and several acres of fancy-priced 
real estate fronting on the river which go 
with the property. The reported price at which 
the mills will be sold is $1,500,000. ML A. 
Cannon of this city is pow tn New-York olosing 
the deal with the Englishmen. A. M. Cannoh 
and E. J. Bickell are the owners uf the Spokane 
Mili Company. 

It is rumored that negotiations are pending 
for the purchase of the Washington Water Pow- 
er Company’s property by the same people. 
The company practically owna ail the enormous 
water power of the city outside of that owned 
by the Mill Company. The dams and buildings 
are of, the most expensive kind, all of solid 
granite masonry. The Washington Water Power 
Company is the greatest monopoly in the city 
and is very powerful. [t is owned and con- 
trolled by Spokane people. It furnishes the 
water power that runs all the city cable roads, 
the electric roads, the heavy electric light plant, 
andi the dynamos that run all the printing 
presses in the cityand give power to many 
manufactories. 








JOHN JAY KNOX ON THRE CURRENCY. 

Boston, Feb. 10.—The Hon. John Jay Knox, 
ex-Controller of the Currency, delivered an ad- 
dress te-vizght before the Merchants’ {Club upon 
& permanent national bank currency. He de- 
clared that the attributes of a perfect currency 
should combine in the highest degree uniformi- 
ty, elasticity, convertibility, and safety. If a 
system of Government currency secured by 
gold or its equivalent, in whole or in part, 
and bank currenoy, like the present, can be 
continued with a prospect of greater elasticity 
in the future, it is, perhaps, as perfect a system 
ascan be expected. ‘‘We do not claim that 
this is the ideal currenoy, but we do insist that 
it is better, under the circumstances, that the 
ourreney of this eountry should constst of bcth 
bank and Treasury notes rather than Treasury 
notesalone. If the amount of tne issues of the 
Government remains fixed, the issues of the 
banks in the future may be made more elastte.’ 








SECRETARY TRAUCY'’S CONDITION. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—At 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon Secretary Tracy entered the Presi- 
dent’s private carriage, at the White House, 
and drove to Lieut. Mason’s, 1,606 Twentieth- 
street, to see his daughter, Mrs. Wilmerding, 
and bis granddaughter, Miss Alice. It was tne 
first time he had seen them sinee the night be- 
fore the fire. 

To-day Secretary Tracy went out driving 
again, and paid another visit to bis daughter 
and granddaughter. All are making fair prog- 
ress toward recovery, and the Secretary said 
to-day that he would resume his offielal duties 
at the Navy Department to-morrow morning. 
He will probably take ashort sea tripin the 
Despatch in a few days for the benefit of his 
health, with Port Royal, 8. C., as the objective 
point.

A NORTH OAROLINA OONGRESS.. 


MAN'S TREACHERY. 
A TALE WHICH SHOWS THAT A 
SPOILSMAN IS NOT ALWAYS A S8UC- 
CESSFUL POLITICIAN, 


ASHEVILLE, N. C., Fob, 10,—Although the Re- 
publicans of this (the Ninth) distriet of North 
Carolina are away up in the mountains, they 
are not quite beyond the reach of reports from 
Washington that exhibit Representative Ewart 
in & most extraordinary réle. That he should 
presume to go before the Civil Service Reform 
Committee of the House to assail the reform 
and to gain some cheap notoriety at Washing- 
ton was easily understood, but that he should 
force himself into publicity with such a politi- 
eal reputation as he has at home was certainly 
an indication that, though he might be a 
“‘spoilsman,” he is not a politician. This is 
Mr. Ewart’s first term, and lixe many another 
beginner in Congress, he is trying to be “smart” 
rather than to wait to become sagacious. 

If it were the province of the Civil Service 
Reform Committee of the House to make an in- 
quiry concerning the appointments for which 
Mr. Ewart can be held directly or indirectly re- 
sponsible, tho report would be much more in- 
teresting than anything the committee seems 
likely to get by investigating the Civil Service 
Commissioners. If the inquiry could begin in 
the Summer of 1888, it would take Ewart up at 
about the most anxious period in his career. 
He had then been nominated for Congress, and 
he was lustily begging for money and other ald 
from the Congressional and National Com- 
mittees. He was als appealing for help 
to the Republicans of the district. Many of 
his former friends are now asserting openly 
that he received, in answer to his appeals, 
large sums of money, and that the National 
Committee was particularly liberal, as it was 
making a strong effort to capture close dis- 
tricts and secure a majority in Congress. Men 
who were familiar with the details of the cam- 
paign have not boon at all backward in assert- 
ing that Mr. Ewartspent the money turned over 
to him not to seeure his own election, but to 
Batisfy personal obligations, 

Itis immaterial now whether the campaign 
fund was spent for “legitimate campaign pur- 

oses" or not. The thing that frets the Repub- 

icans, who have had about enough of Ewart, ts 
that the actual work of the campaign fell upen 
hem. This was a stroug Union section during 
the rebellion, and of the oid loyal white stock 
and their descendants many are active Repub- 
leans. It was only by the most heroic efforts 
On the pars of the leading men of this class 
that Ewart was elected by a small majority, 
running behind the State and National Repub- 
lican tickets. The leaders were prouder of their 
victory than they were of the man they had 
electea, and they fancied that the industry and 
fidelity that taey had shown would entitle 
them, when the new Administration came in, 
to be consulted and gratified, if possible, in the 
appointment of good Republicans and honest 
oificers. 

Harrison, having been clected President, there 
Were at once many applicants for the Oolftices. 
There were to be filled the places of Internal 
Revenue Collector, District Attorney, United 
States Marshal, Postmasters, and many others 
of less importance. Among those who applied 
for the oitice of Internal Revenue Collector 
were R. A. Patterson, Chairman of the Con- 
gressional Committee for the district; Col 
Thomas N. Cooper, the former Collector, and J. 
B. Eaves, Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee. Patterson had rendered excellent 
service during the campaign, and he was con- 
fident of recognitions. Col. Cooper, having 
stoed asa candidate for the Legislature in his 
owu county of Transylvania, hitherto largely 
Democratic, had put all his energy into the 
tight and had won, carrying the whole Repub- 
lican ticket along with him. Ewart cut no 
figure in the fight. He he did not make a singie 
speech in the county, and only visited it once 
to urge Col. Cooper to become a candidate tor 
the Legislature. 

After the mnauguration of President Harrison, 
Representative Ewart bobbved up in Washing- 
ten. He was conscious of his election and of 
the greatness that it conferred upon bim. He 
announced that the proper thing for the Presi- 
dent to do, it he wished to make no mistake 
about Southern appointments, was to send for 
Ewart. Either the news did not reach the 
President, or Harrison disregarded it, tor, find- 
ing that the President would not call upon bim, 
Ewart condesceuded to call upon the President. 
About this time the applicants for the offices 
were on hand ready to urge their respective 
claims with all the ability and recommenda- 
tions they could command. Major Wallace 
Robbius was au applicant for the office of 
United States Marshal Ewart indorsed him, 
and, after promising that he should have the 

lace, and the Attorney General had azreed 
hat he shoulda be appointed, Ewart doubled on 
him and left him in the lurch. 

There were several applicants for the office 
of United States Attorney in Ewart’s dis- 
trict. They inoladed State Senator Lusk of 
Asheville, who formerly held the office and 
disubarged the duties with great satisfaction 
to the Government and with credit to himself, 
and who, by his canvass, bad contributed 
Jargely tu the election of Mr. Ewart; the Hon. 
J. W. Bowman of Mitchell County, the banner 
Republican county, without the vote of which 
Ewart would have been beaten by 1,000 major- 
ity; G. 0. Smathers, a prominent and talented 
young lawyer of Waynesville, who has several 
limes beon a Candidate for the Senate and the 
House of Representatives in counties largely 
Democratic, always in tho thickest of the fight, 
and who mado an active, eloquent, and effect- 
ive canvass for Ewart, and Henry Hardwick, a 
young and pet See lawyer of Asheville and 
the editorofa Republican paper, who devoted 
——— aud his means to help Ewart to suc- 
ceed. 

These four applicants all had the indorse- 
ments and the promised support of Ewart. He 
waa falso to each and all of them. Forgetting 
in his “ greatness” the men who nad helped tu 
make him great, he gave avother indorsement 
to Charles Price, »nd transferred his efforts to 
the cause of that candidate. Price lives in 
Salisbury, in a Democratic district, andif he 
had ever voted the Republican ticket the Re- 
publicans of Rowan County had not been al- 
iowed to find it out. Moreover, it was reported 
during thé campaign that he had openly denied 
beiug a Republican, and the only qualification 
that has yet been discovered in Mr. Price for 
receiving the office is that he had with some 
ability acted asthe attoracy for the Richmond 
and Danville Railroad. 

Of the applicants for the office of Internal 
Revenue Collector two of the three lived west 
of tbe Blue Ridge and In Ewart’s district. They 
were Patterson and Cooper. [In that part of the 
district in whion they lived had es made all 
the great gains secured by the Republicans. 
The third candidate, J. B. Eaves lived east of 
the Blue Ridge, and his county, that had fre- 
guentiy been Republican, and by a good major- 
jty illustrated the incapacity of Kaves in the last 
campaign by golag very strongly Democratic. 
Eaves was the nominal bead of the State Com- 
mittee. His most brilliant exploit was the issue 
of a ciroular—a very mischievous and unneoes- 
sary pubiication, to put it mildly. It was 
called the *‘Not Afraid of the Devil” circular, 
and coming out just before the election and too 
late to be counteracted by Republican effort, it 
ynaade an Impression upon the people of the 

‘State precisely the opposite of what the author 
intended, aud unquestionably deprived the Re- 
publicans of several thousand votes. In no 
pection was the loss greater than in thatin 
which Eaves lives, where the loss was several 
hundred. 

Having first promised both Patterson and 
Oooper that they each should be Collector, 
Ewart called upon the President and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and made his recommenda- 
tion for Col. Cooper as strong as his command 
of Janguage could put it. In addition to re- 
minding the President and Mr. Windom of the 
services that Cooper had rendered in order 
to make Ewart a Representative, ha directed 
the attention of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to the iact tuat, as a Collector, Cooper had been 
ths most oflicieat man in that service in the 
Routh, and whoeu he went out of olfice in 1885 
his accounts were the firat settled by the Treas- 
ury Department. He admitted to both the men 
of power thst ho owed his election to Cooper. 
This strong indorsement was assumed by ali of 
CoL Cooper's friends as suffictent to put Dim in 
tae office. Cooper was at Raleigh at his post of 
cuty in the Honso of Represeutatives. 

At this juncture Eavea and a hostof his 
friends turned up at Washington. They took 
possession of Ewart. After many consultations 
the news got’ out that Ewart had withdrawn 

is support of his benefactor, Col. Cooper, and 
hea transferred it to Eaves. To say that the 
Cooper msb were surprised would be to express 
their feclings in very mild language. 

The expisnation followed soon after. It was 
about as bad asit could well have been. The 
ailegation was freely made that Eaves bad en- 
tered into a. contract in writing with Ewart, 
Stipuiating that he shoulda control ali the ap- 
pointments in the district, ana when Repre- 
sentative Brower made the charge that sucha 
combination had been entered into he could 
not get a denial There has been no explana- 
tion of the appointment of Eaves that accounts 
0 fully for the abandonment of Cooper and the 
transfer of support to Eaves. ; 

At the same timo that Eaves was appointed 
tho promise was siven by Ewart to tne people 
ot iis district that the Collector’s office should 
be located at Asheville, Again he was false to 
his promises, for the office was taken to States- 
ville, and it is understood that he personally 
seoured the order for its location. It is not so 
vasy to prove as it is to repeat the syory cur- 
rent in the State that soon after the appoint- 
ment of Raves the Congressman borrowei from 
Eaves $5,000, to be repaid as soon as it was 
possible to secure from applicants for office 
Buch advances a8 they feit tbat they could 
atford to make in recognition ot their preferenoe 
for employment. At ali events, it is stated that 
abont the time that Eaves was appointed he 

_-mortgaged his farm and other property for @ 
considerable sum for a purpose surmis6 

When Eaves tock possession of the Collector’s 


, 








office, Ewart was on hand with a list of “ heel- 
ers,” for whom demanded employment. 
Eaves was prepared to carry out his contract, 
Nearly all the ublicans of good character 
had by this time become disgusted with Ewart’s 

erfidy and treachery. and they declinea to 
Pave anything to do with him or to accept any 
place that he might care to offer them. The 
result was that the men whom Eaves, under 
the terms of his contract, appointed for Ewart, 
were creatures of the worst reputations in the 
wholesection. There are few distillers in 
Ewart’s district. 

When he had procured places for his tribe of 
**heelers”’ there was nu employment for them at 
home, and the army of atorekespers and gau- 
ers had to be sent elsawhere for duty. Likea 
swarm of locusts they sweptover the Blue 
Ridge and into the eastern country included in 
the district of Representative Brower. Here 
the great number of amall distilleries 1s situat- 
ed. So great was the haste to get the newly- 
ehosen men in place that many of them were 
on duty before they nad received their appoint- 
ments or completed their bonds. They knew 
nothing about the bustness for which they had 
been chosen, and tothe defect of incompetency 
they added the offense of bad reputation. 

The result was what might have been ex- 
pected. The distilleries were put to incon- 
venience, their proprietors were greatly har- 
assed, and many complaints were sent to the 
Collector, accompanied by evidence of the in- 
competency of his subordinates, as well as of 
their dishonesty. The Collector did not remove 
them. The assumption is that he could not do 
80 Without violating a compact with Ewart. As 
the dishonest and incompetent men were re- 
tained, the result was that some ofthe distillers 
were compelled to suspend operations and even 
to go out of business. [t Was the cause of the 
ruin of several distiilers. 

One instance of the oppressiveness of the in- 
competent and dishonest officers may be cited 
to illustrate a state of things that prevailed 
soon after Eaves came in. The law provides 
that a distillery shali turn out a minimum 
amount of spirits from a specified quantity of 
grain. Sometimes the grain yields more than 
the mintmum. All must pay the tax. The new 
officers, men of bad habits and with little regard 
for oaths, kept a lot of loafers about the distil- 
leries and issued “free” spirits to them for itm- 
mediate consumption, This was not only rob- 
bery of the distiller, but a fraud upon the Gov- 
ernment. ‘ 

The eagerness of some of the ‘heelers’” to 
obtain employment is illustrated by the stories 
that are told of their going to distillers to im- 
plore them to continue operations, with the as- 
surance that if they did they would be atforded 
opportunities to defraud the Government. It 
is 6ven asserted, as » matter of actual knowl- 
edge, that in one case the storekeeper repre- 
seuted to the distillor that he had instructions 
from the Collector to pursue just the course 
that he was following. Inoredible as it may 
——. this report is current, and it is be- 

feved by a great many persons to be true. 
It is received with as little hestitation as 
the other report that, for his indorsement and 
influence, Ewart reveived from Collector Eaves, 
in addition to the contract to appoint such 
ofticers of the district as the Representative 
might select, a large sum of money and a 
promise of much more to be raised from the 
salaries of the officers when appointed. With 
this story goes the report that Ewart is to be 
renominated for Congress, and that he isto be 
re-elected 1f it takes half of the salaries of all 
the officers in the district. 

If it be true that Coliector Eaves is instruot- 
ing his ofticers to afford opportunities to tho 
distillers to deprive the Government of taxos, 
it would not be a thatter of utter astonishment. 
When he wass Deputy Collector uuaer a for- 
mer Administration 1t was found that illicit 
distilleries were flourishing under his adminis- 
tration until such men as Agent Chapman, now 
of Atlunta, Ga, and Capt. Abe Bryan of Trap 
Hill got after them. Capt. Bryau was an old 
Union soldier, and for many Years was io 
charge of the special force of Deputies in the 
western part of the State. He did more service 
than any other dozen men to suppress illicit 
distilling in the State, but has been denied any 
recognition by the present Administration. 
Was it because he was so active and because he 
was reported to have destroyed an illicit dts- 
lillery in Eaves’s * back yard” 4 

There is disbursed in the district in the 
course of each year in salaries between three 
and four huudred thousand dollars, That is tho 
largest amount expended io that way in any 
district in the United States. It can be readily 
seen that there is abundant opportunity for a 
“combine” among politicians, who see in the 
district an easy way to collect large * political 
assessments” for political and personal use, 
The United States Senators who are required to 
‘‘advise and consent” to the appointment of 
the man ought to be extremely careful before 
clinching any bargain that way have been made 
to degrade the service to such base uses as it 
appears to have been putto. It was only after 
the most heroic efforts had been made some 
years ago that the practice of muleting em- 
ployes was broken up. Itdid not prevail un- 
der the last Administration, and it would be 
scandalous to the Republicans and to the Pres- 
ideutifitshould turn out that he bad been 
made a party to the restoration of practices 
that the Republicans of North Carolina admit 
were not permitted by their adversaries. 

All the prominent Republicans in the district 
are denouncing Ewart for bis share in the busi- 
ness, and they do not believe that he can secure 
@ renomination, except through tne efforts of a 
corrupt revenue ring, As for are-election, that 
is absolutely ouc of the question. He will be 
beaten by several thousand votes, and among 
those who will oppose him will be many of the 
Republicans who were most active in securing 
Eaves’s appointment, and who are now the loud- 
est in demanding to be relieved from the cor- 
ruption and oppression of his rule,

Charles Emory Smith was formerly editor of 
the Albany Lvening Journal, but for the past 
ten years has been the principal editor of the 
Philadelphia Press.‘ He was born at Mansfield, 
Conn., in 1842, went with his parents to Albany 
in 1849, and was educated in the Albany publio 
schools and Albany Academy, being graduated 
from the latter institution when sixteen years 
old. He at once entered the ranka of journal- 
ism as a writer for the Albany /ivening Tran- 
script, but continued to pursue bis studies, and 
was enabled to enter Union College in the third 
year of the curriculum, being graduated in 
1861. For two years he served on the 
statt of Gen. Rathbone, who had eom- 
wand of the recruiting depots in New-York, 
and then became a teacher in the Albany Acad- 
emy. In 1865 he was appointed editor of the 
Albany fapress, and five years later, upon the 
death of George W. Deemers, one of the 
owners, he became joint editor with Mr. Daw- 
son of the Evening Journal, purchasing an in- 
terestin that paper. 

Mr. Smith was a delegate to the Republican 
National Convention of 1876 and wrote a por- 
tion of the platform then adopted. Subdse- 
quently he frequently assisted in the contsruc- 
lion of the platforms of his party in New- 
York State. In 1879 he was elected a 
Regent of the University by the Legis- 
lature, but resigned in 1881, when he 
went to Philadelpbia. The cause of his re- 
tirement from the editorship of the Albany 
Evening Journal was a disagreement with the 
owners of a majority of the stock of that paper 
with regard tothe appointment by Gov. Cor- 
nell of John F. Smyth as Commissioner of In- 
surauce.

Naval officers regard it as exceedingly un- 
fortunate that Secretary Tracy ani members of 
the naval committees of Congress should have 


gotten into the present disagreement as to what 
policy ought to be pursued in building up the 
vary and it is feared that, notwithstanding 
the favorable disposition that unquestionably 
prevails in both parties to increase the navy, 
the appropriations this year may fall short of 
what they would have been if harmony pre- 
vailed between the Seoretary and the members 
of Ris own party on the committees. 

The controversy is as to the relative merits 
of the high free-board so-called battle-ship type 
ot armored vessels, which has been generally 
adopted in European navies and of which the 
Maine and Texas, both English designs, are- 
examples, and the purely American monitor 
type. The Secretary is committed to the former 
type. and Senator Chandler, representing the 
opposing element in Congress, has championed 
the cause of the monitors. In the navy opinion 
is divided, many excellent officers being ranged 
on each side, put one significant fact is that 
most officers who have served in monitors unite 
in declaring that they are in every way superior 
to the high free-board type tn fighting qualities. 

It is argued, for the battle ships, that they 
can be given more speed and greater coal en- 
durance than the monitors, and that their guns 
being much higher above the water line, they 
can be fought in much rougher weather. They 
are also much more comfortable vessels for 
both officers and crew than the monitors. 

Tne monitor men centend that the American 
Navy should be primarily intouded for protec- 
tion and that, for this purpose, high speed and 
coal endurance are not 80 essential as great 
offensive power aud light enough draft to allow 
the vessels to enter all the leading harbors on 
the coast. These qualities, combined with the 
@ifliculty of hitting a monitor, even with the 
best gunnery, they contend, make vessels of 
that class the most desirable, and it is not ad- 
mitted that the monitor cannot fignt at sca bet- 
ter than a high free-board vessel, for the waves 
that would roll the latter about so as to make 
it impossible to use her guns would sweep over 
® monitor and pass on, leaving her a steady 
gun platform at all times. 

As to the comparative comfort of the two 
types it is ‘idmitted that the battle ship has the 
advantage, although with electric lights and 
artificial ventilation life on a monitor is much 
more pleasant than formerly. 

It is likely that the result of the present ais- 
cugsion will be that Congress will make a com- 
promise and authorize vessels of both classes. 


Some of the cynical Republicans from Penn- 
sylvania, who aro better acquainted with the re- 
lations existing between the public men of that 
State than outsiders can be expected to be, are 
wondering to-night whether Mr. Charles Emory 
Smith is sent to Russia by Quay as &@ punish- 
ment for the abusive things that bave appeared 
in the Philadelphia Press about the ‘‘ Boss,” or 
whether it is in the way of reward for the main- 
tenance by Mr. Smith, in Baltimore, of a Demo- 
cratic newspaper.

Mr. J. Fenner Leeis unfortunate in being a 
Democrat and being so efficient a Chief Clerk 
of the State Department that there does not ap- 
pear to be any decent way of getting rid of 
him except to appoint him Secretary of Lega- 
tion at Rio de Janeiro in order to make a place 
for Mr. Sevellop Brown, who will relinquish a 
very lucrative real estate business to resume 
his position of Chief Clerk under Mr. Blaine. 


Indian Commissioner Morgan's road to con- 
firmation in the Senate appoars to be growing 
rougher and more @ifficult to travel as time 
passes, instead of becoming smoother and 
easier, as his friends have been so confidently 
predicting. These friends, indeed, are becom- 
ing less and tess confident that the Commis- 
sioner is going to be confirmed at all. 

They have lately learned that an entirely 
new and unexpected obstacle has been met by 
Morgan inthe shape of fresh charges against 
bis character as a man and as a public officer, 
These charges are 8aid to be of a kind requiring 
an investigation by law oflicers of the Govern- 
ment, and they have aiso been laid before the 
Senate. It is understood that atleast one of the 
members of the Committes on Indian Affairs 
who sigped the report favoring Morgan’s con- 
firmation has taken the floor against the Com- 
wissioner since these charges were filed. 

Whatever may be the cause the case is still 
hung upin the Senate. Morgan's opponents as- 
sert that he has lost so much ground since his 
nomination that he cannot hope for confirma- 
tion. Some of them eay that the Commissionor 
will eoon find it advisable to withdraw from 
the contest and from his office, 


Senator Edmunds is still ® member of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. Whether ho 
will long remain so is, however, uncertain, 
for he has not announcad tho result of his re- 


flections upon the shabby treatment he received 
in the star chamber sitting, Thuraday. His ad- 
mirers have been hopeful that bis anger would 
permit him to rémain upon the committee. 

The fact that the Senator did not appear in 
the Chamber 1s held by them as Indicating that 
their hope is not in vatn. They argue that, if 
he was still as angry as when the Senate ad- 
journed on Thursday, he would surely have been 
present at noon to-day to hand in his resigna- 
tion. 


Secretary Windom gaia this afternoon that 
the commission appointed to select a site for a 
publics building at Buffalo, N. Y., had madea 
majority anda minority report in favor of the 
French Church and the 8t.

Senator Evarte’s bill, introduced to-day, to 
regulate the appointment of appraisers at the 
port of New-York, provides that aaditional 
appraisers shall be appointed as follows: One 
appraiser at a salary of $10,000 a year, one 
deputy appraiser at $6,000 a year, and ten 
assistant appral-ers at $4,000 each a year, The 
bill also authorizes the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, on the nomination of the appraisers, to 
appoint as many examiners as necessary, to be 
divided into three classes, with aslartes of 
$3,500, $3,000, and $2,500 a year respectively. 


Secretary Windom to-day promulgated the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the Edelhoff 
case, involving the olassification of silk rib- 
bons, and instructed customs officers to re-

SERIOUS ALLEGATIONS MADE AGAINST 
TRUSTEE W. M. PRICE. 


PITTSBURG, Feb. 10.—A. S. Miller, assignee 
of William Moyle, a Tarentum merchant, to- 
day filed a bill in equity making serious 
charges against William M. Price, trustee, for 
the benefit of Moyle’s creditors. Price is a 
woll-known attorney, and one of the foremost 
Prohibitionists in Pittsburg. In 1880, when a 
member of the Cumberiand (Md.) bar, he 
achieved considerable notoriety through having 
been falsely accused of writing the Morey 
letter. 

The allegation made by Miller is that Price 
induced. Moyle to confess judgment to him for 
ereditors in the sum of $33,262 50. The plaint- 
iffexpects to prove that Price, in violation of 
his trust, has fraudulently misappropriated the 
funds which have come to hits hands, and has 
converted the same to his own use, He also 
charges that Price bas received over $30,000 
cash and $10,000 in goods, and states that he 
has made false returns and representations 
and has compromised claims and pocketed the 
difference between the original amount and 
sums paid. 

Plaintiff also alleges that Price had the goods 
and property of Moyle sold on execution and 
on the day ef sale bonght in nearly all the 

oods in vhe store, including the building ana 
fousenola, and has from then until withina 

ew days conducted the business in his own in- 
divianal name, paying for the same out of the 
trust funds in his hands at a grossly inadequate 

rice. 
. The court is asked to enjoin Price from inter- 
fering with the affairs of Moyle, and that he be 
declared a trustee, and as such agent for ajl the 
moneys, credit, goods, and effects which have 
come into his bands.

ENGLAND AT PHAOB WITH 
ALL THE WORLD, 
CONGRATULATORY UTTERANCES AND 
PROMISES OF IMPORTANT HOME AND 

IRISH LEGISLATION. 


LONDON, Feb, 10.—The Marquis of Salisbury, 
Lord Roseberry, Mr. Smith, and Earl Derby 
gave to-night to their party adherents the din- 
ners that are customary on the eve of the open- 
ing of Parliament. Mr, Arnold Morley gavea 
dinner to the Gladstone Liberals. 

The Queen’s speech was read at the.MIinisteri- 
al diners to-night. 

It opens with a reference to the cordial rela- 
tions existing between her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment and all foreign countries. Portugal, it 
says, has acceded to the request of England in 
regard to Central Africa, and the Portuguese 


Government is doing its best to maintain tne 
friendly relations that have always existed be 
tween that country and England. ‘With these 
endeavors her Majesty’s Government heartily 
co-operates. 

It next alludes to the Brussels, conferenee, 
and expresses the hope and faith that favora- 
ble results will be accomplished by-it toward the 
suppreasion of the slave trade. 

‘uypt is congratulated upon her financial 
prosperity, and the Samoan settlement ts briefly 
alluded to, and there is a promise to lay before | 
Parliament all the papers relating to the Sa-! 
moan conference and to the extradition treaty* 
with the United States, 

Turning to colonial themes, her Majesty ex- 
presses hopes of good results from the federa- 
tion movement in Australia. 

In home legislation Ireland will demand a 
promtoee® place in the attention of Parliament, 

er Majesty is glad to announce a marked 
diminution inthe amount of agragrian crime 
and a decrease in the number of counties where- 
in itis found necessary to enforce exceptional 
provisions of law. Thereis a promise to intro- 
duce aland purchase bill and a local govern- 
ment bill, aud other measures for improving 
the material interests of [reiand. 

Tbe programme of the session further includes 
for England aland transfer measure, a tithes 
bill, and an employers’ limited HNability bill; for 
Scotland, a measure empowering the local au- 
thorities to deal with private bill business;: 
also, proposals for alleviating the distress in 
the Highiands, and for improved dwellings for 
the working people. An amendment to the law 
affecting the Trustees of savings banks com- 
pletes the programme. 

It is stated thatthe [rish Local Government 
biil, which the Government proposes, will be 
based upon the English Local Government bill 
enacted in 1888. The Daily News says that if 
this is so every Liberal will welcome it as a 
stepping stone to home rule. 

It 1s reported to-night upon good authority 
that the Government will propose to Parlia- 
ment an appropriation of 100,000,000 for 
the land-purchase scheme for [reland, and that 
its bill is ap extension of the powers given by 
Lord Ashbourne’s act. 

The extradition treaty with the United States 
awaits only approval in Washington.

Tho opinion is being freely expressod among 
Woll-informed ordnance men that tho reaction 
against heavy guns will soon be more pro- 
nounced than it is at present. Since the disvo. ery 
of defectsin the 110-ton guns of the British 
war ships Victoria and Benbow, naval experts 
gonorally have expressed an aversion to these 
pisees, andfrom having recommended 67-ton 
guns in lieu vf the 110-ton pieces, are now in- 
clincd to prefer 50-ton guns, and even 25-ton 
guns. 

The heaviest battle ships in the British Navy 
are provided with four monster guns, throwing 
projectiles weighing almost a ton and capable 
of piercing thirty inches of iron at 500 yards’ 
range. These pieces are the witely-spoken-of 
110-ton guns, the term “110-ton” designating 
the weight of the gun. Many of the so-called 
110-ton guns weigh several tons more, but for 
a class nameand a mean average they are 
known as “110-ton guns.” So far only eight

MILD WINTER IN PEPYS’S TIME. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

A correspendent, sends the following extract 
from Pepys’s Diary which is very illustrative 
of the dangers of a mild Winter. After record- 
ing in Augast, 1661, “asickly time both in the 
eiis and country every where (of a sort of fever) 
iat never was heard of alinost unless it was in 
a plague time,” he makes on the 15th of Janu- 
acy, 1062, the following remarkable entry: 

“15 January,1662. * * * A tastday ordered 
by the Parliament, to pray for more seasonable 
Weather; 15 baving hitherto been Summer 
Weather, that it is, beth as to warmth and 
every other thing, just as if 16 were the middie 
of May or June, which do threaten a plague (as 
gil men think) to follow, for soit was almost 
tue last Winter; and the whole year after hath 
been @ very sickly time to this day.” 

The 1mpartiality of the prevailing diserder, 
which has been just as active in the breezy Chil- 
tern Hilis as in South Kensington or Hoxton, is

They are delighted at being able to get 
itin Europe. They are as ravenous after their 
favorite luxury as a 
tobacco or @ g00d meal.” 

“How many sorts of chewing gum are thore?”’ 
“About fifteen. Thore are lots of flavors. Pep- 
permint, licorice, and apring-green are the 
favorites. Buti think Adams’s tutti-frutti is 
really the most popular fiavor. We sell a great 
deal of tasteless gum, too.” 

“Some of the flavors are more costly than 
others?” “Yes, the spring-green is a trifle ex- 
pensive. It is soldin sixpenny packets. The 
ordinary flavors can be bought in halfpenny 
aud penny sticks. They will stand about four 
days’ hard chewing. Casual chewers will make 
@® stick last a month. Tne gum never wears 
out, but it gets sticky after a time and clings to 
the teeth.” 

“Is there more than one way of chewing 
gum?” “Well, you must be careful to start it 
right. The gum ought to be allowed to get 
warm in the mouth before it comes into contact 
with the testh, otherwise it crumbies instead of 
growing soft We havea gum which some of 
our customers buy as 4 tonic. Itis very bitter. 
But none of the gums is detrimental to health; 
they promote the saliva, cleanse the teeth, and 
help the digestion. Tar is another thing that 
American women are fond of chewing because 
it whitens their teeth.”

PROTESTS FROM THE WEST AGAINST 
THEIR REMOVAL THERK. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The House Committee 
on Indian Affairs to-day took up the Senate 
joint resolution, authorizing the removal of the 
Apache Indians now prisoners at Marion Bar- 
racks, Alabama, to Fort Sill Reservation, in In- 
dian Territory. There are now 390 of the prisou- 
ers, 311 of whom are women and children. 

Lieut. Col. Lawton of the Inspector Generai’s 
department, the first witness, stated to the 
committee that ho had not appeared voluntarily 
to offer suggestions contrary to the recom- 
mendations of his superior officers, the Seore- 
tary of War and Gen. Crook; he came because 
he was subpmiaca, The Colonel sald he was 
familiar with the Indians at Fort Sill and the 
Apaches. They are intermarried, and if the 
Apaches become dissatisfied at Fort Sill they 


could easily reach their old haunts, near the 
jhite Mountain Reservation. The sanitary 
conditions at Fort Sill were very poor, In 
answer to Lieut. Howard, Lieut. Col, Lawton 
Said that he believed the Indians Were more 
thoroughly whipped now tian ever before; and 
he quoted Col. Pratt of the Carlisle Indian 
Behool as saying that there was no possible 
danger Of their going out on the warpath aguin. 
. H. H. Liewellyn of Las Cruces, New- 
Mexico, voiced the feelings of nearly ail the wit- 
nesses. He said that the people of New-Mexico, 
while desiring the Geyerument to do the dest it 


* gan for these Indiaas, protesied agaiust their 


removal to Fort Stil, He believed Gens. Crook 
and Howard were mistaken us to the danger re- 
Bulting from he removal of the Apaches to Fort 
Sill. Lt would strike terror to the hearts of the 
people in Southern New-Mexico and seriously 
retard the progress and deyelopmont of that 
region. 

Brewster Cameron of Arizona took the same 
view. Gen. Crook, he said, had failed to capture 
the Apaches in his campaigus. Gen. Miles did 
capture the Apaches, and sent them out of the 
Territory. Naturally the people of Arizona be- 
lieved that the opinion of a man who captured 
the Indians us to the danger of proximity to 
them was better than that of a man who always 
failed in his campaigns against them. Mr, 
Cameron said there need be no trouble about 

etting a reservation eastof ihe Mississippi. 
ihe people of Arizona and New-Mexico would 
themselves pay for enough land in Vermont to 
Bottle the indians, 

The committee decided not to act upon the 
joint resolution to-day and then adjourned.

GREATLY TO NUMBERS 
NOY MUCM TO VALUE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—fhe February report 
of the Department of Agriculture, which re- 
lates to numbers and values of farm animals, 
slows an increase of horses during-the year 
beyond the increase of population. The ag- 
gregate numbers exceed 14,000,000. In the 
cotton States the use of Texas ponies by ten- 
anta still tends io increase numbers and reduce 
average values. The improvement in the cen- 
tral States from blood of Percherons, Cleveland 
bays, and English sires continues active. Horse 
ranches in the Rocky Mountains are improving 
the stosk of thatregion. The increase of num- 
bers in recent years wiile prices were tending 
higher has caused an ebb in the tide of values, 
whieh are neariy everywhere lower than in Jan- 
uary last. 

Mules have aiso Increased, and are estimated 
at about two audatnird millions, held atelight- 
ly lower prices than Jast year. : 

Milech cows inake an aggregate of nearly six- 
teen millions. The increase is general, being 
shared quite liberally this year by the East and 
fouth. Prices, in sympathy with values of 
other cattle, show a slight decline as compared 
wita those of last year. 

The numbers of other cattle continue to in- 
crease, While the prices have fallen in stilllarger 
ratio during the year. The numbers as estimat- 
ed exeeed thirty-six millions, an increase of 
between ten and sleven millions since i880, 
which is larger than the ratio of numbers to 
population. 

Anincrease of about 4 per cent. in numbers 
of sheep 1s indicated. The lowest average 
cori Was reportedin 1886. lmprovement has 
wen gradual since, with some acceleration 
daurivg the past year as a result of zreater con- 
fidence of growsrs in holding the American 
market for wool. 

The increase in swine has been 
to advance in population. The average price 
has declined, asin the case of all other kinds 
of farm animals, sheep alone excepted.

His RING—WHO STRUCK HIM? 


Jemes Delafield Treuor, an old journalist and 
literary man, who for a year past has been om- 
picyed as seoretary end correspondent by Mr. 
Witiam Schaus, picture dealer at Fifth-avenue 
and Twenty-tifth-street, died yosterday morn- 
ing at his residencs, 41 East Nineteenth-strest, 
from a fracture of the skull, the result of vio- 
lence at the hands of some ruffians ag yet un- 
discovered. The case is involved tn a great 
deal of mystery. It is evident that Trenor, 
while on his way home late on Sunday night, 
was assaulted by some one who endeavored to 
rob him, and who sirack him on the head with 
n heavy blunt instrument, cutting his head 
ppen and fracturing his skull. Dazed aud 
bleeding, he made his way home, and died with- 
out having been able to explain the manuer in 
which he reeeived his injuries or give eny in- 
formation that would serve as a ¢lus to his 
assailants. 

Trenor was unmarried, and for the past six 
months occupied a room in the boarding house 
of Mrs. Cahn, 41 East Nineteenth-street. For 
some months his habits had not been regular. 
He went home on Sunday evening at about 6 
o'clock under the influence of liquor, went up 
to his room, and remained there until about 10 
o'clock, when he went out. Where he spent the 
night has not yet been discovered. At 1 o’clock 
yesterday morning a load ringing of the front 
door bell aroused the inmates of the boarding 
house. A servant girl responded to the sum- 
mons and saw Lrenor standing on the stoop. 
His head, face, and hands were literally covered 
with blood which had poured down his face and 
beard and over his clothes trom a gash in his 
bead. He staggered into the vestibule. and 
thence was assisted to hisroom by the landlady 
and some of the boarders. Dr. George V. Foa- 
tor was calied to attend the wounded man. The 
doctor found a ceep cut on the left side of the 
head extending from near the crown nearly t6 
the left eye. 

Trenor, while not unconscious, was not ra- 
tional, and could make no statement in relation 
to the manner in whioh he had received his in- 
juries. He, however, was understood to say 
thas he had been assaulted in Forty-eighth- 
street by ruffians. He repeatedly said that 
while walking peaceably along the street he 
Was assaulted by rutiians. When closely ques- 
tioned he mutterea: “I'll explain 1t all to-mor- 
row.” Several times during his mutterings he 
said that he wanted Inspector Byrnes to be 
asked to avenve him. When asked whether he 
had been robbed he said:.*‘ No, they tried to,” 
and then he woula wander off the subject and 
mutter about other things. Shortly after 6 
o'clock there was a sudden rusb of blood from 
Trenor’s nose, mouth, and ears, and he fell over 
on the pillow dead, 

On the front steps of the house were great 
spots of bloed, and bloud marks were also found 
Ju the basement of the house aud along the 
Ridewalk for aboft torty feet toward Broadway 
mud then back again along Nineteenth-sireet 
toward “ourth-aveaae, and along that avenue 
to Kighveanth-street, where the trace was lost. 
Yhe bivod stains on Niaeteenth-street would 





Indicate that Trenor went along Fourth-avenue 
from Eighteenth-sarreet, turned up Nineteenth- 
Ptreeton his way home, and, on reaching the 


house, went to the basement door, hoping, per- 
haps, to get into the house by that aoor, but, 
hot succeediny, le retraced his steps abd went 


Bome forty feet toward Broadway. Then he 
turned baek to the house and ascended the front 
stoop. When the servant girl opened the front 
door in response bo his ring. Trenor was alone, 
and the girl did not notice any person in the 
Vicinity of the house. 

Jor. Foster said fast evening that he was satis- 
fied thst the ingury which caused Trenor’s 
death was the reanutt of a blow and nota fall. It 
was. blow made witha blunt weapon, such as 
pcinb ora heavy cane, and the blow wust have 
been dealt with territio force to have caused the 
fracture of the sirull. The remains were yester- 
day rersoved to ip undertaker’s shop on Sixth- 
Rfvenuc, where man autopsy will be made by 
Deputy Coroner Jenkins to-day.

have besn assaited in Forty-eighth-street and 
have Walked ail tae way home with the injury 
to his head from which he was s6uffering. It is 
probable that he was assaulted much nearer 
home, and thisjis a wyetery which will test the 
detective ekit, of the oilicers at work on the 
case, 

Trenor was .a native of Bristol, England, and 
was fifty years old. He came to this country in 
1871 and at once engaged in newspaper work, 
He was connected with the Herald for several 
years, and was at one time aasistant city editor 
ef that paper. He Jeft this pesition in 1876, 
and was subsequently connected with the Chi- 
ecaco Sews, and afterward with a newspaper in 
Allegheny City. More recently he engaged in 
reneral literary work, writing articles for news-

WHY THE DISCRIMINATION? 


THIS STORY MAKES IT LOOK AS IF 
THERE WAS A PERSECUTION. 


The Chief of the Bureau of In cumbrances had 
& spasmodic awakening yesterday morning, 
and asaresult his eyes were opened to the 
great evil of allowing trucks to stand in and 
obstruct the public streets. ‘The evil must be 
immediately remedied,” was his edict, and ac- 
cordingly he dispatched a corps of “ unterri- 
fied” assistauts—not to the localities where 
trucks line the street on either side for blooka, 
barely leaving a passageway for the surface 
cars, but against the old-time victims of sim- 


ilar edicts, the large firm of Cowperthwait & 
Co., furniture dealers, of 191 to 205 Park-row. 

There three large furniture trucks were in- 
nocently standing waiting to be loaded, and 
they were promptly coupled together and, 
bearing the “unterrified,’ moved off in 
grand procession to the Corporation Yard. A 
representative of the firm was at once sent to 
the office of the Bureau of Incumbrances at 31 
Chambers-street, and the young man in charge 
was informed that the seizure seriously crip- 
pled the large business of the firm by leaving 
them without the necessary facilities for de- 
livering their goods. But the representative 
was coolly informed, although it was not yet 2 
o’clock, that nothing could be done before the 
following morning at 9:30 v’clock, at whioh 
timea Mr. Cummings would be inand would 
‘tell them where the trucks were in durance Vile. 
This was all the satisfaction obtainable, and 
although the firm were ready and willing to pay 
any fine imposed, although under protest, they 
were forced todo without their property for 
the day. 

** We consider this seizure as a persecution,” 
said arepresentative of the firm yesterday. “We 
are becoming accustomed to being called up and 
fined for obatructing the sidewalks with oases 
of goods awaiting shipment. But how are we 
to deliver our goods without possibly a tem- 
porary obstruction of the streets while engaged 
in loading? We do the best we ¢an, and we 
don't believe in being made the sole sufferers 
under the law relating to obstruction of strecte.”” 

Tue Times has frequently called attention to 
the immediate localities where the Bureau of 
Incumbrances might beneficially commence a 
orusade against street obstruction. In Essex- 
street, for instance, all day Sunday it was al- 
most impossible to get a surface oar through 
the trucks standing in disuse on either side of 
the thoroughfare, and this, the driver intormed 
a TIMES representative, Was & common occur- 
rence. Atl through the east side of the city be- 
low Fourteenth-street the same state of affairs 
existed. as wellas in many localities on the 
west side. Why these violations are suffered to 
pase unnoticed, and large business firms are 
made the victims of the new awakening on the 
part of the offielals, is a question to be con- 
sidered.

TRYING A POLICEMAN FOR MURDER,

SIGHTS AT THE HATCHERY 


METHODS OF FISH OULTURE 
AT COLD SPRING. 
COMMISSIONER BLACKFORD’S GUESTS 
INSPECT THE PONDS AND SEE MANY 

CURIOUS THINGS. 


If the big fat trout inthe ponds at the Cold 
Spring State Hatchery haa known what distin- 
gculshed and sclentiflc gentlemen were peering 
down at them yosterday, undoubtedly they 
would have stood up on their tails and made 
obeisance, but instead they darted away as 
though fearful of harm. They were large trout. 
Some of them would weigh two pounds. The 
people who saw them were a party inoluding 
some of the scientists connected with the 
Brooklyn Institute, invited by Fish Commis- 
sioner Eugene G. Blackford to inspect the Cold 
Spring Hatchery. 

In the party which wont down in a special 
car were Prof. Mickleborough, Prof. Hooper, 
Col. Nicholas Pike, Dr. H. N. Hoople, the Rev. 
J. L. Zabriskié, Secretary Proctor of the Brook- 
lyn Institute, Fish Commissioner Joline, Will- 
jam Berri, Bernard Peters, editor of the Brook- 
lyn Zimes; Gen. W. H. Lyon, Henry Elliott, 
Charles R. Miller, J. G. Dittmar, John Ireland, 
and Peter Cooper Hewitt. The Brooklyn Iusti- 
tute has always taken much interest in the 
fish hatchery, and its members were greatly 
pleased at the opportunity to visit Cold Spring. 

A e@ool wind scattered snowflakes over the 
ponds at intervals during the day, but the 
zoologists did not mindit at all, and, buttoning 
up their overcoats, listened to Superintendent 
Fred Mather’s explanations of fish culture 
and the food that is provided for the beauties, 

Peter Cooper Hewitt, who is as expert at fish 
culture as he is at casting a fly with an eight- 
ounce split bamboo rod, was as enthusiastio 
as the scientists. He even brought down 
a couple of yearling trout In a newspaper, 
hatehed in his own presorve at Ringwood, N. 
J., to show what fine ones they were. Light 
inches was their length, which is remarkable 
for trout of not over a year old. They were 
trophies he could well be proud of. 

‘vhe hatchery at Cold Spring was found in 
excellent condition. Better appointments and 
apparatus for hatching cannot be discovered. 
The new hatchery building is capacious, and is 
fitted up with the latest devices for successful 
tish culture, which nature bas made the site 
specially adapted fur the work. There was 
enough to keep the visitors busy for two or 
three hours, and even then there was not one 
who would not like to pay another visit and 
turther investigate the fry. 

When the eggs are removed from a fish they 
are dropped in a spawning tunnel made of tin, 
with a three-quarter-of-an-inch hole, through 
which the eggs aud milt flow into a pan below. 
The eggs are afterward piaced in trays arranged 
in long troughs, in which the water can be reg- 
ulated by an attend nt. The eggs of tront hatch, 
according to the temperature, in from forty to 
seventy days. The little tiny bits of life still 
retain the yolk sack which serves to furnish 
nutriment. This is finally absorbed, and then 
the fry are ready toreceive a bit of prepared 
food. Mussels or the bodies of clams are ground 
up and little specks of the mixture are readily 
seized by the littie fish. Sometimes a sort of 
paste is made for them. 

At this early stage the fry look like micro- 
scopic comets—all eyes, with a tail attached. 
They are lively little fellows, though, and yes- 
terday the visitors saw them swept around in 
little whirlpools of water, even when carrying 
the yolk sack with them. ‘hey do not mind it, 
however, and apparently enjoy being swayed 
around in the eurrent. Ina day or two after 
the absorption of the sack they manifest great 
activity, and switch their minute caudal ex- 
tremities constantly. When they reach this 
stage they are ready to be set loose in the ponds 
and rivers. 

The eges are spread on trays while awaiting 
their hatening and require a good deal of care 
and watohing, Every day they are carefully 
inspected, and with a pair of tweezers the dead 
eggs are wicked out. If the dead ones, which 
are readily discernible trom their having 
turned a chalky white, zre allowed to remain, 
the others will soon be contaminated. The 
healthy eggs look like light-colored beads. 

Pulling out small vials, the professors from 
the Brooklyn Institute followed after the at- 
tendants who were sorting out the trays and 
examined the newly-hatched fry in order to 
secure specimens upon which fungus was 
found. They procured several auch prizes. 
Others carried away fry to put under their 
microscopes, In every stage the young fish 
were found, from an egg toa big tour-pound 
brouk trout inatank. He isa beauty, and a 
brown troutof the same size was also much 
admired. Besides the fry there were some 
curious freaks to be seen. 

Superintendent Mathers museum does not 
take up much room, sna he has not applied for 
an appropriation ou its account as yet, butin 
the little glass vessels which comprise it he has 
Siamese twins ard double-headed and varieusly 
minalformed tish. 

At present in the Cold Spring Hatehery are 
brook trout fry to the number of 78,000; bro@n 
trout, 30,000, and lake trout, 475,000; Looh 
Leven trout eggs, 30,000; salmon eggs, 40,000; 
saibling eggs, 4,000; Alpine Lake trout eggs, 
8,000. During the year 1,700,000 tomcod fry 
were turned loose in Cold Spring Harbor and 
500,000 1n Huntington Harbor. 

The salmon eggs come from Bucksport, Me., 
and are furnished by the United States Fish 
Commission. After being hatcned out at Cold 
Spring they are placed in the Hudson. The 
salmon stocking of the Hudson had been one 
of Fred Mather’s pet schemes, and the resuit 
ot his work has been satisfactory. Over five 
hundred were taken from the river last Spring 
and Summer. ‘his year he is going to putin 
540,000 more fry. They are sent in cans to 
the streams comprising the headwaters of the 
river aud are there deposited. As before the 
firat fry were put in the river not a salmon wus 
ever heard of from the Hudson, the goed re- 
sults of fish stoekipg have been fully proved. 
The biggest salmon caught in the Hudson 
weigheu tweuty-six pounds. 

Hatching fish, wMle requiring great care, is 
being done so successfully at Cold Spring that 
5 per cent. only of the eggs and fry is lost It 
is here that the great advantages of artificial 
fish culture are to be found. The young are 
kept from allenemies which destroy willions 
of spawnin the streams, while the percentage 
of eges hatched is very much larger than in the 
pouus and rivers. 

This seasun the trout eggs have been hatched 
unusually — at Cold Spring, owing to the 
wild Winter. Inthe streams the same thing 
has been noticed. Superintendent Mather, in 
speaking of the subject as affecting future fish- 
ing, said that, if anything, it would make it bet- 
ter. AS a rule, Nature pretty evenly balanced 
all conditions, and if the eggs hatched early 
the enemies and destruetive forees did not gain 
avy advantage. An open Winter meant more 
food in tue streams and a better chance for the 
survival of fry. 

The gueste of the Fish Commissioners were 
much interested in the tomceds. The tomcod 
is not a gaine fish, but fried in butter he is 
toothsome. A tank full of infant cods was seen 
yesterday. Tney were about an eighth of an 
inch long, almost transparent, and as thin as a 
White thread. Yet they were swimming about 
as happy as tomcods can be. These mites are 
turned into the Sound at Cold Spring. Last 
Fall lots of them were caught there and they 
fairly lined the shore, as the result of previous 
stocking. ‘They are hatched iu salt water, Dut 
Mr. Mather found the other day that fresh 
water would also do. 

Another interesting fish that has recently 
been hatched at Cold Spring is the golden ide. 
Itis something like a goldfish in color, though 
it grows to nearly the seize ofa shad. It comes 
from Germany, The fish brought over apawned 
in a little pond 20 feet in diameter and 18 inches 
deep, supplied with just enough water to re- 
place loss by evaporation. 

Enemies to the fish are of course found at 
Cold Spring. A big fight against tne eels whieh 
worked into the ponds from Long Island 
sound resulted in viotory for Superintendent 
Mather, who got the best of them by lining his 
ponds with hemlock. One of the Brooklyn In- 
stitute professors told of a mosquito that haa 
bored his way through an ash slab, but Mr. 
Mather has not yet discovered an eel that bas 
worked through bis hemlock planks. The eels 
sometimes in wet weather work over the slip- 
pery grass to the ponds, but are unable te bury 
ew beneath the hemlock, and are easily 

iscerned. Mr. Mather’s breech-loader attends 
to the kingfishera. 

After a substantial luncheon "at Superintend- 
ent Mather’s house the visiting delegation could 
not resist organizing a meeting, with Bernard 
Peters as Chairman, and testifying, in resoiu- 
tions, to theirenjoyment of the visit, and ex- 
prs their thanks to Mr. Blackford and Mr. 

father for their kindness and hospitality. Mr, 
Biackford, in replying, said that the Cold 
Spring Hatchery was not yet what the Fish 
Commissioners wished it to be. More ponds 
must be compicted and new tacilities added. It 
was the idea of the commission that the culture 
of fish should be of those varieties whieh are 
bestin the pan. He called attention to the ex- 
cellent results gained in placing shaa-fry in the 
Hudson. In the old days it used to be de- 
clared that two shad only cost ao quarter 
of a dollar. Last Spring shad were so abun- 
dant ond consequently so cheap that it could 
be truthfully stated that a return to the old 
days as regards shad had been accomplished. 
The catch of shadin the Hudson last year was 
1,508,548. 

The visitors to Cold Spring, returning to the 
city in the afternoon, expressed themselves 
much pleased with their trip.

Mrs. Schaffner is a self-constituted philanthro- 
pist, who has devoted herself and her fortune, 
from a sense of duty, to the amelioration of the 
condition of the impecunious unfortunates who 
have been committed, through circumstances 
beyond their control, to the City Prison. She 
is a woman of benevolent appearance, 
past middle age, and possessed of abundant 
means in her own rignt. For the past five 
years she has prosecuted her charitable/work 
unfalteringly, and in that interval she has been 
instramental in relieving many cases of gen- 
uine distress. 

Mrs. Schaifner makes a daily tour of the 
Tombs Prison, and whenever she discovers a 
prisoner who is friendless, and who upon ver- 
sonal investigation she is convinced isinnocent 
of crime, she interests herself in providing bail 
and counsel for the acoused, becoming respon- 
sivle therefor or defraying the expenses per- 
sovally. Sheisa familiar figure in the courts 
and the District Attorney’s office, and in the 
latter she is afforded every reasonabie assist- 
ance in prosecuting her benevolent mission. 

She is esteemed by the prosecuting and pris- 
on officials as a thoroughly good woman. Her 
intuition as to the innocence of an accused 
person is said to be uncommon, and in the five 
years in which she has been engaged in de- 
friending friendless prisoners she has never 
failed to secure an acquittal or a discharge on 
the werits of the case. She gives her individu- 
al attention to every case, is daunted by no 
hardship, deterred by no fear of loss, nor 
prompted by any hope of gain. She kuows no 
motive, no dictation, but the love of suffering 
humaauity.

OCEAN VESSELS INTERCEPTED BY FLOAT- 
ING PACK ICE AND BERGS, 


The incoming steamships continue to report 
meeting with great fields of ice and icebergs off 
the Banks of Newfoundland. Capt. Stenger of 
the steamship Amsterdam of the Netherlands- 
American Line, from Amsterdam, says that on 
Feb, 5, betweon latitude 46° 6’, longitude 46° 
46’, and latitude 43° 45’, longitude 48° 15’, 
he passed a large field of heavy pack ice, among 
which Were six very large icebergs. On thea 
same day, about six miles north of the ice, 
Capt. Stenger spoke the bark Olivier, Capt. 
Emery, seventy-tive days out from St. John, N. 
B., and bound for Dublin. 

The bark had been in the iee thirty hoars, 
auring which time her hull had been damaged 
and a small portion of the stern had beer car- 
ried away. She was leaking alightly in conse- 
quence, but was notin danger. Her provisions 
had run short, and Capt. Stenger sent a fresh 
supply on board. Capt. Emery said that he re- 
quired no further assistance and proceeded on 
his voyage. 

Capt. Weiss of the steamship Exeter City, 
which arrived from Bristol, reports that he fell 
in with field ice in latitude 45° 20’ and lengitude 
48° 13’, and that he was obliged to skirt along 
this 174 miles to the southward before he was 
able to sail his course in clear water. A large 
berg was seen before coming upon the fields, 
and another was passed after clearing them. 
a wa small berge were seen among the 

elds. 


Capt. Atkin of the steamship Douro, from 
Hull, says that he had a stormy voyage of twan- 
ty-three days. A heavy sea boarded the ship 
op Jxn. 29 and carried away one of the boats 
and a portion of the deck rails. In the neigh- 
borhood of the Banks the Douro he passed sev- 
eral icebergs and large quantities of field ice. 

Cupt. Schroeder of the steamship Polaria, 
which arrived last evening from Swinemiinds 
and Havre, reports that the ship was caught in 
a hurricane in the English Channel on Jan. 23 
off Havre, aud was unable to geta pilot. The 
shipremained hove to off Havre until the fol- 
lowing day, when she succeeded in entering 
port. When off the Banks of Newfoundland the 
Polaria sighted a number of icebergs and quan- 
tities of fleld ice. The bergs were from 100 to 
300 feet high, and from 300 to 400 feet long. 
One of the 1ce fields was 25 miles in length. 

Some little uneasiness had been felt about the 
steamship Amalfi, which lett Hamburg for this 
port on Jan. 16. A dispatch from Halifax an- 


nounces that the overdue vessel arrived there 
on Sunday.

PURSUED HIM. 





SO MICHAEL DENNERLEIN SHOT HIM- 
SELF THROUGH THE HEAD. 


Michael Dennerlein, a German passementeria 
maker, thirty years old, committed suicide 
yesterday morning in his apartments on the 
top floor of the tenement house 201 East One 
Hundred and Eighth-street, by shooting him- 
self in the head with a revolver. He was un- 
married and lived with his brother, who keeps 
&@ shoe store on Third-avenue, and whois also a 
bachelor. 


There is a strange history of suicide in the 
family. The Dennerleins are Bavurians. Be- 
fore the brothers came to this country a sister 
committed suicide by hanging herself, and their 
father was found drowned in a pond. After 
his death the three sons came to tuis country. 
One went to San Francisco, and is doing well. 
Michae) and his brother Anton remained In this 
city. Anton opened a shoemaker’s shop and 
has prospered. 

Michael, who always was of a surly and 
Morove disposition, seemed pursued by evil 
fertune. He got employmentin several shops 
in this city, but, owing to his ugly disposition 
and his refusal to join the trades union, he was 
in constant turmoil with his fellow-workmen, 
and he could not retain any situation that he 
obtained, The last shop he worked at was in 
Seventh-avenue, near Thirtieth-street, and on 
Saturday last he came home and told his brother 
that he had been discharged. 





AGAINST MARION MANOLA., 

Justice Patterson of the Supreme Court yester- 
day rendered his decision on the application of 
Col. John A. MeCaull for an injunction to re- 
Strain Miss Marion Manola from singing for 
John Stetson. He grants the injunction. As to 
the conflicting statements of Mme. Cottrelly 
and Miss Manola as to the cause of the latter’s 
leaving the McCaull Opera Company at Chicago 
on Dee. 31 last, the Justice is impressed with 


the sineerity of Mme. Cottrelly’s account, and 
concludes that she is borne out by the letter 
written by Miss Manola to her after leaving 
the company. The plaintiff is liable to suffer 
considerable damage by the loss of Miss 
Manola’s services, tor the reason that her place 
cannot be easily filled at this season, when all 
artists of merit are under engagement, 

As to Miss Manola's claim that the support 
of herself and her child would be endangered 
by the injunction, Justice Patterson saya it is 
without foundation, as the’ plaintiffis willing 
and anxious for her to complete her engage- 
ment at $150 per week, and it will be her own 
fault if she finds herself without support. 

Miss Manola claimed that sbe had been driven 
from the McCaull company by cruel and in- 
human treatment at the hands of Mme. Cot- 
trelly, but the Justice declines to take that 
view of the matter. 





FIRE IN THE GRAND CENTRAL HOTEL. 

Engine No. 33 rolled out of its quarters at 
33 Great Jones-strect yesterday afternoon to 
answer a siill alarm of fire at the Grand Central 
Hotel, and Capt. Bermingham found the 
wainscoting on fire in a little room in the 
rear of the bar cigarstand. A summons was 
sent by special call for Hook and Ladaer No, 
20, and the walls and ceiling in the netghbor- 
hood of the fire were torn down or cut out 
without getting at the source of the fire, and 
Chief Bonner had a reguiar alarm turned in. 
It was an hour and a half before everything 
Was considered safe, but the damage can be re- 
} rede for $450. How the fire started was not 

iscovered. Where it was first seen was over 
the entrance to the girls’ dormitory, and this is 
over the elevator engine. 

The outbreak could not have been ina more 
dangerous spot, as it is close to the elevator 
shaft, up whieh, owing to the height of the 
building, is always a tremendunous current of 
air. Had the fire broken out at night itis 
probable that the hotel would have been 
destroyed. Some of the guests and servants 
were alarmed, and the elevator was not runo 
from the time the fire was discovered until it 
was declared out. 





LOOMIS ASKS FOR AN INVESTIGATION, 

Street-Cleaning Commissioner Loomis sent a 
request to the Commissioners of Accounts yes- 
terday that they maxe an examination of nis 
department as soon aS possible. This was 


brought about by the publication of the rumors 
to the effect that irregnlaritices had been un- 
earthed. Mr. Loomis dentes that there is any- 
thing wrong. Nevertheless, an investigation 
may show that tke present system of paying off 
the men is cumbersome and perhaps noid quite 
as safeas it might be. Commissioner of Ac- 
counts Barker said that work would be begun 
in the Street-Cleaning Department as soon as 
possible. 

Mr. Loomis will abolish the present system of 
cleaning the streets within a few days and sub- 
stitute therefor the contract system. Speoifi- 
cations were sent to the Corporation Counsel’s 
office yesterday. When they are approved bids 
will be advertised for. The district below Four- 
teenth-street will be the first to be let to a con- 
tractor. ; 

The change is a return to the system whieh 
was abolished by Commissioner Coleman.

THE DUTY ON RUBBER. 





THE PARA GOVERNMENT EXPLAINS WHY 
IT WAS REPEALED. 


Brazilian newspapers received by Charles R. 
Flint & Co. by the steamship Portuense on Sun- 
day contain the fall text of the decree of the 
Para Government revoking the imposition of 
an export duty of 20 reis onevery kilogram of 
rubber. It is as follows: 


The Governor of the Confederate State of Para, 
by virtue of the powers conferred upon him by de- 
cree of the provisional Governnmeut of the United 
States of Brazil, andin compliance with the peti- 
tion which was presented to him, dated the léth of 
the preseot month, by alinost all the rubver receiv- 
ers of this city: 

Cousidering that the duty of 20 reis per kilogram 
on rubber produced in this State and payable at the 
time of exportation was created at the request of 
said receivers with a view to averting a financial 
crisis wherein, through depreciation, vur principal 
product would be sacrificed. 

Considering that in acceding to this request and 
in ostablishing the duty without any definite time, 
the Government has reserved to itaelf the rmght of 
ascertaining its effect by experience, and to pro- 
ceed as way be most in accord with our commercial 
interests; 

Considering that, although it was not odious, as it 
was payable by those who asked for it, the duty, 
nevertheless, did not produce the desired results, 
as is stated by the very persons interested in said 
petition, from the fact that the Mercantile Com- 
pany of Para does not possess sufficient capital to 
carry on ——- which, by increasing the value 
of the product, would form a compensation for the 
assistance resulting from the duty; 

Considering that the economical reason for cre- 
ating said duty has now ceased to exist, decrees 

Article I, The duty of 20 reis placed upon every 
kilogram of rubber of this State, created by Decree 


No. Gof the 12th of December, 18389, is hereby 
abolished. 
Article II. The amounts received, proceeding 


from said duty, shall be refunded to the respective 
contributors. 

Article III. All contrary provisions are revoked.

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FIGURING UP THE NATION 


HOW THE OOMING CENSUS 
WILL BE TAKEN, 
IT WILL BE AN ENORMOUS UNDERTAKING 
AND WILL COST A PRETTY PENNY— 
DIVIDING THE WORK. 


A large proportion of the 175 Supervisors of 
bhe eleventh census provided for in the act of 
Congress has been appointed, and Superin- 
tendent Porter has instructed them in relation 
to their most important duties and devised 
plans for the subdivision of their respective dis- 
tricts into enumeration districts. The taking 
of this census of the population, wealth, and 
industry of tne United States will bexin on 
Monday, June 2, and will be closeaso far as the 
process of enumeration is concerned within 
fifteen days in cities and towns and within 
thirty days in rural communities. 

The country has been divided into 175 dis- 
tricts, for each of,which a Supervisor has been 
Appointed, who in turn has subdivided his dis- 
trict into sections, each of which coutains, as 
nearly as possible, 4,000 inhabitants, according 
to the figures of the last census. For each of 
these an enumerator is appointed, and there 
will probably be 40,000 of these assigned to as 
many subdivisions. 

The results of this census will be printed in 
thirteen volumes. The first volume will be de- 
voted to population; the second to vital and 
mortality statistic anc physical conditions; the 
third to education, religion, pauperism, and 
crime; the fourth to trade and professions; tbe 
fifth to the survivors of the war; the sixth to 
Wealth, taxation, and public indebtedness; the 
Sevenin to the indebtedness of business cor- 
porations and individuals, including mortgages; 
the eighth to agricultural statistics; the ninth 
to Manufactures; the tenth to mines and min- 
ing; the eleventh to fish and fisheries; the 
tweifth to railroads, pavigation, telegraph, 
and telephone, and the thirteenth to insurance. 

The first census of the United States, taken in 
1790, is contained in a volume of fifty-two pages, 
and its cost was only $25,000. Congress has 
appropriated $6,400,000 tor the expense of 
taking this census, exclusive of the cost of 
vrinting. The total population enumerated 

0O years ago by not very exact methods was 
something Jess than 4,000,000. The tenth cen- 
8us of the United States, taken in 1880, showed 
@ population of over 50,000,000. It has been 
estimated by competent authority that the 
presept enumeration would indicate a gain of 
something more than 15,000,000 within the last 
ten years. 

The machinery for taking the census is con- 
tred in Washington, andis exceedingly com- 
plex in character. In the first place, Superin 
tendent Porter has anumber of chief lieuten 
anta, to whom is intrusted the especial charge 
ofthe principal divisions of the work. The 
chiefs of important divisions are: Dr. John &. 
Billings, Chief of Vital Statistics, a surgeon of 
the army, known throughout the world for his 
accurate knowledge and scientific attainments; 
the geographer of the census, Henry Emmett, 
who has the advantage of the experience he ac- 
quired in the performance of thesame duties 





in 1880; the statistician of population, 
William C. Hunt, who has already made a 
reputation through his tabulation of the 


returns of the Massachusetts Sensus in 1885; 
the chief of the division of manufactures, 
Frank R. Williams of Louisiana, who was in 
control of the same department ten years ago: 
the expert on transportation, Prof. Henry C. 
Adams, who is also the statistician of the Inter- 
Btate Commerce Commission and a lecturer on 
po.itical economy in the University of Michi- 
gan, Cornell, and Johns Dopkins; and in charge 
of mines and mining, Dr. Davia P. Day, who is 
connected with the United States Geological 
ee * 

In addition to these chiefs of division there 
are employed as special agents, to assist in the 
collection of statistics of manufacture, Henry 
Bower of Philadelphia, for the chemical indus- 
try; Edward Stanwood of Boston, cotton; 8. 
N. D. North of Boston, wool, newspapers, and 
periodicals; Henry T. Cook, Newark, N. J., clay 
and pottery, and Henry ©. Teft, Arkansas, ship- 
building, xperts, under the division of mines 
and mining, are Jobn H. Jones of Philadelphia, 
anthracite; Charies H. Ashburton of Pittsburg, 
bituminous coals; John Birkinbine of Phila- 
iron ore; Dr. William TT. Day, 
Philadelphia, structural materials; Joseph Db. 
Weeks of Pittsburg, natural gas, petroleum, 
coke, and glass; Henry Kirchott, Jr., of New- 
York, copper, lead, and zinc, Statistics of 
churches are under the especial care of Dr. 
Henry K. Carroll, the editor of the New-York 
independent. Facts in relation to tish and tish- 
eries will be collected by Capt. Joseph W. Col- 
lins and Prof. Charies W. Smiley. Local in- 
deptedness will be the study of T. Campbell Cope- 
land, while national and State indebtedness will 
be intrusted to J. K. Upton, who was formerly 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. The mere 
enumeration of these commanders of divisions, 
with the suggestion it conveys of the horde of 
facts which must be sorted in orderly array, 
gives some hint of the vast expanse and 
pompreheusive nature of this the centennial 
census. 

In the performance of the necessary work 
there will be consumed tons upon tons of 
paper. Every enumerator will use two postal 
cards daily next June in making his report, 
sending one to his district Supervisor and one 
to Washington, which means 80,000 postal 
cardsaday. Of one schedule alone—the family 
schedule—200,000,00U wiil be used, enough to 
fill a room 10x feet long by 38 feet wide and 12 
feet high. Tons of cardboard also will be con- 
sumed for classification and counting, a work, 
hy the way, which is to be periormed by 
electrical machines, the invention of a Mr. 
Hollerith The work of an enumerator is 
by no means an easy one, and any one who has 
undertaken it under the impression that he will 
have an easy time next Juue will find that he 
has been mistaken. Many men ten years ago 
committed this errorand were so appalled when 
they received their books of instructions that 
5,000 of them resigned. Under the present law 
any enumerator who has accepted an appoint- 
Inent is compelled to tinish his work, andif he 


‘refuses s0 to do without giving a reason satis- 


factory to the Superintendent he may be fined 
and imprisoned. . 

The enumerator as arule comes into direct 
contact with only about one in seven of the 
population. He carries with him scaedules of 
population of agriculture, of manufacture, of 
wortality and vital statistics, and schedules 
relating to the deaf, blind, the insane, and 
criminal At the close of every day’s labor he 
must, as has been said, report by postal card to 
the Supervisor and to Superintendent Porter. 
He will meet with <= f curious expe- 
riences, and his most useful faculty will be 
tact. Every citizen is compelled to answer 
his questions or pay a fine of $100. An im- 
provement this year over the former methods 
of taking the census has been the distribution, 
in advance, of several millions of family 
schedules, so that the enumerator at many 
points will find it already tillea out, and so will 
be greatly facilitated in his work. 

Itis a curious fact, as shown by the last 
census, and in fact by all, that while there are 
perhaps 1,500,000 wemen of the age of twenty- 
nineor thirty-nine, or forty-nine, there will only 
be about 60,000 of the age of thirty or forty or 
itty. The inference is irresistible; they do not 
like to acknowledge having turned the corner 
of a decade. It would of course be unreason- 
able to presume that once in every ten years 
there is such an alarming decrease in the birth 
of girl babies. . 

Another difficulty which the enumerators will 
encounter is the collection of statistics of what 
ure called the defective classes—those who are 
deaf, blind, and idiots. Ten years ago the ques- 
tion was put before the head of a family in 
Italy, *‘Are there any deaf, dumb, idiots, or 
blind in your house?” ‘This was often con- 
strued as offensive, and tended to increase tbe 
difficulty in ascertaining the true facts. This 
year the enumerators have all been instructed 
to ask at each house: ‘Is the speech all right, 
is the hearing perfect, is the mind correct, can 
everybody see?” The census, too, instead of 
calling these classes “dependent, defective 
and delinquent,” will call them *‘special,” an 
will not class them with criminals. 

Anespecial feature of the census will bea 
separate enumeration of veterans and their 
widows, which of itself is a gigantic task, but it 
is hoped the result will be a great aid tothe 
Penson Bureau. The list of names of all the 
veterans in the land will make a large volume, 
for in the State of Wisconsin alone the returns 
of soldiers, sailors, and their widows madea 
pook three inches thick. 

The cost of taking, tabulating, and printing 
the census will be very great, but it_is impos- 
sible as yet to say just how great. The chicf 
item of the expense, of course, is the pay of 
the enumerators, which in 1880 exceeded 
$3,000,000, and this year will doubtless be 
more than $4,000,000. In special cases the 
enumerator may be paid by the day, not to 


exceed $6. The great body of enumer- 
ators will be paid as follows: For ev- 
ery living person, 2 cents; for every

Mk. JESUP IS PRESIDENT. 


RESULTS OF THE STATE FORESTRY 
ASSOCIATION’S ELECTION. 


The State Forestry Association met for re- 
organization at Columbia College yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock. There was a good at- 
tendance. Judge Warren Higley was elected 
temporary Chairman. Vice President Clinton 
L. Meriam of the old association presented his 
resignation of that position in the interest of 
the new order of things, which he was in favor 
of introducing. He said that he understood 
Morris K. Jesup would accept the Presidency, 
and suggested Mr. Jesup’s election. 

Mr. Meriam thought the time had come for a 
revival of the association. There was no longer 
any danger of a conflict with the State Forestry 
Commission or any apprehension of an inten- 
tion to interfere with or to coerce the State 


officials. A change of feeling had been going 
on even in the Adirondacks. Whon the move- 
ment was begun there were none so hotin 
opposition to its objects as the lumbermen., 
Many or them said they owned their land; the 
trees were theirs; they would do what they 
liked with them, But at last some of the most 
progressive of them were persuaded that it was 
in their interest to see thatno trees were cut 
down that were less than ten inches in diam- 
eter. They found that by following this course 
they could get a new crop every ten or firteen 
years. Now some of then were among the 
most active and most efficient foresters. 

Judge Higley sent to the Secretary and had 
read letters from gentlemen who had been 
consulted with reference to the use of their 
names on the list of Vice Presidents. War- 
ner Miller, K. Adams, President of Cor- 
nell University, and Willard A. Cobb wrote 
expressing their indorsement of the objects of 
the association and agreeing to accept the 
oftices offered them. It was also announced 
that the following gentlemen bad also agreed 
to act as Vice Presidents: Grover Cleveland, 
George William Curtis, Carl Schurz, Bishop 
Doane, Prof. John 8 Newberry, D. Willis James, 
Warren Higley, Ellis H. Roberts, Clinton L. 
Meriam, Gen. Egbert L. Viele, the Rev. Dr. 
Richard 8, Storrs, Seth Low, President of Co- 
lumbia College, and Harrison FE. Webster. 

The subject of a new constitution was then 
takon up. A draft of a constitution was pre- 
sented by the committee appointed at the last 
session. It was debated article by article, but 
was not passed upon as a whole because the 
changes in the document were so inaterial that 
it was impossible to getu new dra(t in form to 
act upon. 

Informally the constitution was agreed upon. 
It differs from the old constitution in giving 
more power to the Executive Committee and 
in making it tomy for any five members to 
secure the callingof aspecial meeting by notify- 
ing the President of their desire. Mr. Meriam 
was in favor of one Vice President for each 
county in the State. He said there were very 
many men who would not work so well under 
any other stimulus as that of being officers. 
He also wanted to enlist the active assistance 
ofthe women of the State by giving them a 
representation on the Board of Ollicers. The 
former proposition was voted down. ‘The latter 
Was generally indorsed. Judge Higley said 
that Mrs. Croly (Jennie June) had consented to 
become ono of the association’s officers.

SCHWAHNS NBEUTRALIZER. 





AN INVENTION WHICH RE DECLARES 


WILE. REVOLUTIONIZE WARFARE. 


A revolution in the use of explosives is what 
is promised by Henry F. Schwahn,a German 
inventor living at 408 West Thirty-eighth-street, 
witha wife and elght little Schwahns. Abso- 
lute immunity from danger in manufacture and 
transportation is what he Glaims. Even ex- 
plosive gelatine, or nitro-glycerine, the most 


dangerous substance known, he says he is able 
to neutralize so that it can be used in warfare. 
The inventor invited a TIMES reporter to his 
home yesterday. The inventor gave him a seat 
beside the window, on the ledge of which was 
a small bottle. 

“It is nitro-glycerine,”’ he explained. “TI 
keep it ouside because itis too warm here. A 
temperature of 45° would explode it. 

“ Now,’ continued Mr. Schwann, ‘I'll show 
you my secret.” Before the reporter had time 
to run the inventor had thrown open the win- 
dow and brought the half-ounce bottle of nitro- 
glycerine into the warm room. ‘A temperature 
of 45° would explode it,” he said, ‘but before 
it gets that warin [ just mix it with twenty per 
cent. of this neutralizer, and pow a child could 
play with it.’ Ashe spoke he mixed the ex- 
plosive with hig “neutralizer.” To show that 
his nitro-glycerine was ‘* neutralized” he poured 
some of it into a saucer and touched a lighted 
match to it. <A blue flame arose, like that from 
burning alcohol, but there was no explosion, 

“That,” said the inventor, ‘‘is the secret I 
have discovered after fifteen years. Others 
have labored in vain to tind a neutralizer for 
explosive gelatine or _ nitro-glycerine. 1 am 
ready to prove my ability to use it safely in 
high-power guns and projectiles of ali kinds. 
But to neutralize itis only to render 1t barm- 
less, and therefore useless. The other problem 
is toinstantly restore its destructive power. 
Vil show you how that is done.” 

Taking asmall quantity of the neutralized 
nitro-glycerine, he poured a Lttle cold water 
upon it, and immediately the explosive and the 
neutralizer separated as does oil from water. 

“The neutralization,” he said, ‘* has not weak- 
epved but strengthened the explosive. A nation 
that could use explosive gelatine in projectiles,” 
continued the inventor, ‘‘would be invincible 
with a very smail armament. Authorities on 
warfare agree that to discover a means of util- 
izing this terrible explosive would be to revolu- 
tionize warfare. Here is how I can apply my 
invention. Ican fill an ordinary shell with it, 
neutralized with the substance J just used. No 
concussion or heat would then explode it 
Through the centre of the shell will bea thin 
tube containing water. When the shell strikes, 
the water tube will be exploded by an ordinary 
shell cap, the released water will kili the neu- 
tralization, and the gelatine will explode as 
though it had never been neutralized. 

“In a fewdays I have an appointment to 
show my Invention to a body of army and navy 
representatives.” 





MR. SCHEPP’S LOSSES, 





THE COLOMBIAN TROUBLES HAVE COST

Mr. Schepp said yesterday that the schooner 
George W. Whitford, which he sent out with 
arms on board iu order to protect the crew, if 
necessary, in trading with the San Blas Indians, 
was pow on her way from Colon to this port. 
Her Captain had been unable to secure a 
license to trade along the San Blas coast. Mr. 
Sehepp hupes to induce the United States Gov- 
ernment to compel the Colombians to make 
good his losses owing to the unjust discrimina- 
tlon against Amerioan vessels trading with San 
Blas. 

The correspondence between Mr. Schepp and 
the Colombian Vice Consul here in regard to 
the echooner Whitford seems to give hima 
strong case. He says tnat he has lost about 
$50,000 owing to the action of the Colombians,

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IMPROVING THE MILITIA 


GEN. WINGATH ON THE 

CENT OUNVENTION,. 

THE FUTURE OF THE NATIONAL GUARD 

AND ITS RELATION TO THE REGU- 
LAR SERVICE DISCUSSED. 


Gen. George W. Wingate, President of the 
National Guard Association of the United 
States, speaks hopefully of the likelihood 
that the recommendations of Adjt. Gen. 
Kelton, looking to the greater eftliciency of the 
militia and the establishing of closer relations 
between the regular and volunteer services 
would be favorably accepted by Congress and 
enacted into law. 

“The deliberations of the recent convention 
in Washington,” said Gen. Wingate, ‘were 
occupied almost wholly with what is known as 
‘the Henderson bill,’ prepared by the Adjutant 
Geueral of the army for the improvement of 
the militia, This bill, briefly, provides that the 
obsolete legislation now contained in the United 
States Revised Statutes in regard to the militia 
shall be repealed, and that the present appro- 
priation of $400,000 per annum for the develop- 
ment of the militia system shall be increased to 
at least $1,000,000, and that the National 
Guard may draw it in army supplies of all 
kinds. In addition, the State may purchase 
from the army anything which it makes, at the 
price at which it 1s liste for issue, 

‘* It also provides that regular olfticers shall be 
detailed to inspect the National Guard of each 
State, soasto inform the Government of its 
condition; that any Governor or Brigade or 
Division Commander may apply to the Secre- 
tary of War to have a regular officer detailed on 


the staff of the applicant, such officer to hold 
his position at the pleasure of the oflicer to 
whom he is detailed and of the Secretary of 
War, and that regular officers may be detailed 
to any camp of the National Guard at the re- 
quest of the Governor, to act as instructor and 
to perform such duty as the Governor of the 
State may direct. 

“fhe bill further provides, and this is one of 
its chief features, tor the acceptance by the Pres- 
ident, not to exceed 5,000 in any one year, of 
volunteers from the National Guard, to partici- 
pate in the annua! practice Mancwuvers of the 
arwy, and also for other military duty. 

* All the provisions in regard tothe connec- 
tion between the regular officers and the Na- 
tional Guard is made permissive, so as to leave 
it to the discretion of the Governor and com- 
manuding officers whether they willor will not 
ask tor their services. It 1s evident, however, 
that they will be asked for very eagerly from 
the West and South, and to a lesser degree by 
the East. 

“In the convention just closed, which was 
the sixth meeting of the association, twenty- 
seven States, three Territories, and the District 
of Columbia were represented by their leading 
National Guard officers, in most instances the 
State delegation being headed by ita Adjutant 
General. In the delegations from California, 
Louisiana, and Tennessee a member of Con- 
gress from those States was included. 

“The stature of some of the more prominent 
delegates was noticeable, Adjt. Gen. Hastings 
of Pennsylvania or Johnstown fiood fame, Col. 
Robertson of South Carolina, and Gen. Glenn 
of North Carolina, for example, +tanding eaca 
about 6 feet 4, while Gen. Dabney H. Maury, 
the celebrated Confederate cavalry leader, one 
ot the Virginia delegates, was much below mid- 
dle size. 

‘* All subjects calling for legisiation were re- 
forred to a special committee consisting of 
Adjt. Gen, Porter of New-York, Adjt. Gen. 
Hastings of Pennsylvania, Adjt. Gen. Jones of 
Alabama, Gen. Ordway of the District of Co-

lumbia, and Col. Rice of Iilinois, This com- 
mittee hela au all-night session on 
Wednesday, which resolved itself into a 


meeting of the Committee of the Whole, 
some fifty additional members of the convention 
attending and participating in the discussion. 
Yhe provisions of the Henderson bill were con- 
sidered at xreat length, and every clause that 
was seriously objected to by any of the dele- 
gates was stricken out or amended, the result 
being an entirely satisfactory bill, which was 
adopted by a unapnimous vote of the convention 
on the following day, as before outlined. 

‘* In discussing the propositions in general con- 
vention on the assumption that Congress would 
pass Gen. Kelton’s bill providing for volunteers 
being accepted from the National Guard to 
serve With the army in its practice manwuvres, 
the question was raised as to what number 
might be expected to volunteer from the sev- 
eral States and how they siould be selected. 

“fach State gave its views in turn. It ap- 
peared that the movement was likely to be ex- 
tremely popular, and that large numbers of 
volunteers would come forward from the Na- 
tional Guard of the different States, particu- 
larly in the West. Col. Henry L. Turner, on 
behalf of Lllinois, stated that 6O per cent. of 
the uniformed militia of that State could be de- 
pended upon, and that a provisional regiment 
had already been organized in Chicago, the 
members of which stood ready to march atan 
hour’s aotice. 

** Eastern delegates thought that it wouid be 
preferable, in order to save the expense of 
transportation and the timeof the men, that 
the manceuvres should be divided, one being 
held inthe East and une jin the West, the esti- 
mates prepared by Gen. Kelton showing that 
while the pay of the troops, at double the per 
diem allowed those of the regular army, 


smounting to but $17,000 in round 
numbers for the _ forty days’ service, 
while the transportation would cost not 


less than $30,060. The suggestion of THE 
‘TIMES that Mount Gretna, in Pennsylvania, or 
the waste lands of Long Island would atford 
available space for the maneeuvres and encamp- 
ment was warmiy indorsed, and the further 
suggestion made that even the Adirondack re- 
gion inight be advantageously utilizeu. Many 
delegates spoke strongly in favor of having 
regular trvops exvcamped with the National 
Guard at their State camps of instruction. 

“Speaking on the subject of selection Adjt. 
Geu. Kelton laid down the common-sense prop- 
Osition that What was wanted in this matter 
was quality rather than quantity. ‘The best 
men only among those who volunteered should 
be chosen. It was decided that 1t would be 
best to allow each State to select its troops in 
the manner it saw fit, and that where more 
than the required quota volunteerea they 
should be selected as areward for good service. 

“Inquiry as to what extent regular officers 
have acted in connection with the National 
Guard of the several States, and whether it 
should be continued, disclosed the fact that this 
connection hus, in mavy instances, gone much 
further than was popularly supposed. In all 
State camps there had been a@ regular ofticer 
acting as inspector. In wany cases he had 
also acted as instructor of the officers 
and non-commissioned officers. In a Dumber of 
the Western States the services of a@ regular 
officer had been accepted as Inspector of Riile 
Practice, and in a few a regular officer was 
actually commissioned on various staffs. The 
only criticism made was that some of the 
inspectors had made things too roseate and 
pleasant in tueir reports. As one officer re- 
marked, ‘The National Guard wanted the truth 
and not taffy.’ 

“Complaint was made that under existing 
conditions the reports wade by the detailed offi- 
cers at State camps to the Secretary of War were 
80 long delayed that they were really of little 
value when published. ‘This, however, is likely 
to be remedied hereafter. On my official call upon 
Gen. Breckinridge, Inspector General of the 
Army, I explained to him the system of 
daily reports made by inspecting officers at 
the New-York State Camp at Peekskill 
tor the information of the commandant, and 
the great assistance and benetitit had proved. 
Gen. Breckinridge ealled in all his assistants, 
and we talked over the matter for more than 
an hour, and at the end of the interview 
the regulars expressed their gratification at 
having had the opportunity of learning 
from a National Guarda officer what the Nation- 
al Guard really required in the way of inspec- 
tion, and Gen. Breckinridge volunteered the 
assurance that the custom at Peekskill should 
bethe method of the regular army iuspectors 
in future. 

“Just bere let me fray that considerable oppo- 
sition was developed to the clause jn the bill 
providing for the erection of @ National Guard 
bureau in the War Department, to be under 
Charge of a National Guard officer. The fear 
was expressed that politics might be introducea 
into the serviceinthis way. But the opposition 
was allayed by Gen, Kelton, who stated that the 
idea of having a National Guard officer at the 
head of the bureau wus entirely his own. No 
officer in the regular army was Preberiy more 
familiar with the National Guard than himself, 
but he felt that he was not sufficiently familiar 
with the service to assume the entire responsi- 
bility; he wanted some one of experience at 
hand towhom he could turn for counsel and 
advice, and only a National Guard officer, bred 
in the service, would meet the requirements of 
the position, 

“The convention indorsed the McCutcheon 
bill providing for a sca coast heavy artillery 
reserve, and that vacancies in the army which 
cannot be filled by the graduates of West Point 
shall be filled from the commissioned ofticers of 
the National Guard, and agreed that the distri- 
bution of the annual allowance by the Govern- 
ment should ve made to each State acoording 
to the number of its representatives in Con- 
gress, a8 at present provided. 

“The members of the association paid an of- 
ficial call on President Harrison at the White 
House on Thursday, at the close of which Sec- 
retary of War Proctor stated to the President of 
the association that he desired to tender ‘ to the 
distinguished National Guard officers a review 
or all the regular troops stationed in the 
vicinity, at 11:30 Friday morning, at the 
Washington Barracks, ordered in their honor.’ 
The Invitation was accepted, and five 
companies of artillery, dismounted and acting 
as infantry, a light battery, and two troops of 
cavairy parade The National Guardsmen 
were quite surprised to observe that in passing 
in review several of the platoon commanders 
of the infantry omitted to either look toward 
the Secretary of War or tosalute him. lollowing 
the ceremonies an informal reception was held 
in the amusement hall of the barracks, where a 
substantial lunch was served. 

‘It was the subject of coneral remark by all 
that this was the first occasion on which a re- 


] view of regular troops bad been tendered to 








National Guard officers, and that it marked an 
important departure in the relation between 
the two forces, which, it was conceded, was 
largely owing to the impression made by the 
great parade at the Washington Centennial in 
Now-York.”

DEVELOPMENTS IN THE WOODRUFF- 
DAGGETT SQUABBLE,. 


District Attorney Ridgway was visited yes- 
terday by Nuval Officer Willis and George K. 
Gilluly in reference to the Woodruff-Daggett 
scandal, and when the interview terminated 
two very different accounts of it were given. Mr. 
Willis’s private secretary, J. E. Smith, said that 
Mr. Ridgway was told that the Willis crowd 
would like to have the matter go pefore the 
Grand Jury for investigation. District Attor- 
ney Ridgway told the reporters that Willis and 
Gilluly had asked him if any proceedings had 
beon taken or if any “snap” was to be worked 
onthem. They were assured that nothing of 
the sort was contemplated. Mr. Ridgeway said 
subsequently that he would not present the 
matter to the Grand Jury at all. 

Senator Birkett is the main object of interest 
to the politicians just now, and the talk is all 
about the prospect of his resigning bis position 
as Treasurer of the General Committee. A 
‘TIMES reporter asked him yesterday what he 
intended to de about the matter, but could get 
no positive anawer. Mr. Birkett, after an em- 
barrassing pause of a minute orso, burst put 
laughing and hurried away. He went to Albany 
last night after saying that he would not return 
tor the General Committee meeting this even- 
ing. His friends say he willnot resiga, because 
such a course would be a# confession of guilt. 
Still they refuse to say what has become of 
that check for $416 16 given to Greenleat Smith 
and “obtained” by Franklin Woodruif. The 
check bas not been cashed, but neither bas it 
been destroyed. Tugether with the notes 
and Daggett'’s letter 1t was given to Leay- 
craft, and he had it photographed. The notes 
were then destroyed, but the check was care- 
fully preserved. The money it calls for belongs 
not to Birkett, but to the members of the Gen- 
eral Committee. If Birkett were to presenta 
report as Treasurer to-night, as he may he 
asked by resolution to do, 1t would show an 
unexplained deficiency of $416 16. Birkett's 
explavation of what has bevome of this money 
is anxiously awaited by the delegates to the 
committee meeting. 

Greenleaf Smith, whose cupidity caused all 
this scundal, has always Ciaimed to be employed 
by A. 8 Barnes & Co., publishers. Yesterday 
Mr. Edward Bernes said that he had just ds- 
covered that Smith had been working for the 
tirm under the name of Greene, anil that an lu- 
vestigation bad been begun iu regard to the 
charges made against him. If they were found 
to be true he would be dismissed at once. 





COLUMBIA COLLEGE, 
CHANGES MADE BY THE BOARD OF 


TRUSTEES YESTERDAY. 

The Columbia College Trustees, at their regu- 
lar monthly meeting, were presided over for 
the first time in several months by ex-Secretary 
of State Hamilton Fish. Prof. Henry Drisler, 
who for the last year and a half, since President 
Barnard’s resignation, has been Acting Presi. 
dent, was made Dean of the Schooi of Arts, to 
be in charge of the department and have such 
duties as the President may delegate to him. 
His salary was increased $1,000, to $9,000, and 
he was granted a leave of absence for one year 


from July 1 next. He still retains his professor- 
ship as Jay Professor of the Greek Language, 
and Literature. Prof. Drisler’s portrait was 
ordered painted and placed in the coileze 
library. John B. Pine of the Class of ’77 was 
elected a Trustee of the college to filla vacancy. 

The undergraduate course of sanitary en- 
gineering in the School of Mines was abolished 
and a post-graduate course corresponding to 
the course in electrical engineering Was estab- 
lished, the curriculum to be arranged Dy the 
Faculty of the Schoolof Mines. Michael Pupin’s 
title was changed to Instructor of Mathemat- 
ical Physics in the Sehool of Electrica) En- 
gineering. C. M. Brown was awarded the de- 
grees of Bachelor of Philosophy in the School of 
Political Science. 

Accessions to the library were reported. 
These include 685 volumes from President 
Barnard’s library, besides over 900 duplicates. 
There are also eighty-two botanicul works 
given by afriend of the college through Prof. 
N. &. Britton. A. J. Gottheil gave torty-one 
valuable manuscripts in the Persian, Arabic, 
and Turkish languages, besides sixty-eight 
printed works in the same field. E. D. Page 
also sent a check for $100 for benefits re- 
celved trom the use of the library. 





A NEW SHIPBUILDING YARD. 





THE PROPOSED PLANT AT SPARROW 
POINT, ON THE CHESAPEAKE. 

It is proposed to erect a shipbuilding plant at 
Sparrow Point, on the Chesapeake, which in 
size and facilities will equal any of the great 
English establishments on the Clyde. Major 
Luther F. Bent, the President, and Mr. F. W. 
Wood, the business manager, are said to be de- 
voting their whole attention to the pluns at 
Steelton, Penn., and will shortly make them 
known to the public. As soon as the ship plant 


isin position the company will undertake the 
erection of plantfor the custing and assembling 
of the heaviest type of ordnance. 

The erection of the works has already been 
begun, and now plans are being made by which 
the company, known as the Pevnsyivania Steel 
Works, will be enabled to build the largest 
steel and iron steamships. The first work to be 
undertaken by the company will be the con- 
struction of ten steamships for its own use, to 
engage in supplying the firm with iron ore from 
Cuba. All the ore now coming to the company 
is landed direct at Sparrow Point from 
chartered steamers. It is the intention 
to confine the work at first to building coast- 
wise steamships, as thelaws of the United States 
prohibit this class of vessels being built abroad; 
but in a short time Sparrow Point will attempt 
to handle some of the Government work in war 
ships, and finally enter into competition with 
the great shipoduilding firms on the Clyde, 

The company hopes to be able soon to build 
ships at Sparrow Point as cheaply as they are 
built in Scotland.

A PROBLEM WHICH PROMISES TO PUZ- 
ZLE THE AUTHORITIES, 


There was a couference in Mayor Grant's 
office yesterday between Controller Myers, 
Corporation Counsel Clark, and Commissioners 
Stephenson, Wylie, and Ridgway of the Board 
of Emigration upon the disposition to be made 
of Castle Garden after the Government takes 
complete control of immigration at this port. 
The Consolidation act directs the city to lease 
the Garden to the Board of Emigration every 
year. This has complicated the question, for 
Corporation Counsel Clark holds that the law 
is mandatory, and that the city must lease the 
Garden to the board every year, and nothing 
ean be done in the matter until a obange is 
made in the Consolidation act. 

Commissioner Ridgway said at yesterday’s 
meeting that the Secretary of the Treasury had 
not yet given the requisite sixty days’ notice of 
the abrogation of the contract between the 
Government and the State Board of Emigra- 
tion, and that therefore no one had any ofticial 
knowledge that the Government Is going to try 
to take the control of the immigration business 
out of the State’s hands. He thought that no 
action should be taken until something more 
definite was known. 

The proposition that the State should give up 
that part of Wara’s Island now occupied by the 
buildings used by the Board of Emigration for 
the ~ of pauper immigrants was also dis- 
cussed. ?

MUSEUM OF ART. 


REPORTS MADE OF ITS YEAR’S WORK— 
OFFICERS ELECTED. 


The members of the Corporation of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art held their annual meet- 
ing yesterday in the Director’s room of the Cen- 
tral Park Building. The chief business of the 
members was to listen to and approve of the 
report of the Trustees. This declared the in- 
stitution to bein an excellent financial condi- 
tion. The current expenses for the year were 
$53,216 84, irrespective of the expenses of the 
art schools, the library, printing expenses, and 
additional furniture. 

Concerning the question of lighting the insti- 
tution by electricity, for which so many persons 


have waited patiently so that they might have 
an opportunity at night of seeing the collec- 
Uons, the report says: 


“The prosperity of the institution has been con- 
tinuous, For the first time in many years there ap- 
pearg an excess of expenditure above income. This 
was due to the following circumstances: 

“Itis known to members that the large annual 
expense of keeping the Museum exhibitions open to 
the public is berne by our own treasury. Toward 
this expense the city of New-York has mae an an- 
nual contribution of only $15,000, in consideration 
of the free admission of the public. At the 
close of the year 1888 the Trustees were 
asked if they would open the exhibitions during two 
evenings in the week, and promised so to do. The 
Board of Apportionment thereupon added $10,000 
to the city contribution for maintenance during 
188Y, and the Trustees at once matie the necessary 
arrangements. These involved alarge increase in 
the number of watchmen and in other expenditures. 
It had been understood that the buildings would be 
provided by the city with facilities for electric 
lighting. Delays occurred in making these provi- 
sions. In the constant expectation that they would. 
be soon ready, the year passed, and at ita close 
thero was as yet no method of lighting the galleries. 

“Although the Trustees were not responsible for 
the delay, the city authorities felt it their duty to 
withhold the additional appropriation of $10,00v. 
A system of rigid economy has enabled us to con- 
fine the consequent deficiency of the year to less 
than $5,000, the exact amount beiog $4,768 32. 

“'Phe attention of members is invited to the fact 
here illustrated. The necessity of a large and per- 
manent provision for the sustenance of the Museum 
becomes more and more apparent from year to 
year.” 

The acquisitions by the Museum during the 
year have been many and valuable. The report 
Inentions not only the splenaid collection of old 
masters which was given by Henry G. Mar- 
quand, but also two paintings by Velasquez, 
whioh were more recently presentea by him. 
Awong the cther notable gifts were the collec- 
tion of nearly three hundred musical instrn- 
meuts presented by Mrs. John Crosby Brown; 
a collection of Egyptian antiquities by James 
Dougias, Jr.; a valuable collection of minta- 
tures, snuff and other boxes in gold, silver, and 
enamel; the paintings, A Spanish Lady,” by 
Fortuny, from Alfred Corning Clark, and the 
three pictures which were so much taiked off at 
the time of their presentation from Erwin 
Davis; a collection of Battersea enamels from 
Henory G. Marquand, and many valuable Amer- 
ican antiquities from 8, L. M. Barlow. 

The Trustees reported also that they had ae- 
quired by purchase, during the year, a large 
number of specimens of ancient Keyptian tex- 
tile fabries, The Willard collection of arehi- 
tecturel illustration has been partly arranged 
in the main bali of the museum.

The Lincoln Club of Brooklyn will formally 
open its spacious new clubhouse at 67 Putnam- 
avenue to-morrow evening. A ladies’ reception 
will then be given, and from present indica- 
tions the occasion will be a most successful 
one. On the following day the house will be 
open for the benefit of those of the club’s friends 
who may desire tou view a collection of paint- 
ings. 

Although the Lincoln Club, almost since its 
organization, has occupied the premises on 
which its new quarters now stand, the present 
pbuilding presents a marked contrast to the 
frame house which was its first home there. 
The addition, which is in fact an entire new 
building in the front portion of the lot, is 42 
feet front, 55 feet deep, and four stories in 
helghnt. It was begun last May, and has been 
finished at a cost of $35,000. The entire club- 
house is now almost unrivaled in its ample ac- 
commodations for all club purposes and in the 
beauty both ofits architectural design and in- 
terior finish. It covers a space on the two lower 
floors of 42 by 127 feet. 

The basement is occupied by bowling alleys, 
the kitchen, itcehouses, and pantries. On the 
main floor, tothe left of the entrance, which is 
under # generous, broad arch,is the dining 
room, 20 by 55 feet, and to the right isa smaller 
reception room or office, A handsome stairway 
leads tothe floorabove from the right of the 
main nall. The hall itself widens into a larger 
recepuion room at the rear of the newls-built 


portion of the house. Still further back are 
the parlors of the clubhouse, 42 by 50 
feet, and in the rear is the library, an 


apartment 25 by 30 feet. On the second floor 
is the bijliard room, furnished with nine billiard 
and pool tables, while « cardroom, 20 by 55 
feet, occupies the «pace over the dining room. 
The front of the building is occupied by the 
club ofiice. Ou the third floor are a commodious 
private dining room and several other rooms, 
which will be fitted up as sleeping apartments 
for those of the club members who may wake 
the club their home. The fourth floor has seven 
more rvoms for this purpose, with toilet and 
bath rooms. 

The architecture of the building is of the 
period of Francis I., the early French Renais- 
sance. Pressed brick, brownstone, and terra 
cotta are the materials of construction, while 
the interior is finishea in antique quartered oak.

SOME BANKING HOUSE ROBBED. OF 


$5,000 WORTH OF THEM. 


This notice, which appeared on one of the 
Wall-street “tickers” yesterday, created some- 
thing of @ sensation: 

“Stolen on Jan. 27, 1890, three United States 
Government 4 per cent, bonds of $1,000 each, Nos. 
173,933, 82,956, 82,955; one ftive-hundred-dollar 
bond, No. 46,572, and six one-bundred-doliar bonuda, 
Nos, 4,677, 4,675, 43,427, 43,424, 43,425, 43,426, all 
United States 4 percent. coupou vonds, maturing 
in 1907. If presented please stop payment and 
notify Chief Inspector Byrnes, Stock Exchange 
and 300 Mulberry-street.” 

The total face values of the securities is about 
$5,000. It was impossible to learn from whom 
the bonds were stolen, but it was generally 


supposed that it was some down-town banking 
house. The theft was reported to the “ticker” 
company by Detective sergeant Dunn of the 
Centra! Office. Assistant Treasurer Roberts 
knew nothing of the matter beyond the fact 
tbat be had been notiltied to carefully scan all 
the United States bonds presented for payment. 

A report that tbe numbers of the bonds corre- 
sponded with some which were said to have 
been in the possession of either the Lenox 
Hill, Equitable, or Sixth National Bank could 
not be traced to any reliable source,

The 
receipt of $100,000 from Taft is acknowledged, 
but it 1s alleged that the latter refused to pay 
the baiance of $87,500 claimed. The defend- 
ants put in a general denial, and assert that 
Sherburne was paid in full by Vaft in Paris in 
July, 1289, ana that Shervurne ratiticd the sale.

POSSIBLE RESULTS OF THF 
COMING HLECTION. 
MAYOR ROOT WILL NOT BE A CANDIx 
DATE FOR RE-ELECTION — DEMO< 

CRATIC HOPES AND PLANS. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Feb. 10.—The municipal 
election, which will take place here in April 
Will be the most important of the local contests 
in the State this Spring. Allof the city offices 
are to be filled, a full Council Board elected, 
and successors chosen for one-half of the mem- 
bers of the Board vf Aldermen. The present 
incumbent of the Mayor’s office, President John 
G. Root of the Farmers and Mechanics’ Na 
tional Bank, who was chosen by the Repub- 
licans two years ago, succeeding Gov. Bulkeley, 
will not consent to be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion. The decision in Mayor Root’s ease 13 
final. For ten years the oftice has been in con- 
trol of the Repiblican Party and is considered 
from every point of view the most influential 
of local elective offices in Connecticut. 

The chief duty of the two political parties in 
the approaching election will be to present can- 
didates deserving of the confidence of the puy- 
lic. On the Republican side there* has been 
considerable canvassing in favor of ex-State 


Senator Francis B. Cooley, one of the ablest 
financiers in Hartford; Charles H. Lawrence. 
the Secretary of the Phenix Mutual Life and 
member of the Board of Aldermen, and Alder- 
man McGovern, the Actimg President of the 
board. The latter has been connected with the 
City Government for twelve years, and 
in that time has developed a great many 
excellent points. Five years ago. wher 
the defalcations in the Street Department were 
broaght to light, Alderman McGovern was the 
rinctpal explorer of the crime, conducting the 
uvestigation without fear or favor. But it can- 
not be concealed that a powerful faction of 
Republicans will oppose him, claiming that his 
political methods are disreputable. On tha 
other hand, the Irish Democrats of the city will 
give him an unfaltering support, the Aldermaa 
being the foremost Irish Seales in the city. 

Alderman Lawrence, who is a prominent 
candidate, is in ill health, unfortunately, and 
will hardly be able to endure the exactions of 
the contest. Ex-Senator Cooley, who would be 
the ideal candidate, could have had the nomi- 
nation two years ago, but woulda not accept 
it Every Republican in the city could vote for 
him with the most cordial approval. But it ts 
not probable that he will consent to run. 

There are two men In addition to the ones al- 
ready mentioned whose nomination would give 
entire satisfaction. Alderman Charles E, Bill- 
ings, who is at the head of the manufacturing 
firm of Billings & Spencer, and Major E. V. 
Preston of the Council Board possess eminent 
qualiiications for the office. Major Preston is 
the Superintendent of Agencies for the Tray- 
eler’s Insurance Company, and is one of tho 
ablest executive officers in the city. He won 
an honorable record in the war and is a dis- 
tinguished Grand Army man. Helis, in fact 
the only one of the candidates mentioned whe 
has @ war career. 

The imminent dissensions in the Republicau 
Party have led the Democrats to think of their 
best men for nomination. The name of William 
Waldo Hyde, sou of the Hon. A. P. Hyde, has 
been frequently discussed for the place. Rep- 
resentative Frank E. Hyde, whois now a men- 
ber of the House from this city,is also pre 
sented as a@ candidate. He is a brother of 
Willlam Waldo Hyde, and both are members of 
the law firm of Hyde, Gross & Hyde. Both are 
also graduates of Yale College and gentlemen 
of superior literary attainments. Superintend- 
ent Charles 8. Davidson of the Consolidated 
Roai is a leader whom the Democrats could fol- 
low with the most flatterlug promise of success. 
He conld easily count on a large contingent of 
Republican voters ip the contest. 

So faras the Republicans are concerned, tho 
acrimony likely to be engendered among them 
willhave an interesting bearing on the State 
election In November. There will be numerous 
oid scores to be evened up, not counting the 
new ones which the factional abuse of Aider- 
man McGovern hascreated. It will be amazing 
to the Republicans themselves if the fight is 
not carried into the great political contest two 
years hence, when tne United States Senatur- 
ship, now held by Gon. Hawley, willvte one of 
the stakes. The Democrats nave ro quatrels 
to be patched up in their own party, anu can 
enter the campaign this Spring and in the Fail 
with great confidence, 








THE YAKOUTSK MASSACRE. 





THE STORY AGAIN CONFIRMED—GOV. 
OSTASHINE’S PROMOTION. 


Another letter has reached tne London Times 
from Siberia, written by one of the exiles under 
“administrative order” who was wounded 
the massacre of prisoners at Yakoutsk, and sub- 
sequently condemned by tbe court-martial to 
penal servitude. Details of these distressful 
events had scarcely been published in the Lou- 
don Jimes, (the article being reprinted in Tus 
New-YorK TiMeEs, and its truth confirmed by 
the statement of George Kennan, pubitshed on 
Saturday last,) when a telegram went the round 
of the English press stating that the Uzar had 
been informed of the massacre, and that the 
culprits would be severeiy punished. “So far, 
however, instead of punishment,” says an arti- 
cle In the London /imes, just to hand, “it 


at 


appears, on the contrary, that the ad 
interim Governor, Ostashine, has been 
promoted. His temporary post was conferred 


upon him as apermanency. This was done 
shortly after the massacre, asifin reward for 
the euergy he then displayed. Yet the letter 
just received confirms what was said concern- 
ing the unjustifiable action of the authorities 
and gives other information setting forth that 
they, and not the exiles, were to blame for the 
ruthless and uowWarranted slaughter of inno- 
cent persona. 

“Tue writer of this epistle describes many of 
the facts that have already been made public. 
He insists on the brutality of the soldiers, and 
relates how the body of the dead exile Pix was 
dragged about by the feet, and with what bru- 
tality the soldiers threatened to finish olf the 
wounded; but he adds that afew of the soldiers 
Were very much ashamed of, the work they had 
todo. Some soldiers stood still with tears in 
their eyes, others furtively approached the 
exiles and, throwing their arms round 
their necks, embraced them. The exiles were 
deeply affected by this mute apology. The lot- 
ter then contirms the details about Podbelsky, 
who was thrown among the dead, although ne 
was still alive. In the hospital Nastia Cherkter 
and the wives of Bernstein and Gatz were al- 
lowed to help to nurse the wounded. They had 
a dreadful task, for most of the wounded be- 
came delirious, 

‘“*A week later the local magistrate, Melikoff, 
opened an inquiry, which lasted two months. 
His chief object was to ascertain who among 
the exiles had revoivers and whbo bad tired; 
but tue exiles, s0 as not to compromise each 
other, refused to answer these questions, and 
all the other questions were treated as of sec- 
ondary importance. The inquiry could only 
establish that some of the exiles had fired. All 
the exiles displayed great obstinacy with re- 
spect to answering questions put to them dur- 
ing the preliminary inquiries. These were tha 
grounds on which the court concluded that 
there had been premeditation on the part of the 
exiles, and this aggravated form of accusation 
was communicated to them only a few moments 
before judgment was pronounced. 

“Of the cruel sentences given by this mock 
tribunal, the mosi unfair was that of death 
against Hausmanu, whom the false witness 
Veriokouroft contused with»Zotoff, and the sen- 
tences of penal servitude for fifteen years 
against the two women, Nastasia Chehter and 
Kosa Frank. The only testimony against them 
was @ testimony that should, on the contrary, 
have secured theiracquittal. A witness deciared 
that they had exhorted the exiles to proceed at 
once to the Government offices when the soldiers 
burst Ito Notkine’s house, where ths Goy- 
ernor had told the exiles to wait. Such wags 
the court-martial which nas inflicted seutences 
of death ana lifelong penal servitude on exiles 
under “ administrative order’ without giving 
them any real means of self defense, and Osta- 
shine, the Governor under whom all this has 
been done, has received promotion from the 
Imperial Russian Government.

The present college yeli of the University of 
Virginia is copied bodily from Dartmouth, ac- 
cording to the University Magazine, which adds 


justly that “our college, famed always for its 
literary attainments, now bids fair to become 
one of the leaders in athletic sports, and wa 
should not begin a career whose future seems 
so bright under a plagiaristic yell.” The same 
authority proceeds to say: ‘“ During the recent 
game of football in Richmond the unsettlea 
state of our battle cry was made apparent by 
the different ones given.

Vir-gin-ia! perbaps predom1- 
nated, but soon wearying of this, the old ’Rah,

THE FATAL GAS BURNER. 

Jacob Kohl, a German musician, sixty-nine 
Years old, was found dead yesterday morning 
im his bedroom at his residence, 142 East 
Eighty-third-street. He had been asphyxiated 
by gas which was escaping from a burner, the 
key of which was turned partly on. His death 
was doubtless accidental.

Yoars was a music teasher in Hesse-Darmstadt.
